Mho molt intirelie loued their wines whe- 
ther they were barren oz fruitfull, and when they perceiued them to 
be at anie time troubled oz diſqme ted, deale by gentle ſpeeches with 
them, and godlie intreatie louinglie comfozt and relcene them, pati- 
entlic enduring all troubles, pꝛaieng vnto God hartilte foz chem to 
quiet them, and to make them fruitfull : as vou may read in the ſeue⸗ 
rall ſtoꝛies of Sara, Rebecca, tc. Gen. 24, 6. 33, 2. 1. Sam. 1, &. 

We read ol Palchiel that he ſo intirelie loued Pilcha chat he went 
after hir weeping like a child, fo2 griefe that ſhe was caried awaie to 
hir huſband Dauid. 2.5am. 3,16, 

A man louech his owne facher, thich hath nouriſhed him, and his 
owne coumtrie, and is ioined wich his wife, and foꝛ the woman he ieo⸗ 
pardeth his like, and neither remembzeth father noꝛ mocher,no2 coun⸗ 
trie. he labourech, and trauellech, and giuech, and bzingeth all home to 
his wife ; ſcherefoꝛe a man louech his owne wife moze chan father oz 
mother, 1.

berally,andconſcionably with thoſe ſer uants that are behind in =—_ 

accounts 
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attounts & not able to pay oꝛ diſcharge their debt: as wee may ready 
in the parable of the King, Mat.15,23, And as we haue example in 
that Yeathen king Pharao, who twke occaſion euery yeere once ( ag 
vpon his birth feaſt day, which hee made accuſtomably euery pere 
bntoall his ſeruants,)toexamine their freſpaſſes and faultes done 
againſt him: to the end that thole whome he found faultie, he might 
puniſh the accozdingly:and thoſe that had not offended him. he might 
pꝛomote to higher offices, giue them greater rewardes to encou- 
rage them in well doing: which example would God all maſters x 
rulers would imitate to the glozy of God.Gene.40.20, Then ſhould 
wer not haue qur houſes lo full of idle ſeruing men,noz our pziſon 
ſo farced with condemned debters, noz our Countrie ſo full of idle 
Roges and beggers. 

At is the part oł all godly maſters to beare charitablp with their 
ſeruants infirmities,and to vſe them courteouſly and gently at the 
ficſt,the better to winne them by little and litle to their obe diente at 
ter the example of Chꝛiſte.

Some maſters being moned with conefouſnes,had rather viture 
their liues by poſting after a runnagate ſeruant, then loſe the woyld⸗ 
ly +2 be they had by their leruants:as Shimei did.

A Godly man oꝛ woman bill neuer bee perſwaded oz counſailed 
by their ſeruants, to doe any wicked oz ungodlp thing againſt the 
will of God and his pꝛince:aſter the example of Job, whoſe ſeruants 
could not moue him to bee reuenged ol his enemies.

found fauour pꝛeſently in his ſight: whervpon he thinking her meet 
foꝛ che king in his iudgment, ther koꝛe cauſed her things fo) purificatig - 
to be giuen her lp:evilp,with ſuch things as belongedco her poxtion m 
ſtate, appoynted her ſeuen comly maidens out ok the kings houſe ob 
women U:rgins to attend vppon her perſon, vnto whom alſo hee gaue 
chaunge 02 ſuites of apparel, and other things of the beſt that was in 
the houſe ok women, both to her, and her maydens. 

Now when the courſe of Eſter came ſhe ſhould goe into the king. 
ſuch was her modeſtie x maydenly ſobꝛietie, that ſhe deſired no apparel | 
iewels, oz any other oꝛnament oꝛ thing, to ſet koꝛch her bewtie wich ha⸗ 
uery as ochers befozc her did: but ſtoode to the Eunuch Heges ape | 
poyntment, tooke what loeuer he ſaid ſhe ſhould haue, althoughſhee- | 
might haue commaunded him, as befoze appeareth: but ſhe by Gods 
pꝛouidence finding fauour not onely in 5 ſight ofHege her keeper but 
alſoof all other that looked vppon her, had al things giuen her by he | 
ge her gouernour that might poſſibly adozne her, and ſet her fozth go | 
geouſſy and gallantly to the king. And ſo Elter being bꝛought vnto e 
king Aſuerus into his houſe royally at Shuſhan, in che moncth of J# | 
nuarp, x in the ſeuenth yeare of his reigne:the king courteoully tooke | 
her vnto him and he laued her aboue all the women, foꝛ ſhe found mae 
grace and kfauour in his ſight, then all the other Uirgins:yea, and be:

And ſhe, thogh 
nowe a ropall queene, yet was as obedient vnto Moꝛdetay her pooze 
unſman, as wbt ſhe was vnder his gouernmer, + was nouriſhed of him 
home in his houſe: Kept al things cloſe krõ p king foꝛ þ ſpace of 3. 
ſcarts, x did in euer y thing alter counſel & aduiſe of her coſin Moꝛ⸗ 
decap,to p good exa ple of al childꝛẽ to their par ẽts, # of one kinſi ã to 
mother. After thia, whilll Wowecap her colin was in p kings heuſe, it 
\ytuned þ two of y kings Eunuchs Biglhã & Tereſhe p kept 5 doze, 

ne traytours cõſpired the death of p king, x ſought to lay their violent 
hands on him, to kil him, which trealõ being known to Moꝛdecay her 
colin ſo ſoone as he vnderſtaod therof, he ſlraight waics came to Eſter 
$queene,# told it her: ſhe likewiſe by e by, in the yeare ofthe wozlde 
2614,went to the king her huſbãd, certified him therofin Pozdecaps 

I nie: which being by inquiſitid found true, the cftcudcurs, like traytoꝛs 
'Y vere both put to death fo2 it, and the thing regiſired and wꝛitten in the 
AY joke of Actes and Chꝛonicles of the kings ofthe Deeds & Perſians, 
Now in the peare of the woꝛld 3619. the king hauing highly pꝛemo⸗ 
td one called Haman,# commanved al his Pjinces ſcruants & pecplt 
doe this Daman reuerence c honour: it har ned v her coſin Moꝛzde⸗ 
cap being cõmanded, yet would not do ſo to Han ã, becauſe he ſaw v he

t tuen ofthe queene & al her people t countrimen the Jewes, p were 
inthe lid of Per ſia foꝛ his ſake: cop end indeed he offred p king a bag 
Ho. thouſãd tallẽts, which amount eth to a thouſãd thouſãd pounds, oꝛ 
toe.treble the reuenue ofthe crown ofthis realm, which being of the 
king yet refuſed, he wout it obteined ſecretly ofthe king(thzeugh falſe 
ug tales & diuelliſh perſwaſiõs, ) his letters to al the rulcrs of cuery 
jounce,p they ſhould roote out c deſiroy al the Tewes both old and 
fang mt & wome in one day only, as vpon the xiii. day of march next 
allowing: which letters ami in al poſthaſte,ſting down accoꝛding⸗ 
Foeucrp pꝛouince, e the rumour therof being ſp)cad far e neere, 5 
Kiledmiſchiefe not a little vtxed Moꝛdecay, al h Jews his coſitrets 
ala z chen Dopvicay in ſackcloth,faftings, great perplexety q 
1 {o2ow,firſ 
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fieſt made his pꝛayers vnto almightie God fox the ſafegarde ak his pes, | 
ple, and mouing his people to doe cheſameofcen and feruently Am 
then becauſe he would aduertile Eſter of chis cruel decree and 
mation he came ta the kings gate: but becauſe he was ſocloathedin 

ſackeldach, he myght not be luffered to enter into the Courte: 
Eſters Papdes & Eunuches hearing his piteous outcryes g lamen, 
tation, of goodwill chey bare vnto her, wente and tolde her, how 
her Coſin mourned in ſackcloath: with which newes ſhe good wo⸗ 
man heing grieued at the heart, was very heauy and ſad,and ſent Pop, 
decay her colin better rapment to cloath himſelfe withal, and willed the 
meſſenger to take away his ſackcloath from him: but he recepuedic 
not, neyther would he caſt off his attyꝛe. Then Eſter called Yathach 
her Eunuch,whome the Ring had appoynted to ſerue and attend vy- 
pon her, and commanded him to goe out vnto Moꝛdecap, and know the 
matter # cauſe of his mdurning, x why he wet ſo clad in ſackcloth,who 
coming ta Moꝛdecap, c vnderſtanding the whole matter, bought with 
bim a copy of che letters procured by Paman againſt her and her peo⸗ 
ple, and delyuered it to queene Eſter , with this requeſt from her cou 
ſin Moꝛdecay, þ ſhe would pꝛeſently vpon the receite cherof,al other 
things layde aparte, goe to the King, and make petition and ſup, 
plycation befoze him fo2 her peoples ſaferye and lyues, o? elle they 
were 0 lyke to periſh? . So Eſter hauing nowe knowledge of this

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deuilliſh decree, at the firſt durſt not ſatiſſte the requeſt of her coſn 
Moꝛdecay: but ſent the ſame meſſenger Hathach backe againe vnto 
Mozdecap, ta ſignifte vnto him, that foꝛaſmuch as there was a laue, 
that yo man oz woman myght pꝛeſume to goe vnto the Ring in his 
puuyę chamber vncalled vader payne ok death, but onelyt he an he 
vnto whome the Ring helde out his ſcepter, oz golden rode, tha 
therfaze ſhee nowe hauing beene ablent the ſpace of thirtie dayes, 
durſte not pꝛeſumt to goe vnto the King vncalled fox her lyfe:but 
was afrapd ofthat daunger.

now?2ſohy? in his fauour moze then all the reſt of the Jewes: - 
knowe chat,if thou bold thy peace at this tyme, and dare not — | 
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mod the king fo? the life of thy kinſman and people, chat yet comfozte 


ddeliuerance ſhall appeare to the Jewes out of an other place, foz 
God will deliuer his though all other woꝛldely meanes fayle them in 
their moſt neede : but thou D Queene, and thy fathers houle ſhall pes 
1<, How then, ſith this Yaman which is next vnto the king hath gi⸗ 
un ſentence of death agaynſt vs, call thou therefoze vppon the Lozde, 
nd goe in vnto the king, and ſpeake fo vs vnto him, and deliuer vs 
from death, foz who knoweth wherher thou art called of God co come 
tothis gloꝛye and kingdome, foz to deliuer Gods Churche out oftheſe 
neſent daungers, Which letter oz meſſage,when Elter receiued, ſhee 
therewith being touched to farther remozſe , ſent Poꝛdecay wooꝛde as 
gapne, that hee goe and aſſemble the Jewes to faſt and pꝛay publikely 
nher thꝛee dayes aud thꝛee nightes,that God wilde pꝛoſper her en⸗ 
terppiſe as ſhee and her maides woulde doe, and then ſhee pꝛomiſed hun 
that hee woulde put her like in daunger, and goe vnto the king vncal⸗ 
la though it were contrary to the lawe, and if J periſhe(quoth ſhe) J 
jertſhe:yet will J referre che ſucceſſe to God, ſeeing it is foꝛ the gloꝛpe 
ofhis name, and the deliueraunce or his Church, 

So Poꝛdecay departed and did accoꝛding to all that Yeſter had com⸗ 
munded him. And Q. Peſter alſo being nowe in great daung er of 
death,reſozted vnto the Loꝛd, and laping aſide all her glozious apparel, 
hee put on the garments of ſighing and mourning, and in ſtead of pꝛe⸗ 
ſous oyntments, ſhee ſcattered aſhes and dounge vpon her head: Pea, 
the places of her toy filled ſhee with teares,and the haires chat ſhee 
Jluckt off. And thus hauing greatly humbledher bodye with faſting, 
her made her lamentable petitions by pꝛaier vnto God fox her peoples 
deluerance,as appearech in the firſt Lampe. page 46, 

And onthe thirde day after that the Jewes had begunne to faſt 
adpay , when Eſter alſo had ended her pꝛayers, ſhee layde awaye 
{mourning garmentes, and put on her gloꝛious and royali apparell 
Wayne, and decked her ſelfe goodly after that ſhee had called vppon 
Cd, which is the beholder and fauourer of all thinges, and tooke two 
bndemaides with her. Upon the one ſhee leaned her ſelfe as one that 


bas tender andfapnt with faſting ſo long: and the other followed her, 
bare vp the trayne ofher veſture, And ſo with abeautifull roſe co- 
=o face,cheerefull looke,and amiable countenaunce: but yet with 


heauie and troubled i gt: heart, penſiue minde, and weake

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body, hee cafting off all feare , and putting her onely confidence and 
trult in God, boldly went in thoꝛow all the doozes ofthe kings palace, | 
till ſhee came into his pꝛiuie chamber, and there ſtoode befoze the king 
who ſitting in his ropall thone, ſyining in all his pzincely robes ofma, | 
ieſtie, as one very terrible to beholde, at the firſt lift vp his fate and lao⸗ 
ked ſtercely vpõ Eſter the Q. which ſo daunted her womãly courage, 
that it made her pꝛeſently fo2 feare to fall downe, and being very pale N 
and faynt, ſhee leande her ſelfe bpon the head of her mayde that went 
with her: Neuertheleſſe, God turned the kinges minde that he became 
gentle and meeke, inſomuch that hee perceiuing the Queene to fapyre | 
and fall downe befozehim, and being moued with pittie to wardes her, | 
carefully leapt out of his chzone, and tooke her in his armes, till het 
came to her ſelfe agayne , and then comfozted her with molt loning | 
woozdes, and ſapde: Eſter, what is the matter? J am thy bother, | 
bee of good cheere, thou ſhalt not die: fo2 our commaundement tou: 
cheth the commons, and not chee, come neere. Do Eſter founde fauour | 
in his ſigbt, and the king in ſigne that her comming was agreeable | 
vnto him, and not to the bꝛeache of the lawe: helde out his golden 
Scepter that was in his hande, and layde it vppon her necke , and 
kiſſed her, and ſayde, talke with mee. Then ſayde ſhee, J ſawe thee 
O Lowe,as an Angel of God, and myne heart was troubled foz fears 
of thy maieſtie, fo wonderfull art thou O Lowe,and thy face is full of 
grace. And as ſhe was thus ſpeaking vnto him, ſhee fell downe againe 
befoꝛe him fo faintneſſe. Then the king being ſoze troubled, du al 
that both hee and his ſeruauntes coulde, to comfoꝛt her: and the king 
helde out his ſepter againe vnto her, whiche ſhee touched and layde her 
band vpon the toppe thereof, e then the king ſayd agayne vnto her: de 
of good comfoꝛt Eſter, æ feare nothing that is done againſt the Jewes, 
fo: our decree ſhal not touche thee: but tell me what wilt thou Queent 
Eſter: and what is thy requeſt : al ke what chou wilt, it ſhall be gran 
ted the: yea, it ſhall be euen giuen vnto thee though it bee halfemy

Then ſapde Eſter tothe king: nothing O king, but that it woulde 
plcaſe pour maieſtie, and Hamanto come this dap vnto the banquet of

And on the moꝛrowe when 
fe king and Haman were come againe vnto her banquet, he ſaid again 
no the Q. now what is thy petition Eſter that it may be giuen thee * 
kt and it ſhalbe perfoꝛmed euen to the halfe of my kingdome, Then 
tc Q. anſwered and ſapd, if I haue founde ſo much fauour in thy ſight 
O ling, to haue my petition granted: then J moſt humbly beſeech thee, 
grauntmee my life, and the lives of all my people the Jewes, whiche 
ne not onely ſolde to be bondſlaues, (yea J would to God it were no 
voile, foꝛ then J would haue held my tongue) but to be ſlayn and vtter⸗ 
ydeltroyed, x that all in one day, which foꝛceth me to ſpeake boldely 
to thee.

trembled,and he was terribly afraid of the king & Queens diſpleaſure, 
pea the kings indignation was then ſo kindled againſt Yaman at this 
the A. complaint, chat he aroſe in an anger from the banquet , and went 
tato the pallace garden, in whoſe abſence, Hamã whole conſcience ſtil 
accuſed him) perceiuing that there was ſome miſchtefe a pzeparing foꝛ 
jim ofthe king foꝛ his bloody & cruel conſpiracie, feldown at the beds 
fett oꝛ couch wherevpon Efter ſate, and made humble requeſt vnto her 
his like. And when che king came againe out of the garden, found 
hunan fallen vpon the bed where Eſter ſat, being therby moe incen⸗ 
lt againſt him, he very angerly ſaid, what will he foꝛce the Q. alſo be⸗ 
ine my face: which woꝛde was no ſooner pꝛoceeded foꝛth of the kings 
mouth, but it gaue his garde and ſeruantes occaſion pꝛeſently to laye

ring vnto her in the ſhape of an Angell, ſayde vnto her, Hagar, / 
from whence commeſt thou, and whether intendeſt thou to goe 4 1 
lie quoch ſhee, from Sara my dame, whiche fareth ſo foule with mee, 
that 3 am euen weary of my life. Well ſayde the Angell returne to 
thy dame agayne, and ſubmitte thy ſelfe humblye vnder her handes: 
foꝛ J, euen Ithe Loꝛde, will ſo greatly increaſe thy ſeede, that it (hall 
not bee numbꝛed fo2 multitude. Loe, thou art with child, and ſhalt beart 
a ſonne, whole name thou ſhalt call Aſhmaell. Then Hagar rebuking | 
her dulneſſe, acknowledged Gods graces', who was with her enery 
where, and gaue him hartie thankes fo2 this his conſolation in her trow 
ble, ſaping: Thou O God lookeſt on mee, and haue not J alſo here in 
this place looked after htm that ſeeth mer in miſerie? which being en 
ded, ſhee returned home agayne to Sara her miſtres, and ſubmitted 
her ſelf vnto her, as the Angel gaue her counſel, And aſter in pꝛoceſſe ol 
time that is, in the peere of the woꝛlde 2094. ſhee bꝛought foꝛch vnto d. 
' Haha, being the 86. eres old, his firſt begotten ſonne, called 3ſhmael, 
as the angell had befoze ſaide, of which Iſhmaell came the peculier 
people ofthe Ichmaelites, as ol Hagar came the Hagarians. 1. chro. q. 
10. And thus was Hagar the bondewoman, the mother ol the Jima 
lites and childꝛen of the fleſhe. and not ofthe pzomile:but Saraſhe was 
the mother ol the true Jſraelites , and heires of pꝛomile as ſhall ap- 


peare.

tw into ſuch tauour with him, that he (contrarie tothe law of os 
ſes) married her. his bother beyng yet aliue. Againſt which vnlaw⸗ 
full marriage, that holy man of God John Baptiſt ſpake very much 
to Yerods repꝛoofe, ſaping,that it was not lawfull foz him to haue his 
hothers wife. Then ſhe fearing, leaſt that Saint John woulde make 
herode bꝛeake ofthe inceſtuous marriage, firſt cauſed Herode to take 
deynt John and binde hun, and put him in pꝛiſon fox her ſake, and 
would haue put John to death openly: but that he feared the multitude 
ho counted him a Pꝛophet of the Lowes. But this wicked woman 
herodias not being here with ſatiſſied, counſelled her daughter Sa⸗ 
lomen at the feaſt of Herodes byzthdaye when ſhee daunced befoze 
him, toaſke of him the head of John Baptiſt in a platter, who 
did ſo, and it was graunted her, and geuen her in a platter, any 
hee carried it to her mother.

can change himſelfe into an Angel of light: ſo did he now ſirit abuſe 
the wiledome and ſubitlty ofthe lerpent, che ſubtileſt beaſt in the field: 
and making the ſerpent his inſtrument, he went andſpake in the ſer: - 
pent vnto the woman and ſayd: yea,hath God indeed ſayd, pe ſhall not 
eate ofeuery tree ofthe garden?

ambition at her perſwaſton did eate alſo ol che nene WHY 
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won immediatly the eyes ol them both being opened, they knew that 

were naked, and began to feele their miſerie ; but pet ſtarting frõ 
God as thoſe that had no grace to ſeeke to him ſoz remedie, they foo⸗ 
lhly ſewed fig ge leaues together, and made themſelues bꝛeeches 
thereof, o2 things to gyꝛde about their loynes to hyde their pꝛuuities: 
ind ſo hauing ſinfull conſciences, hid themſelues foꝛ ſhame from the 

ence of che Loꝛde God (as they thought) emong the trees of the 
garden. And this fall of Adam and Eue was as ſome thinke vpon the 
tcnthday of May.

And to comfozt Adam and Cue againe by the pzomiſe of the Gg,

that Poſes her ſonne was a very faire and pꝛoper child, with a good 
I faichin God, not fearing the kinges commaundement, went and hidde 

him the ſpace of ther monethes: but when ſhe could no longer hide 
mon the land, ſhe in the ſame faith in God, tooke an Arke oz Cradell 
made of wicker 02 ol reede, and daubed it wich lome, ſlime and pitche, 
and layd the child therein, and put it among bulruſhes by the riuers 
ine: committingher childe to the pzouidence of God, whom ſhee 
I couldnoc keepe from the rage of that blooddy tyzant, So whileft Pts 
nan her daughter & his ſiſter ſtoode a farre off, watching what would 
become ofthe child her bother: Behold it happenedthat the daughter 
JI ofthe ſame cy2zantPharao,cameto waſh her ſelfe in the riuer, whi⸗ 
let her maydens walked along by the riuers ſide : and being come to 
the banke,ſhe ſaw the arke among the bulruſhes, and ſent her maydes 
ſtraight to fetch it, who bzought the arke vnto her, and ſhe then opened 
tin the pꝛelence of her maydes and his ſiſter , and finding the child in 
tt ſapd, ſurely this is one of the Hebzues childzen: and ſhe hearing the 
babe weepe and cry foꝛ ſuſtenance, had compaſſion on it and was mos 
led with pitie cowards it. lherevpon his ſiſter Miriam being come 
teere vnto them to ſee the euent, ſaid vnto Pharaos daughter, ſhall J 
$02 and call vnto thee a nurſe ofthe Hebzue women to nurſe the chilu 
thee, Dea (quoth Pharaos daughter) goe thy way. So the mayd his 
liter went and called this Jochebed the childes mother and hers, to 
vom Phar aus daughter committed the childe to nurſe ſaying, take 
this childe away and nurſe it foz me, and J will reward thee. Then Joe 
chebed tooke her owne child and nurſed it, and ſo was Poſes pꝛeſerued 
tam periſhing by water, as the king had cruelly commanded. Mherby 
be ſee that mans counſell cannot hinder that which God hath deter⸗ 
minedſhall come to paſſe, noꝛ deſtroythat which he wil haue ſaued. So 
len the child was well growen in age, Jochebed bꝛought him vnto 
Pharaos daughter, who made him her adoptiue lone, called his name 
holes, becaule (ſapde ſhe) A dꝛew him out ofthe water.

Then Judith, who all this while had kept her honſe, and was con 
nually in faſting and pꝛayer, hearing ofthe euill woꝛds of the peoples 7 
gainſt the Gouernours fo lacke of water, and what pꝛomiſe Dzias& t 
che elders had made vnto the people, to deliuer the city vnto the enen 
within 5.dates,ſhe ſent her mayd Abza that had the gouernment of all 
things g ſhe had, foꝛ Oʒias # the other auncients ofthe city, c made this 
learned oꝛation vnto them ſaying ; Heare me © pee Gouernours of ?! 
the inhabitaunts of Bethulia,foz your wozdes that yee haue ſpokenbe- ⸗

I canyeperceiue the thinges chat he thinketh: then how can you ſearch 

aut God, that hath made all theſe thinges, and know his mind oz com⸗ 

his purpoſe? Nay mp beten, pꝛouoke not the Lozde our 

God to anger: fo2 if he will not helpe vs within theſe ſtue dapes, hee 

jath power to defende vs when he will, euen euery day, o2 to deſtroy 

t bete our enemies. Doe not you therefoze binde the counſaples of 
the Loꝛde our God,foz God is not as man, that hee may bee thꝛeatned, 

as the ſonne of man to bee ought to tuvgement , Therefoze 

this your deuiſe, obtayneth no mercy of God, but rather pzouoketh him 

to math and diſpleaſure. Mill pee ſet the mercy ofthe Lozde a tyme, 

and appoint him a day at pour will: No, exhozt the people to repen⸗ 

tance and pꝛayer, and let vs heartily fall downe befoze him, andſerue 

him with ameeke ſpirite, and with weeping eyes ſay vnto the Lozde, 

that hee deale with vs accoꝛding to his owne will ſpeedily in mercie:

as hath bin afoze tune of our fozefathers : fo2 the which ſin, our fozefa- 
thers were giuen to the ſwoꝛde fox a tpoyle, and had a great fall defoze 
our enempes:as appearcth Iudg. 2. 11 4.1.6. 1. 

But as fo2 vs, wee knowe none other God but onely the Loꝛde: 
therefoze we trult that he will not deſpiſe vs,no2 any of our lynage: yea 
ſahis comfoꝛt let vs tarie with meekeneſſe, and he ſhall require and 
make inquiſition fo2 our blood from the vexation ot our enemies: hee 
ſhall bring downe all the heathen chat riſe vp agaynſt vs, and put them 
todiſhonour : even the Loꝛde our God ſhall doe it, neycher when wee 
ſhall be taken, ſhall Judea be ſo famous: foʒ our Sanctuarie ſhall bee 
popled, and hee will require the pꝛophanation chereof at our mouth, 
Und the feare of the people our bꝛechꝛen, & the captiuitie ofthe coun» 
cep, and che deſolatton of our inheritaunce (which they rather wiſhe 
will he turne vpon our heades among the Gentiles whereſoeuer we 
hall bee in bondage, and wee ſhal be an offence andrepzochto all them 


that polleſſe vs; foz our ſeruitude ſhall not be directed by fauour: but 
$eL0zd our God ſhall turne it to diſhonour, Now therefoze, O deere 
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djechzen, Let vs ſhewe an example to our baethꝛen the people: betauſe 
their heartes depende vpon pou, and the Sanctuary, and the houſe and 
the altar reſt all vppon you, that are the honourable and elders in the 
people ot God, Pozeoner, let vs giue thankes to the Lowe our 
God, whiche tryeth vs euen as hee did our fathers, and lift yee vy 
the heartes of the people with your exhoztations , that they map 
call coremembzaunce howe our fathers alſo in times paſte were temp, 


ted, that they might bee pꝛooued, if chey woozſhipped they ? 


God aright: yea put them in minde of this J ſave, how that our father 
Abꝛaham being tempted and tryed thiough manye tribulations, was 
found a louer and friende of God. So was Jſaak, ſo was Jacob , ſa 


was Molſes, and all they that pleaſed GD O paſled ſtedfaſt in fayth 


though manifolde troubles : but the y that receiued not their tempta- 
tions with che feare of God, but put them ſelues fo2th with impatience 


and murmuring againſt God, peryſhed of the deſtroper , and were 
laine ofſerpentes, And therefoze, ſecing the Lode hath not tryed vs, 
as he did them to the examination of their hearts, neyther doth hee take 
bengeance on vs: we alſo ſhould not vndertake to be reuenged foxthe ?! 
thinges that are done vnto vs: but to conſider that al theſe puniſhments 7 


are farre leſſe then our ſinnes and mildeedes, and beleeuing that this 
correction commeth vnto vs, as ta the ſeruants of God, foz our amends * 


ment and inſtruction, and not foʒ our deſtruction. 


Thus her eloquent and godly ozation being ended, Dzias the chief ©] 


gouernour, then to her great commendation ſapde vnto Judith , as * 
followeth : All that chou haſt ſpoken , thou haſt ſpoken with a good 
heart, and it is true, and there is no man can repꝛoue oz reſiſt thy wozds, 
Foz it is not to day that thy wildome is knowne , but from the begin- * 
ning of thy lyfe haue we knowne thy wiſvome : fox the deuile of chine 
heart is good: but the people foꝛ verp thirſt compelled vs to make that 
oth and pꝛomyſe vnto them which we may not tranſgreſſe.Therefox * 
now pꝛay thou fo2 vs vnto God, becauſe thou art a holy woman, ? feas * 
reſt God, y the Low may ſend vs rayne to fil our ceſterns, p we faynte 
no mo2e.Unto who Judith replied & ſaid vato Oʒias the reſt of the 
gquernours: ſeeing ve knowþ my words are of God, thTheareme,F * 
pꝛoue my counſaile & deuiſe, à pꝛay pou, ił it be of Ood:foz F willdoa ? 
ching, which ſh ilbe declared in al generativs to p childꝛẽ of our nation. 
& beſeech pee Godfo2 me. ÿ he wil bing my counſaile # deuiſe to good 


end. Thus haue J deuiſed: ye ſhaltaud this night in the gate wow 
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gate of Bethuliaz And J wil go foꝛth with Aba my handmaiven, 
nd pꝛay ve therefoꝛe vnto Sod, p he will graciouſly viſite and remem⸗ 
ter his people Jſrael by mine hand, and deliuer the citie from the cnes 
mies, within theſe fiuedayes that ye haue pꝛomiſed the people to deli 
ner vp þ citie. But as foꝛ ̊ act oꝛ thing that J goe in hend withall,aſke 
peno queſtions of ic , no} make further enquirie ot me: foꝛ J will not 
detlare it vnto you, till God haue finiſhed that I doe, till J bing pou 
vod agayne do ye nothing ets but pꝛay, pꝛay vnto the Lozde our God 
fy mee. Then Ozias che pꝛince ol the people of Juda , with the reſt of 
the Elders, ſaid: hoe Judith, Go thy way in peace, the Lozd God be 16 
the, x befoze thee, to take vengeance on our enemies. Do taking their 
leaue of Judith. they returned from the tent, and went from her agayne 
mery man to their wardes. 

Rowe when the gouernours were gone their way, thẽ Judith went 
into her ſecret cloſet, and there clothed her ſelf with ſackcloth,ſtrawed 
ahes vpon her head, and fell down vpon her face befoze the Lozd, And 
bout the time that the incenſe of the euening was offered in Jeruſa⸗ 
lemin the houſe of p Lowe,ſhe cried vnto the Loꝛd w a loud voice, and 
made her humble pꝛayers f®2 the deltuerance of her people, ſaying: O 
Land God of mp kathers, c. as it is in the 1. Lampe ofvir.page,41, 

And whẽ ſhe had left offto crie vutop Loꝛd, e had made an ende of al 
er pꝛayer, he roſe vp from the place where the had fallẽ downe & lien 
flatbefoze vᷣLoʒd:and called her maid Abꝛa, c wẽt down into her houſe, 
inthe w ſhe abode in p ſabbath daies, x feaſt. daies, c whẽ ſhe had put off 
the lack oz hairecloth e layd away the garmẽts of her widomhood:ſhee 
waſhed her body, anointed her ſelfe with precious ointmẽts z things of 
ſweet ſauour:bꝛaided, platted, dꝛeſſed haire ot her head, & put attire 
m it æ put onher garmẽts ol gladnes, wher w ſhe was clad during the 
lifeof Manaſſes her huſhãd: al ſo ſhe put on flippers vpũ her fect, bꝛace⸗ 
les ſpanges, & leeues vpon her armes, eareringes, and finger rings, 
anddecked her ſelfe bzauely with all her beſt oꝛnamentes and aray, to 
alure the eyes of all men that ſhoulde ſee oz beholde her, which ſhe div | 
ut foz any volupcuouſnes,o2 pleaſure of the fleſh:but of a right diſcre⸗ 
tion e vertue, Then ſhe gaue her maid Abza alſo a bottle ofwine,a pot 
Koyle, æ filled a ſcrip w flowze, and w dꝛie figs, e with fine cakebzeav 
$ cheeſe:al which being lapt vp tog ether, and put in her maids lap, ſhe 
vent her way forth to p gates of the citie of Bethulia, x founde ſtan · 
mgthere Ozias p the anciencs of the citiez . 
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tee had befoze counlelled them. Who ſeeing Judith thus goꝛ 
attyꝛed and chaunged they as men aſtoniſhed, merueyled greatly at her 
wonderfull beautie: foꝛ the L ode had encreaſed her fareneſſe, and gi. 
uen her a ſpeciall beautie, ſo that ſhee was exceeding amiable and well 
fauoured in all mens eyes, and they aſking no queſtions at her: but ma. 


gioullye 


king their pꝛayer vnto God foꝛ her, let her goe, ſaying, The Low Go 
of our fathers giue thee grace and fauour,and with his power perfoung © 
t accompliſh all the deuices and enterpꝛiſes of thine heart to the glo⸗ 15 
rie ofthe childzen of Jſraell,and to the exaltation of Jeruſalem: that 


Jeruſalem J ſap may reioyce ouer thee, and that thy name may bee in 
che number of the holy e righteous, And all they that were there after 
war des ſaide with one voyce, So be it. 

Then after their pꝛayer ended, Judith laide to Ozias: Commande 
the gates of the citie to bee opened vnto mee, that J map goe fooꝛth to 


accompliſhe the thinges whiche you haue ſpoken vnto mee. So the 
gates being opened at her requeſt : ſhee cooke her leaue ofthe people, | 


and with her maide Abza , wente out in the night: che people ſtill 
perſiſting in heartie paper foꝛ her, and beſecching the Lode to bee her 
defence, and well to perfozme the deuice of her heart, that they myght 


ſafely, and topfullp receiue her pꝛeſence agayne, and ſo committing her 
to God, ſhutte the gates, and looked ouer the walles after her, ſo longe 


as they coulde ſee her, And as ſhe was gone paſt the mountaynes, and 
kept her way ſtraite in the valley, it happened chat about che ſpꝛing ol 
the day: the firſt watch and ſpies of the Aſſyzians mette with her, and 


tooke her, and aſked her ſaying : of what people art thou? and whence © 
commeſt thou ꝛcꝛ whether goeſt thou? And Judith anlwered. Jama 
woman 82 daughter of the Yebzewes,and am fledfrom chem: J Kno 
they ſhall bee giuen you to be ſpoyled and conſumed , becauſe they 
thought ſcoꝛne to yeelde them ſelues vnto you, that they might finde * 
mercie in pour ſight. Therefoꝛe haue J deuiſed by my ſelfe after this 
maner,J will go befoꝛe the pzince Olophernes, the chiefe captayne of * 


your armie, and tell him all their ſecretes,# will ſhew him p way how 


hee may come by them, and winne their citie without the loſſe ol body, ; 


02 life of any one ol his men. | 
Nowe when the men had pondered her wooꝛdes, and conſidered 


well her beawtie, her cofitenicetfap1e face:they were aſtonied, won : 
vering greatly at her excellẽt beauty, they put her in good — 
king 


life,aping: Thou haſt ſaued thy life by finding out this deulce, 
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ung hat to come befoꝛe our Lozd. Now therefoze ceme with vs rv 
his tent, and ſome ol vs ſhall conduct ther till they haue deliuered thee 
into his hande . And when thou ſtandeſt befoze him, bee not afrayde in 
thine heart: but ſhowe vnto him what thou haſt to ſay, and be thou ſure, | 
hee will intreat thee well, So they let her and her mapde in a cha⸗ 
notte, and beeing accompanied with an hundered men, bꝛought her to 
holophernes tent: where by realon her comming was bzuted among 
the pauilions, oʒ tentes ot his ſouldiers, there was ſuch a running too 
dkro to ſee her, that they came and ſtoode rounde about her as ſhee 
toode without Dlophernes tent, merueiling at her beawtie, and won · 
ned at the childzen of Jſrael,becauſe of her feature, comely, and good 
y perſonage: inſomuch , as euery one being immediatly ouercome & 
taken with her beawtie, ſayde one to another, who woulde diſpiſe this 
people of the Jewes : that haue amonge them ſuch goodly and fayze 
women. Should we not by reaſon fight agaynſt them fo2 theſe women 
la; nothing els? ſurely it is not good that one man of theſe bee lefte x 
in ikthey ſhoulde remapne, they might deceiue the whole earth. So 
when Olephernes was aduerciſed ol her comming, and that ſhee ſtood 
without his tent, wayting to ſpeake wich him, hee ſent his garde and 
ſetuauntes fo2 her, who bꝛought her neere vnto his tent dooze: where 
hela very ſtately vpon his bed vnder a canopte , whiche wes wouen 
with purple, and golde, and emeraldes, and pꝛecious ſtones:and when 
his menne wente in and tolde him that Judith was come: Olo⸗ 
phernes came fozth vnto the entrey of his tent lighted with Lampes of 
filuer(becauſe it was in the night) carried befozehim,to meete her and 
velcome her, And when Judith was come befoze him: he no ſooner 
lawher,but immediatly he was ouercome and rauiſhed with her beaw⸗ 
tie:fo2 both he and his ſeruants marueiled all thereat, So Judith loo⸗ 
king wiſhlp vpon him, and being ſomewhat abaſhed at the firſt with his 
mateſtte, ſhee fell downe vppon the earth as one almoſt dead fox feare, 
ind being reuiued agapne,didreuerence vntd Olofernes : and his ſer⸗ 
lants tooke her vp ag ayne at his commaundement. 

Then ſaide Olofernes vnto her, woman bee of good cheere, and 
lere not in thine heart: fo2 I neuer hurt any that woulde ſerue Mabu⸗ 
thadnezer, p king of al the earth. As fox thy people, if they had not dee 
died mee, J would not haue lift vp my ſpeare againſt them, but they 
nue pꝛocured theſe thinges vnto themſelues. But tell mee now, what 
uche cauſe that thou art fledvefrom them? And wherefoze thou art

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come dnto vs: Fo) if thou be come fo lategarde and ſuctour:then bee

ſhal hurt ther, but intreat thee well as they do the ſeruants of king Bt. 


buchadnezer mp Leꝛd. To whom Judich made anlwere on this wice, 


* ſaping : Sir (quoth Judith)ifthou wilt receiue the woꝛds of thy hand⸗ 
* maid,# ſuffer thine handmaid to ſpeake in thy pꝛelence, J willdeclare 
no lye vnto my Lo this night: And ik thou wilt followe ez do after the 
woꝛdes ok chinchandmaide, God will buag the thing perfectly to paſſe 
by thee, and my Lozd ſhall not fayle of his purpoſe, As Nabuchadne: 


* 3er king ol all the earth liueth, and as his power is offozce: who hach 


ſent chere ta refount and puniſhe all perſons, that goe wꝛong, not onely 
men ſhall bee made ſubiect to him by thee ; but alſo the bealtes of the

Thcu his ſeruauntes bꝛought her into the tent whereas he had 
appoynted her. And as ſhee was gone in, ſhee deſired of Olopher⸗ 
nes that ſhee might haue leaue co goe fozth by night, and befoze day 
ta p2ape , and to make interceſſion vnto the Lozde, Aud being licens 
cedof Dlsphernes ſo to doe, whocommaunded his chaumberlaines 
aud garde chat ſhee ſhoulde goe out and in at her pleaſure to pꝛay vnto 
God, and that they ſhoulde not ſtay her. Shee went into the tent, and 
there ſlept with her maide vntill midnight, and then aroſe at the m ⸗· 
ning watch, and went in the night ſeaſon fooꝛth ofthe campe into te

Oo Judith aroſe, and tyzed her ſelfe wich her gay apparrell, and 
viththe omaments of women, and her maide Abza went and ſpꝛed the 
ſkinnes (which ſhee had receiued of Bagoas fo} her daylie vle, to ſitte 
adeate vpon) all along on the grounde, ouer againſt Dlophernes 
Cent, and fo2 her miſtres to goe vpon, Nowe when the meſſenger 
a hought Judith to Olophernes,and ſhe ſate downe befkoze him, his 
hart was pꝛeſently rauiſhed with her, and his ſpirite by and by was 
mued and rauiſhed with her beautie, inſomuch that he bzent in deſire 
uwardes her, and coueted her companie greatlie: fo2 hee had waited 
the time to deceiue her, ſrom the firſt day that euer he had ſeene her. 
ad hee aide vnto her, dʒꝛinke nowe and ſitte downe, and be merie with 
s.fo thou haſt founde fauour befoꝛeme. My Loꝛd (quoch Judith) 
Jwilldzinke nowe and reioyce, foꝛ my minde is merier to day then e⸗ 
ler it was in all my life, and becauſe my ſtate is exalted nowe moꝛe thẽ 
er it was ſince J was bome: and with that ſhee called her maide A⸗ 
lu md tooke ot her the victuals ſhe bꝛought and had pꝛepared foꝛ her, 
uddideate anddzinke cheerefully with Dlophernes. Then Olo⸗ 
lhernes retopced ſo greatly in Judith, becauſe of her company, that he

Now when the euening was come, and it was late in the night, his

rowled his dead body downe froin the bed, aud pulled downe the C. 


nopie frõ the pillers. And immediat ly ſhe gat her foꝛth & delivered the 
head of Olophernes vnto her handmaid Abza, and bad her put it in her 


ſcrip oz wallet ofineac, ſo they twaine went foozth together, as thogb 
they had gone after their accuſtomed maner to p2ay,# ſo paſling bythe 


holt, g comming about thꝛough the valley neere vnto the gate of y C 
tie of Bethulia: he cried a far off to the watchmẽ vpon p walles, ſap» * 
ing: Open nom the gates, ſoꝛ God tuen our God is with vs (quoth ſhe) | 
e hath ſhewed his power pet in Ilrael, & his foꝛce againſt his enemies 
as he hath done euẽ this dap. Now when the mẽ of the citie heard her 
voice, they called the elders together, they all made haſt to go downe 
to the gates. ran all together both ſmal & great, young t old, to met! 
her, ſoʒ it was aboue their expectatis þ ſhe ſhould come ſo ſoone again. 
So they opened the gates g receiued her yoſig & old, x made a bone irt 
to; a ioptul light, æ ſtoode round abont Judith e her maide. But ſee |

went vp into an high place e cauſed ſilence to be pꝛoclaimed, x when | 
uerp man now held his peace: Judith ſaid vnto thẽ with a loude vopee, *:

But after that he was come againe to himſelke, and was taken bp, hee 


fell downe againe at Judiths feete, reuerenced her, and pꝛaiſed her ez ⸗ 


ceedingly, ſaying: Bleſſed art thou of thy God, in all the Tabernacles 


of Jacob 02 Juda: f; allthe people & nations that heare of thy namt, 
ſhall be aſtoniſhed,and pꝛaile che God of Jſrael becauſe of thee. Now 


therfoꝛe tell mee all che things that thouhaſt done in theſe daies. Then 


Judith declared vnto Achioz in the midſt of the people, all that ſhe had | 


done fromthe day that ſhee went fooꝛth, vntill chat pꝛeſent houreſhee 


ſpake vntothem. And when ſhe had done, the people reiopced witha | 

great poyce,and made a noyſe of gladneſſe thzough all the Citfe, A 
Achio} alſo, ſeeing the power of God, and all thinges that he had done 
for Iſrael, fell fromhis Heatheniſh religion, and beleenedin God u © 
keignedly, and put his truſt in God only, and let himſelfe be cirunm 
cyfed,and ſo he was ioyned and numbzed among the people of Ilratl 


vnto this day. Nowe as ſoont as it was day , er bag 
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gherncs head ont on the wall, and euery man tookt his weapon, and 
vent foozth and did as Judith bad them, Then the ſpies ſawe that the 
I Bcthulians came out againſt them, wich ſuch an hozrible crie, they ran 
I Olophernes tent, and willed Bagoas to goe and awake Olopher⸗ 
nes their Loꝛde, ſaping in contemptible wile of the Iſraelites: The 
lates and mice are bolde to creepe out of their holes, and dare pzouoke 
vs bnto battaile to their owne deſtructid foꝛ euer, Then Bagoas went 
zndknocked hard at the tent doze of Olophernes,thinking he had bin 
4 fleepe with Judith, but becauſe none anſwered,he opened the doze & 
vent into the chamber, and finding his bodie headleſſe,caſt vppon the 
ground weltring in blood: he cried with a loude voyce, with weeping 
and mourning, and a mightie crie,and rent his garments. After he 
went into the tent of Judith, where ſhe vſed to remaine, and when hee 
found not her there,then he leaped out like amadman, andran tothe 
hoſtes,and cryed,ſaying : Theſe ſlaucs haue committed wickedneſle, 
one woman of the Pebꝛueshath bzought ſhame vpon che houſe of king 
Nabuchodonoʒer. Foz heholde, Olophernes lycth vpon the grounde 


'F vihoutanhead, Then the captaines of the Aſpzans armie heard 


theſe wozdes,they rent their coatts, and their heartes were wonder⸗ 
fully troubled; inſomuch as there was a lamentable crie, and averp 
great noyſe hard though the campe. And being aſtoniched at the thing, 
in feare and trembling durſt not abide: but altogether amaſed,confu- 
(dand out of oꝛder, fled euery man with as much ſpeede as was poſ- 
ſible,to ſaue himſelfe, and left all their munition and victuals behinde 
tjem.Which when the Ilraelites and Bethulians ſaw, they carneſtly 
purſued the chaſe,and followed hard vpon the Aſſp2zians, ſo that they 
dilcomficed them, and ſlue them downe right in all quarters where 
they went, and chen returned to the ſpoile of their enemies, and were 
freatly inriched there with. 

After this notable victoꝛie, Joachim the high Pꝛieſt at Jeruſalem 
fearing of this mightie woꝛke of God, by the hand of Judith, came th 
be auncients of Jſrael that dwelt in Jeruſalem,to confirme the bene - 
kes that God had ſhewed to Ilrael, and to ſee Judith and ſaluce her. 
am when ſhe came out vnto thẽ, they began al to bleſle & pꝛaiſe het, w 
nt voyce and accoꝛd, ſaymg: Thou art the woꝛſhip & exaltation of Je⸗ 
Allem: thou art the great glozp # honoz of Iſrael: thou art the greate 
n reioyſing of our people + nation:becauſe thou haſt done all cheſe 
namely by thine owne hand, e thine heart is comfoꝛted, and — 
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that thou halt loued clean line ſſe and chaſtitie, and haſt knowen nog, 
but thine owne hul band, and becauſe thou haſt done much good to Tk © 
rael, and God is pleaſed therewith:therefoze hath the hand ofthe Loy | 
comfozted thee,and bleſſed be thou ok the almightie Lodd foz euer: and 
all the people ſaid, Amen, amen. | 

And when the people had ſlaine all their enemies, and foꝛ the ſpace | 
of thirtie dates had gather ed y ſpoyles in the Camps ofthe Aſſyziang, : 
bꝛought it to Bethulia: they gaue vnto Judith by whom God had ſo 
mightily wꝛought their deliuerance, all p gold, ſiluer, eciocus ſtones. 
clothing, bedding, oznaments & ſtuffe what ſoeuer, that was Olopher⸗ a 
nes, belonged vnto him: which thee tooke gratefully, and loaded her 
Mules # chariots therewith,redie to conuey it home to her houſe, But 
beloze ſhe went, all the women of Iſrael came together to ſee her, ha- 
uing her in great honoz, reuerence, and eſtimation, & bleſled her, and 
made a toyfull daunce among chem fo her: andſheetooke haun ⸗ 
ches in her hand, and gaue alſo to the women & maidens p were with 
her. Then all the people reioiced, boch women and maides, and poung 
people with Pipes e Harpes, with ſuch iop as ncuer the like was ſeen, © 
And they crowned her alſo with Oliue bzanches, # Abza her maid that 
was with her, and ſhe went befoze the people in a daunce leading all? 
women: t all p men of zſrael folowed thẽ in their armour,tb crownes © 
and with ſongs of pꝛaiſe to God in their mouthes Yea,Judithherſelf * 
began a long of pꝛayſe vnto the Lozv,fo2 the victoe and deliverance * 
of his people by her hands, as appearech in the firſt Lampe, Pag.44. * 

After this victoꝛie and triumph, all the people went to Jeruſalem, * 
to worſhip the Loꝛde with pꝛaiſe & thanſgiuing: and when the women 
were purified,they offered all their whole burnt offerings, theu free "A 
offerings 02 vowes, and their gifts 02 pꝛomiſed ſacrifice, fo} iop that 
God had wꝛought foꝛ his people, ſo mightily by the hand ofa woman, 
Judith alſo her ſelfe offered all the ſtuffe of O lophernes, which p peo · 
ple had giuen her, and gaue the Canopie which ſhe had taken from his 
bed, fo; an oblat ion tothe Loꝛd. So the people reioyced as the ble is ly 
reaſon of the bictoʒp, foꝛ the ſpace of tee moneths, and Judith rem 2 
ned with them in Jerulalem by the Sanctuarie. And alter th, 
cuery one returned home to his owne houſe inheritance, And Judith 
went to Bethulia, + remained in her owne poſſeſſion, was fo2 y tine 
right honozably taken in all the countrey & land of Jſrael, Untoher 
vertue allo was chaſtitie iopned:ſo p although many deſired her, — 5 
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fe neuer knew man, no companied w any all the dayes of her life, al 
ter that Panaſſes her huſband was dead, and gathered to his people. 
But on the high ſolemne feaſt dayes, ſhe went out with great woꝛchip 
tincreaſed moꝛe & more in honoz, & waxed old in her huſbands houſe, 
where when ſhe had been a widow three yceres e foure monechs, was 
betoume an 105-yeres old. After that ſhe had made her maide Abzafree, 
ind diſtributed her goods to them p were neereſt of her kinred, to her

Ohe was the poungelſt of Jobs thzce daughters that he had after his 
fill and ſiſter to Jeminah and Keʒia, a verte beautifull virgin, as her 
ers were: & vnto whom Job her facher gaue an inheritance amõgſt 
hisſonnes to her pꝛeferment and poztion. lob.

# whence cometh this to me that the mother of my Lowe ſhould cum 
to mee cc: Then Mary beleeuing all theſe thinges to be perkonned 
which were tolde her by the meſſage of the Angell, wich a ioyful heart 
and mind, made a notable ſong in the pꝛaiſe of God fo2 his mercy to | 
wardesher,ſaying : My ſoule dothmagnifte the Lode, cc. as inthe 
firſt Lampe of Uirginitie, Mage 48. Which ſong being ended ſhe re · 
mained with her coſin Elizabeth about chzee monethes, and then re ⸗ 
turned home to her owne houle againe to Nazareth a Citie of Galilee, | 
There being found with childe ofthe holy Ghoſte as the Angell has 
ſade,befoze her huſband # the came tocethor,& that her huſband had | 
taken her home vnto him, Then Joſeph her huſband being a iuſt man, 
vpꝛight, and fearing God: andtherefoze ſuſpecting pſhe had comitted |

fomnicatton befoꝛe ſhee was betrothed vnto him, and not willing to 
make her a publike example, was minded to put her away lecretely, 
and woulde neither retaine her, which by the lawe ſhoulde be married bt 
to another, noꝛ by accuſing her, woulde put her to open ſhame fo} het 
fact: But whiles he thought thele thinges, beholde the Angell of the 
Lo appeared to him in a dꝛeame, and by reuelation ſaide vnto him, 
Joſeph, thou ſonne of Dauid, feare not co take Mary fe thy wife, o : 
that which is conceiued in her. is of the holy Ghoſt, and ſhe ſhall bying 8! 
fooꝛtha ſonne, and thou ſhalt call his name Jeſus : foz he ſhall ſaue his j 
people from their ſinnes. And all this was done that it might be ful hl 
filled which was ſpoken ofthe Lom by the Pꝛophet Elay, 7. 1b. ſaying: 
Beholv,a virgin ſhalbe with childe & ſhall beare a ſonnẽ and they wal! 
call his name Emmanuel,whichts by interpꝛetatiõ, God ww vs. Then 
Joſeph being ratſed from fleepe, did as the Angell of che Lan 
had inioyned him, and tooke his wife Marie home vnto hin- Vil 
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je knew her not till ſhee had bzoughe fozth her firft bozne ſonne, noz at 
any time euer after. 

Shoztly after it chaunced that Joſeph her huſbande went vp from 
tbe titie of Nazareth to the lande of Zurie, to a citie called Bethlem: 
nd ſhee alſo being great with childe, went with him there tobe taxed 
xcoding to the Emperour Auguſtus commaundement: becauſe they 
mere ofthe houſe and linage of Dauid, And being fozced to lie in the 
ſable fo; larke of roome in the Inne, her houre came to bee veliuercd, 
there he being now about the age of xvi,ycres as it is ſaid) bzought 
uch Chailt Jeſus che ſauiour ofthe wozlde, her firſt begotten ſonne, 
and mapped him in \wadling clothes, and laide hun in a cratch oz mans 
ger; becauſe there was no other roome 02 conuenient place foꝛ them in 
the Inne: whereby appear eth her pouertie at that time, and their cruel⸗ 
tie both towards her, and her babe, which woulde not pitie a woman in 
(ach a caſe, Which ſtrang, oꝛ rather ioyful newes, being by Gods angel 
mueiled vnco the ſhepheards in the field, they ran with all haſt to Beth⸗ 
am and there firſt found both Mar ie and Joſeph, and the babe laid in 
ge cratch, and when they had ſeene it they publiſhed it firſt abꝛoad to the 
wozld,and all that heard it wondzed: but Marie kept all theſe ſapings, 
m pondered them in her heart. Aud the Shepheards returned, pꝛay⸗ 
I ſing God fo} all that theyhad heard e ſeenofour ſauiour Chit , And 
when þ cight day was come, they circumciſed her child, x his name was 
called Jcſus, as the angell had ſo named him befoze he was conceiued, 
aud when the dayes of her purification, after the Law of Moſes,were 
ume ſhe went with her childe Jeſus and her hulband to Jerulalem, to 
pelent him to the Loꝛd. and there accoꝛding to her pouertie, offred two 
ung pigions, and a payꝛe of turtle doues fo an oblation accoꝛding to 
te lawe, foꝛ her manchilde that was holy vnto the Loꝛd. And when ſhe 
htardolde father Simeon, and mother Anna the pꝛopheteſſe, yꝛopheſie 
range thinges of Chꝛiſt her ſonne, and conkeſſe him cpenly to be the 
dauiour ofthe woꝛlde, ſhee marueyled greatly at thoſe thinges which 
bcre ſpoken touching him: Eſpecially when Simeon bleſſed her, 
d her babe, and ſapde vnto her: behoide this thy chylde is appoyn⸗ 
tedfo2 the fall (ofthe repꝛobate) and rayſing agayne of many (ofthe 
flect) in Ilrael, and foꝛ a ſigne which ſhall bee ſpoken agaynſt. Yea, 
ma ſweozde (that is ſoxrowes) ſhall pearce thiough thy ſoule |( 02 
leut) chat the thoughtes of RY the triall ofthe croſle, ) 
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map bee opened. And when ſþee had perfouned all | 
at Jcruſalem accowding to the lawe , ſhee returned with Joleph 
her hul bande home: to the Citie of Nazareth agapne , aW 
being accuſtomed peerely ſhe and her huſband co goe vp at the feaſt ot 
Eſter to Jeruſalem ſhee chaunced ou a tyme to foꝛget her Sonne Je. 
ſus behind her, and ſuppoſing that he had beene in the company, went a 4 
daves iournev, and ſought him among her kinſfolke and acquaintance: : 
But when ſhe could not linde him, ſhe tourned backe to Jeruſalem nd 
there ſought him koꝛ the ſpace ol thꝛee dayes, ere ſhe could finde him. ae 
the laſt ſhe kound him out in the temple, ſitting in the middes of the dor ⸗ 
tours, hearing and appoſing them with queſtions, and ſayd vnte him: 
Sonne, why halte thou thus delt wich vs: thy father and J haue ſought © 
thee with heauy heartes:but he pzeferring his duetie to God befoze fa, © 
ther oz mother, ſayd: how is it that ye (ought me?Rnowe pee not that 
mult goe about my fathers bulineſle? but they vnderſtood him not. Ss 
hee came, and went home to Nazareth witch her, and was ſubiecte uus 
bis mother who kept all theſe his ſayinges in her heart. Another tine 
as ſhe was with her ſonne at a marriage feaſt in Cana, a towne in G 
lilee, when che wine fayled at the feaſt: ſhe tolde her Sonne that they 
lacked wine, and receiuing his anſwere meekelp, ſhe bad the miniſters | 
o ſeruantes to doe whatſoeuer hee commaunded them. Fynallye, 
when ſhee with her ſiſter Mary the wife of Cleophas, and ary Pag || 
dalen ſtoode by the croſſe, whereon her Sonne Jeſus houng crutiſed, 
and ſhedde his blood as well foz her as foz all other Chiſtians: mum 
then pearced her heart like aſwozd,accowing as Simeon had pꝛophe © 
tied and fozetolde her. And when Jeſus ſawe her, and che Diſciple : | 
Saint John ſtanding by her whome hee loued: Hee ſapde vnto his 
mother, woman, beholde thy Sonne.Thenſapde hee alſo to the Dil ⸗ 
ciple: beholde thy mother, and from that houre the Diſciple tooke her 
home vnto him, and comfozted her. To conclude, after Chiiltes ©: 
aſcention vp into heauen, ſhe kept companye with the Apoſtles, and ** 
together with the other women and all the Apoſtles,continued in one 
accoꝛde in pꝛapyer and ſupplication in Jeruſalem.Luke.1.

'] Shee wasthe ſiſter of Martha and Lazarus, whome Chaiſt rayſed 
tom death, x being a very ſinful woman dwelling in Bethynia, it pleas 
nod, foꝛ che comfort of al ſinners to call her ſo to repentaunce 
mate, lo her foꝛmer foule q wicked life, p when ſhe knew Jeſus to 
Is meate in one ofthe Phariſes houſes, called Symon the Leaper, 
e went with a boxe of very coſtly and ſweete oyntment, called Spik⸗ 
n Nardis in her hande: the which boxe, after ſhe had bzoken it, 
Im pomꝛed the Dyle vpon Chailtes head as he ſat, ſo that it ran downe 
ung vpon his bodye:ſhe then fell downe alſo at his feete behynd him, 
m wept ſo abundantly foz her ſinnes, that ſhe waſhed his feete wich 
vr teares, and did wipe them with the hayꝛes of her head, and alſo kiſs

ind deſir ed a certain thing of hun, ſaying: Graunt that theſe my two 
ſonnes may ſitte, the one at thy right hande, and the other at thy lefte 
lande in thy kingdome, But Jeſus, to put her from ambition, and to 
ſet the cuppe oz crolle of affliction befoze her eyes, auſwered her and 
ſapde: Yee know not what pee aſke, are yee able codzinke ofthe tuppe 
that J ſhall dzinke off. and to bee baptiſed with the baptiſme p J ſhalbe 
baptiſed with? (yea(ſapde ſhee and her ſonnes). wee are able) yee ſhall 
ninke in deede ol my tup ( quoch Chziſt) and ſhall be baptiſed with the 
baptiſme that J am baptiſed with: but to ſit at my right hande and at 
y left is not mine to giue: but it ſhal be giuẽ to c<T,fox who it is p2e- 
pared of my father: as ik hee ſhould haue ſayde, God my father bath 
wot giuen mee charge to beſtow offices ol honour here: but to bee an 
ample of humilitie vnto all.

and foꝛſooke Philip her huſband: ſhee ſo greatly pleaſed & delighted 
him wich her dauncing,that he bad her alke what ſhee would, and her 
ſware to giue it her:yea though it were eut to the halfe of his kingdom. 
Than ſh? went foꝛth to her mother {erodias, to aſke her aduice, what 
to begge at Herodes hands: and her mother (hauing long befoze cau⸗ 
ſed John Baptiſt to bee caſt in pꝛiſon, and ſought his death fo} ſpeaking 
againſt the inceſtuous lyfe of Yerod, but could not till this occaſion of- 
fered, bꝛing her wicked purpoſe to paſſe) then inſtructed her, and gate 
her counſayle to goe vnto Perode, and aſke of him John Vaptiltes 
head in a platter. So Salomen, to pleaſe her mother, raune in haſte 
vnto the king her vacle, and begged of him John Baptiſtes head, ſay⸗ 
ing: J would O king þchou ſhouldeſt giue me now in a charger p head 
of John Baptiſt, The king then hearing her aſke ſuch a petition euen 
the life of ſuch a iuſt man, whom he feared and reuerfcedfoz his holints 
and vertue, was very (ozy in his minde , and repented that hee made 
ſuch a pꝛomiſe: yer fo2 his oth ſake, and foꝛ their ſakes which ſatte at 
meate with him, hee would not venye 02 reliſte her: but then graunted 
her petition.

tians behelde her beautie, and commended her vnto Pharao to be a ves 
ry faire woman. Mhereupon Sara was ſtraight way taught vp, 
and taken into Pharaos houſe to be his wife, who intreated Abjaham 
well foꝛ her ſake, and inriched him greatly with ſheepe, Beeues, aſſes, 


Camels, and men ſeruants and maide ſeruantes. But the Lode 


tooke the defence of the pooze ſtranger againſt a mightie king. : and 
as hee is euer carefull ouer his, ſo did hee pꝛeſerue Sara cleane and vn 
defiled, and from beeing defloured by the king oz his pyinces ; but 
plagued Pharao and al his houſe with great plagues, that could not be 


curcd but by the pꝛayers of Abzham,and that becauſe hee had violent 


ly taken Sara Abzahams wife from him to defloure her. Which when 
Pharao felt and ſawe, chen hee called Abzaham, and ſaide : why haft 
thou done this vnto mee: and why didſt chou not tell mee plainely that 


ſhee was thy wifes But calleſt her ſiſter,which made me take her to 


bee my wife. Nowe therefoze beholde thy wife, take her, and got 


thy way. So when ſhee was reſtozed home to Abzaham againe, 

boneſt, pure, and vnpolluted, to the intente none ſhoulde hurt 
either Sarai oz Abzaham her hul bande, gaue his men charge ans 
commandement, co conduct them ſafe out of his countrie with all that 


„ 
ting been long barren, and perceiuing that the Lozd had reſtraincd het 
from bearing of childꝛen, as ſhe that had reſpect to Gods couenant d 
Moiniſe made befoꝛe vnto her huſband, that one which ſhould come out 


chey had. 
After this, Sara nowe being come into the land ol Canaan and 


of his owne loynes, ſhould bee his heire, accoꝛding to his requeſt in tar 


neſt pꝛayer, g that his ſeede ſhould be as the ſtarres in the ſkie fo; num 


ber æc. She gaue her huſ band Abꝛahã leaue to take Hagar her CgyÞ- 


tian matde to wife, ſaying: Behold, now the Lode hath reſtrainedmte 
from childe bearing, J pꝛay thee go in vnto my maide, it may be that ! 


ſhall receiue a childe by her. herein note that Sarai offended Cod 


in binding his power to the common oꝛder of nature, by giuing her 
young maide Hagar to her huſband to wife, as though God could nos 
giue her childꝛen in her olde age.) So Abꝛaham did as ſhee bad him, 
and her maide Hagar conceiued with childe, x bought fooꝛth a ſonne 
called Jſmael.But when Sara ſaw herſelfe deſpiſed of her mad tt 


had conceiued, which puniſhment God lullered ta fall vpon Sara, be 


beeing come inc ⸗ 
to Pharaos court in Egypt, the Pzinces and Courtiers of the Egyp»

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lane what they gaine chat attempt any thing agalnit che wojde of 
gd: Then ſhe made her complaint vnto Abzaham,e ſaid: Thou doeſt 
me w2ong, J haue giuen my maid into thy bozome, and ſhe ſeech that 
I hehath conceiued, and J am deſpiſed in her eyes, the Loꝛde iudge bee 
I weene thee and me. Behold quoth Abꝛaham ) chy maid is in thy hande 
wm power, doe wich her as it pleaſech thee, Then Sara dealt roughly 
with Pag ar her maid,# was ſo quick & ſharpe with her, that ſhe made 
I ber run away. Neuertheleſſe at the humble ſubmiMon of Hagar, Sas 
In teceiued her againe. 

A tter this it pleaſed God to renewe his pꝛomiſe and couenant made 
I vithAbzahamher huſband, concerning the illue that he ſhould haue of 
the body of Sarai his wife, whoſe name God then changed with her 
I huſbands, and called Sarah, that befoze was Sarai. And to that ende 
'J when God ſent his thꝛee Angels to renew the ſame pꝛomiſe to Sarah 
I herſelfe in the plame of Samre, ſhee courteouſly entertained choſe 
I thee Angels, and made them a feaſt in her tent:and as ſhe ſfood behind 
I thecenc doꝛe, and heard the Angels ſay vnto her huſband Ahzaham, Lo, 
I Sarahchy wife ſhall haue a ſoone. Shee rather hauing reſpect to the 
JI oder of nature ( becaule ſhe being well ſtricken in age, and very olde, 
I even foureſcoꝛe and tenne peere olde, inſomuch that it ceaſed to be wich 
ber after the maner of women, that is paſt childe bearing: ) Then belee⸗ 
ung the pꝛomiſe of God, ſo often made and repeated, and thinking it 
'J impoſſible foz her to haue a childe: ſhe, J ſap, then laughed within her 
Alte, x ſaid: Js it of a ſuretie p ſhall haue a ſonne: hal J now giue 
I ſelke to luſt being old, x my Loꝛd is old alſo: 1. Pet. 3. 6. And when 
de had talked thus with her ſelfe,the Angel of the Lom ſeeing the dil⸗ 
Id uſt of Sara, at the ſirſt ſaide vnto her huſband Abzaham : wherefoꝛe 
I ddSarahchus laugh, as though(quothhe )it were a hard thing ko the 
Lum co pertoꝛꝝme his pꝛomiſe. Then ſhe being aſked the queſtion, @ res 
"I Noted foꝛ her incredulitie ofthe Angell, denied ic,ſaping 2 J laughed

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Behold thou art but dead. betauſe of the womã, which thou halt taken, 
fo2 ſhee is amans wife: whereunto Abimelech, as one failing by ig, 
nozance, and not doing euill of purpoſe, noꝛ thinking to doe any man 
harme, made his excuſe to God againe,and ſaid fox hunſelfe thus, Lom 
wilt thau flap euen the righteous nation ꝛlaide not hee that is Abzaha) 
vnto me: Shee is my lifter © yea, and ſhee herlelfe ſaide, hee is mp bio. 
ther: (which fault ſhe had now twiſe fallen into, ſuch is mang krailtie) 
with an vpꝛight minde, and innocent handes haue J done this I 
knowe ic laide God, that thou didſt ſo : but pet J kept thee alſo that 
thou ſhouldeſt not ſinne againſt mee, therefoze ſuffered J not thee to 
touch her, now therefoze deliuer the man his wike againe, Foz he ( mea

Then Abimelech the king gaue Ahnaham 
beeues, ſheepe, men ſeruants, and maide ſeruants, and greatly inriched 
him: & alſo reſtoꝛed vnto him Sarah his wife, giuing him leaue to de⸗ 
part and dwell where hee woulde in his Dominion: but befoze Sara 
departed, as God had ſuffered this Heathen king to doe vnto her hul / 
bande: ſonowe hee repꝛoued Sarah his wife alſo foꝛ her dilſemblmg 
& lying: Behold, I haue giuen thy bꝛother a thouſand peeces of ſiluer, * 
beholde he is in the vaile of chine enemies to all that are with thee nd 
to all ochers: as if he had ſaid: Sara, ſeeing God hath giuen thee n 
hulbande, as a vaile oz defence, yea, ſuch a head, as with whom thou 
maieſt bee pꝛeſerued from all dangers, thou haſt done euill to vſe ts 
diſſimulation with mee. in calling him thy bꝛother, that is indeede thint 
buſbande. Then Abzaham pꝛayed vnta God fox Abimelech, t —

| heardhis pꝛayer, and healed Abimelech,and his wife, and his maid ſcr- 
nants: ſo that they conceaued afterwarde and bart childzen,foz befoze 
the Loꝛde had taken away from them the gift of conceauing,and ſhut 
ypccry wombe in the houſe of Abimelech, becauſe of Sara Abzahams 
wife, 
Now the Loꝛd viſited Sara while ſhee was in the land of the Pht- 
litines at Gerat: ſo that ſhee though faith receiued ſtrength to cons 
ceatie ſeede, and bꝛoug ht fooꝛth a ſonne in her olde age, at the time ap- 
pointed of God, accoꝛding as he had pꝛomiſed by the Angel, becauſe ſhe 
judged him faithfull chat had promiſed : So that of one woman, euen 
of her þ was as one dead & paſt age, there ſpꝛang ſo many, as y ſtarres 
ofthe ſkie in mulcitude,& as the land in the Sea ſhoze, which is innu⸗ 
merable. Heb, 1 x ,3 1, 12, And Abzaham called his ſonnes name TJſa- 
ack,and when the childe was bone, ſhee accuſed her ſelfofingratituve 
inthat hee did not beleeue the Almightie, and ſaid:God hath made me 
to teioyce: all that heare will retopce wich mee, who woulde haue ſaid 
to Abꝛaham, that Sara ſhould haue giuen childꝛen ſucke ? fo2 J haue 
bozne him a ſonne in his olde age. 

After this, when Sara ſaw and perceiued Jſmael the ſonne of Has 
gir her maide, as he plaied with Jſaak, mocking and deriding Gods 

pomiles made co Jſaak, which the Apoſtle to the Galathians, 4. 29. 
calleth perſecution,ſhe complained thereof vnto Abzaham, and ſaide : 
Putaway,o! caſt out this bond maid and her ſonne: fo2 the ſonne of this 
bondwoman ſhall not bee heire with my ſonne Jſaak. Which thing 
vas bery greeuous in Abzahams ſight, becauſe hee loued Ilmael. 
But God ſaide vnto Abzaham , Let it not greeue thee fo} the childes 
lake, oz his mother: but in all that Sara ſhall ſap vnto thee, heare her 
boyce,fo2 in Jſaak ſhall thy ſeede bee bleſſed:that is, the pꝛomiſed ſeed 
ſhalbe counted from thy ſonne Jſaak bozne of Sarah, and not from Jl- 
mael. Rom... Then Abꝛaham followed his wife Saraes counſaile, 
ind put away Yagar,and her ſonne fooꝛth of his houſe,who after liued 
the wilderneſſe of Paran, and troubled Sara no moꝛe. 

Finally, when Sara was an hundꝛed and ſeuen and twentie peeres 
lde, in che yeere ofthe wozlde, 2 145 · ſhe diedin Ryyiath-arba, other⸗ 
uſe called Hebꝛon, in the land ol Canaan, and was buried in the dou⸗ 
lle caue ofthe field achpelah, ouer againſt Mamre, which is Hebꝛon, 
which Abꝛaham her huſband bought of the ſonnes Heath, called the

She was the only daughter of one Naguel, and Anna oz Edna that 
dwelt in Rages, other wiſe called Ecbatane, a Citie of the Medes, 
where Sarra hauing had ſeuen huſ bandes, one after another in her fa 
thers houſe, the men befoze they had lien with her, were all one after a. 
nother / by Gods pꝛouidence and permiſſion, who had re ſerued Sara 
to be wife fo2 young Tobie, as afterwarde ſhall appcare) ſlaine by the 
euill ſpirite,o2 Diuell called Almodius, to the great diſcomfoztany 
heauineſſe of the young woman and herfriendes . And pet to ags

pꝛaper, thee came downe from her chamber and pꝛayſed the 1 
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And note that at che very ſame inſtant that ſhee made her pjapers, old 
Tobie alſo made his pꝛapers ta God, beeing rebuked ofhis wife An- 
ia and both their pzapers came together, and were heard, & receiued 
alſo at one time befoze God, who chereupon to both their comfoztes, 
ſent his good Angel Raphael to heale them both: that is,totake away 
the bliudnelle of Tobie: and to giue Barra fo a wife to Tobias, the 
ſane of Tobit, and to binde Aſmodius the euill ſpirite, becauſe ſhee 
belonged to young Tobie by right.

her to an other bꝛother, ik the firſte died without iſſue: which dꝛder was 
i, then vled in the olde lawe, foz the pꝛeſeruation ofthe ſtocke, that the 
childe begotten by the ſecond bꝛother ſhould haue the name and inheri⸗ 
taunce ofthe firſt , and this is now in the new teſtament vtterly aboly⸗ 
ſhed, But Dnan her huſbande knowing, that the ſeede ſhoulde not be 
I, refuſed to lye with Thamar his wife: foꝛ which his wickednes, the 
I Lon ſlewe him alſo, as hee had done his bꝛother Er. Now Thamar 
being a widdowe againe, and Judah fearing to marryihis thirde ſonne 
buto her, leaſt he ſhould die alſo,ſayd to his daughter in law Thamar: 
Thamar, remayne a widdowe in thy fachers houſe, til Sclah my poun⸗ 
get ſonne growe vp to mans ſtate. So Thamar, fo2 as much as ſhee 
tould not marry in any other family, ſo long as Judah would reteine 
he in his, wente and dwelte a widdowe in her fathers houſe, during 
;vhich time Suah Juvahs wife alſo dyed: ſo that he became a widdo⸗ 
ver. And when it was told Thamar, chat Judah her father in lam was 
a widdower,and that he had left mourning, and was gone to a place 
called Timnah with his friend Hyꝛa, to ſee his ſheepeſhearers: ſhe per⸗ 
FJ ctiuing chat Selah was not giuen to her in marryage , caſte off her 
J viddowes garments from her, and couered her wich a vayle , and 
JF wappedher ſelfe,and ſo went diſguiſedlike a common harlot, and 
lite downe in an open place, by che hye way ſide going to Thimnah. 
u as Judah her father in law paſſed that way, and ſaw one ſit muffled 
with her face couered , like a whoze, and being wonderfully blinded 
y God, that he could not know her by her talke to bee his daughter 
u lawe, hee wente vnto her, and ſayde: Come J pꝛape thee, 
ute mee lye with thee. What wilte thou giue mee then 
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(quoth ſhee) J will (quoth hee) ſende thee a kidde from the locke: 
Then leaue me apledge(quoth ſhe) till thou ſend it. What pledge ſhal 
J leaue thee(quoth Juda: )thy ſignet ( quoch ſhe) vpon thy linger, thp 
cloake and thy ſtaffe.

I nothaue ſuch acceſſe vnto her, as he would, by reaſon that ſhe being a 
I Virgin was ſo ſtraightly kept in her kathers houle, as virgins were ac⸗ 
JI cuſtomed in choſe dayes:he cherfoze was ſo ſoze vexed, that he fell ſicke 
un boue ot her, and wilt not what to doe, vucill he bzake his minde vnto 
s kriende Jonadab, who being a ſubtill fellowe , and vnderſtanding 
hat he languiſhed and pyned away fo loue of his ſiſter Tamar, hee 
IT gave Ammon his friend chis counſapl,ſaping: lye down inthy bed, e 
mate chy ſelfe ſicke, and when thy father ſhall come to ſce thee: ſap 
onto him, J pꝛape thee let my ſtſter Tamar come and giue mee 
meate, and let her dꝛeſſe meate in mp ſight, that J may ſee it, and cat 
it of her hand where wee ſee ÿ there is no enterpꝛyſe ſo wicked, that 
(an lacke counſaple to further it.) So Anmon redilye followed this 
lewde counſaple of his friende, and wente and layde him downe vpon 
lis bed, and made himlelfe very ſicke: which when king Dauid his fa- 
cher heard, he came to viſic him: vnto whome Amnon then ſapd,J pꝛay 


ee O king, let Tamar my ſiſter come, and make me a couple ofcakes 
R 3 cuen 
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tuen ſome delicate oꝛ daintie diſh ok meate in my ſight,that I may re⸗ 
ceiue meate at her hand , Then Dauid miſtruſting nothing, ſent home 
to Thamar, and willed her to go to her bother Annnds houſe to dꝛeſſe 
him meat. So Thamar went and viſited her bꝛother Ammon at her fa: 
thers commaundement, and dꝛeſſed him certeine deintie and delicate 
meate in his light, and bꝛought it him to eate: but he refuſed it. And be⸗ 
cauſe he like a wicked man was aſhamed to doe that befoze men, which 
he was not affrayd to cõmit in the ſight ol God, he ſayd:cauſe ye euery 
man to goe from me: So when euery body was gone out from him, 
he ſayd to Thamar, now bzing me thy meate into my chamber , and 
will eate it at thy hande , Now when Thamar bzought him his 
meate, and ſette it befoze him to eate, Ammon tooke her, and bees 
ganne to foꝛce her to lye with him, ſaying 2: come lye with mee mp 
ſiſter: Then ſhee leeing that, ſayde: Naye my bꝛother doe not foꝛce 
mee, fo no ſuch thing ought to bee done in Ilrael:commit not that fol, 
lye againſt the lawe, which ſateth:thou ſhalt not diſcouer the ſhame of 
thy ſiſter, the daughter of thy father. Leuit. 18.9. Fog if thou doe, 
alas (quoth ſhee) howe ſhall J put awaye my ſhame , 82 whether 
ſhall J bee able to goe, to couer my repꝛoch. As fo} thy ſelfe, thou 
ſhalt bee counted as one of the fooles, oꝛ as a lewde and wicked per» 
ſon in Jſraell, Nowe therefoze J pꝛaye thee ſpeake (rather) to the 
king my father: fo2 hee will not denye mee vnto thee , Yowbeit, 
Ammon burned ſo filthelp in luſte towardes her, that hee would not 
har ken to her vertuous wozdes and good counſayle: but being ſtron⸗ 
ger in wickedneſſe then ſhee, hee foꝛced her, and violently rauiſhed and 
lape with her againſt her will, ſhee being but fourteene peares ok age. 
And then the flame of his hotte loue was quenched , and the fyzeof 
his malyce ſo kindled againſt her, that the hatred wherewith he 
nowe hated her, was greater then the loue where with hee be- 
foze loued her. And in a rage hee thult her from him, and with 
curriſhe ſpeeche ſayde vnto her: vppe, gette thee hence out of my 


ſight. Well (quoth Thamar) thou haſt no cauſe thus to intreate 
mee: fo} this euil, to put mee away, is greater then the other, 
that thou didſt vnto mee. Neuertheleſſe hee would not heare her, 
and there was no remedie, but out of his houſe ſhee muſt needes 
goe: ſ therkoge he called his ſeruaunts and commaunded thẽ, ain: 
put this woman now out from mee, aud locke the vooze alter i g! 
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Thamar beeing ſhutte out of hishouſe , and foz ſhame wiſte not 


whether to goe: put aſhes vppon her head, and rente her gaye 
garmente of diuers colours and peeces , ſuch as the kings daugh⸗ 
ters, that were Uirgines did vſe to weare, and was had in grea⸗ 
telt eſtimation in choſe dayes , And ſo went ſhee crying home to her 
owne bzother Abſoloms houſe:but when her father king Dauid heard 
all theſe thinges, hee was verye woth with Ammon, And Abſolon 
when he vnderſtoode the matter and cauſe ol her complaynte, by and 
by hee conceiuing ſodeine vengeance in his heart againſt his other 


Ammon, foz defiling thus his ſiſter ; pet diſſembling the matter a 
1 while,cpll occaſion ſerued: in the meane while hee comfo2tedhis (ifs 


ter Thamar, ſaping: Math Ammon thy bzother bin with thee $ Now 
pet bee till my ſiſter, hee is thy bzother, let not theſe thinges greeue 
thine heart. Do Tamar remapned deſolate in her bother Abſos 


1 lomshouſe: who two yeere after tooke occaſion to bee reuenged on 


Ammon, fo this villanie offred to his ſiſter Tamar: and at a banket 
made of purpoſe, hee cauſed his men to kil him, as hee ſatte at the tas 


ble, with the reſte of his bzethten . And this was the ende of that 


wicked man Ammon, by Gods iuſt iudgement, foz deflouring ſo pure 
and godly a Uirgin: but eſpcciallye fo2 committing inceſte ſo vnnatu⸗ 
rallye with his owne ſiſter, to the terrour of all Athieſtes, vn⸗

they ſhould aſke of Abel, ſo haue they continued:as if ſhe would haue 
ſayd, Thou knoweſt Joab, þ the old cuſtome is not to deftroy a citiebe: 
foꝛe peace be offered, as appeareth by the law ol armes & battel. Deut, 
20. 1. A therefoze in the name ok all the citie, ſpeake vnto thee and ſay, 
A am one ofthem that are peaceable and faithfull in Jſrael, and thou 
goeſt about now to deſtroy a citie, and me a mother in Jſrael : Why 
wilt thou deuour the inheritance of che Loꝛd $ Then Joab hearing his 
fault ſo wiſely told him by a woman, gaue place to reaſon, and telling 
her the whole matter, required onely him that was the Authoz of che 
treaſon, and ſayd: O God foꝛbid, God fozbidde it me, that J ſhoulde de- 
uour oꝛ deſtroy it.

diueliſh feate,q4 when by her figure caſting ſhe ſaw as ſhe thought Sa⸗ 
muel, ſhe thereby deſcryed Saul alſo, and knew him to bee the king, 
Ulhervponthmking her ſelfe but a dead woman fo2 playing the ſoꝛce⸗ 
reſſe, euen befoze the king himſelfe, ſhe tried out to Saul, ſaping ; A⸗ 
las why halt thou deceiued me, fox thou art Saul the king. Bee not as 
frapde of chat quoth Saul, but tell me what ſaweſt thou? J ſaw ſayde 
ſhe, Gods aſſending and comming vp out of the earth. What faſhion 
is he of quoth the king. An old man quoth ſhe, commeth vp lapped in a

There was in the time ol Judges a certaine woman ok Bethleem 
Juda, who being the Concubpne oꝛ wife of a certeine Leuit, dwelling 
in mount Ephnaim chere played the whoꝛe with other men, and when 
ſpee had done, ſhe added one euil to an other, x foꝛ feare ofpuniſhment 
ranne awaye from her huſbande, and went and dwelt with her owne 
kather in Bechleem Juda, from whence ſhee came. And by that tymem 
hee had continued che ſpace of foure monethes, it chauncedat the — 2 
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; | Gutherhuſbundrivng after her; and vnderſtanding where (hee was 
tome thither to her fathers houſe with hoꝛſe and man to fetche her a⸗ 
way home to his owne houſe in mount Ephꝛaim, where after much in⸗ 
trcatie, and faire pꝛomiſes, and ſweete wooꝛdes vſed by him vnto her 
to come awap home agayne with him vpon the Aſſe that he had bzouht 
fo her to ryde on: Shee firſt hzought him into her fathers houle , 
who very courteouſly entertayned him foꝛ her ſake, fine oz ſixe dayes 
bekoꝛe he would ſuffer her to depart:after warde ſhe being willing to 


come away with her huſband, tooke her leaue of her father and friends, 


md lo departed with her huſband home wards. And comming ſomes 
| whatlace iny night into Gibeath, a place ſo called in Bentamin, wherg 
the wicked men of Jemeny dwelt, they were fayne to ſit in the ſtreete, 
betaule they could get no lodging in the Innes, vntill it foꝛtuned that 
mold labouring man came late from his woꝛk, who eſpying her and a 
man ſitting like wayfaring folke ſo late in che ſtreetes, went vnto 
= them, and after he vnderſtood of them what they were, and from whfce 
they came, and whither they were going, of very courteſy e compaſſion 
be tooke them both home with him to his houſe, and gaue them lod⸗ 
ging and intertaynement the beſt hee coulde. But as they were at 
Supper making merrie : beholde, certayne Bentamites, that is,

huieake in, and commaunded the olde man that was maiſter of the 
7 houſe ſaying: Biing foozth the man that came into thine houſe 
that wee may knowe him; whereuppon the olde man went out of 
dis houſe co pacifie them and ſapde : Hape my bꝛethzen doe not 
ſio wickedly J pꝛape vou, ſeeyng that this man is come into my houſe, 
ceommitte not ſuche vilanie againſt him. Beholde, rather then yee 
hall ſo doe, loe heere is my daughter whiche is a Uirgin and his Con- 
tubine, chem will J bzing out nowe and humble them and abuſe 
them, and doe with them what ſeemech pou good, but to this manne 
doe not this villanie: but che wicked men woulde not bee intreated, 
therefoze the olde man tooke the Leuites wife oz Concubine and 
hought her out vnto them, and they foꝛced her and knewe her carnal⸗ 
pp and abuſed her bodie moſte villainoufly all the night, vntill the

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So the woman came in the dawing vfthevaye, and felldowne tarke 
dead at the thꝛeſholde oz dooꝛe ofthe olde mans houſe, where her hul⸗ 
bande was, and there laye till day light. And in the mozning, when 
ber huſbande aroſe, and opened the doozes of the houſe , thinking to 
haue gone his waye , beholde hee ſawe his wife lye at the dooze with 
both her handes lying vppon the chzeſhold, and ſuppoſing her to haue 
beene kaſt a ſleepe: called vnto her, and ſayde, vp, let vs goe: but ſhee 
anſwered not. Then hee ſtouped to take her vp, and perceiuing her 
to be ſtark dead, though the rapin, foꝛce & billany of theſe wicked Be⸗ 
iamites, he layd her vppon his Aſle, and carried her home to his houſe 
mounte Ephꝛaaim. And as ſoone as he was come home, he tooke 
tfe , and cut his dead Concubine in peeces, and deuided her bones 
and all into twelue partes, and ſo ſent her all to bee mangled vnto the 
twelue trybes chat is to euery tribe à parte of her, to ſigniſie vnto 
them the hoꝛryble murder committed by thoſe wicked Beniamites a⸗ 
gainſt che lawe, that they might reuenge it by executing due puniſhs 
ment vppon the offendozs . And al chat hard thereof conſidered the 
matter, and conſulting of the manner, gaue this ſentence , that that 
ſinne was like co the ſinne of Sodome and Gomorzhe : fo2 whiche 
God rayned downe fire and bꝛimſtone from heaten , Foz there was 
neuer the like thing done oz heard ok, ſince the deliuery of the people 
of Jraell out of Egipt . And akterwarde the twelue tribes as 
ſoone as they vnderſtoode the matter, conſulted together, and ſente fo} 
the Leuit, the womans huſbande, whoe came and declared the whole 
circumſtance and troth ofthe matter vnto them: whereupon they de⸗ 
termined to ſende to the gouernours of the tribe of Beniamin, that

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' fwentiethouſand and an hundzed choſen men of warre,at another con- 
flit 18. thouſand, and at che laſt battel1 five and twenty thouſandmen, 
mn all chꝛeeſcoꝛe and eight thouſand, and an huudzed men ofthe Benta- 
\ mites allchoſen,andvaliant ſouldicrs, and ſtoute men of warre on the 


other ſide: and went and burnt their cities, and deſtroyed man and wo⸗ 
man, beaſt & cattell, with the ſ\wozde and fire, ſo that this harlots death 


tt!toſt the liues of an hundꝛed and eight thouland. one hundzed andthzee- 
ſctoꝛe valiant men of warre, belides an infinite number of women and 
childꝛen. And after this great ſlaughter, the childzen of Jſrael ofthe o⸗ 
her tribes, made an othe and ware within themſe lues, by conſent e 
liulẽne decree, as it were, that none ofthem ſhould euer after geue their 


daughters , oz women vnto the Beniamites to wines , ſaying, cur- 


led be he that geueth a wife co Beniamine,ſo greatly did they then des 
ttt. e abhoꝛre that wicked fact , committed by the childzen of Benia- 
f mme againſt chis Leuices wife oz concubine,lud.19,20.

v eſcape fo her life, and to fipe from his plagues,reavp to be powzed

he had oz knew in the citie & countrie: pet fot all chis, as ſhe went bee 
bind her huſband to Zoare in the playne, ſhe looked backe agayne vnto 
Dodome, and behelde it howe it burnt with fire and bzimſtone, la⸗ 
mienting no doubt fo the loſſe of ſo godly a citie, and her wealth & pol⸗ 


ſeſſions which ſhe had left therein behynd her. Mherefoze pꝛeſently by 
Gods tuft iudgement, foꝛ a notable monument of Gods vengeance vpõ 


Sodome, and all car nall oz fleſhly Sodomites, as touching her bodie 
= onely, ſhe was turned into a piller ot ſalt, and ſo in ſauing her life, ſhe 
luoſt it chꝛough dilobedience and miſtruſt.

And J nouriſhed him 
wich great trauell, ſo when hee grew vp and came to take a wife J 
made a feaſt:but when my ſonne went into his chamber, he fell downe 


and dyed , Then we all ouerthꝛew the lightes, and all my neigh⸗ 


bours roſe vp to comfoꝛt me:ſo I reſted till the ſecond day at night, x 
when they had al left of to cũfoꝛt me, that J ſhould be quiet:then J roſe 
vp by night, and fled, anv am come into this fielde, as thou ſeeſt, from 
whence Jam not purpoſed to returne agayne into the citie: but to res 
mayne here, and neither to eate noꝛ dꝛinke, but continually to mourne 
and falt vntill J die. 

Then Eldzas leeing the womans great folly and deſperate mynd, 
began to comfot her, and very angerly ſpake vnto her aud ſayd: thou 
fooliſhe woman aboue all other, art thou ſo \o2p fo one ſonne: That 
if thou haue loft the fruite ofchy wombe, which thou halt bought fozth 
with heauineſſe, and bare wich ſoꝛowes: wilt thou thus waſt and con⸗ 
ſume thy ſelfe with exceſſiue mourning, koz that whiche thou canſt not 
help, x ſtriue againſt p almighty, who hath cauſed thy ſonne to returue 
into the earth from whence he came: Oh doe not la fcoliſhly,but with⸗ 
bolde chy ſoꝛowe in thy ſelfe, and beare conſtantly that whiche com⸗ 
meth vnto thee, foꝛ if thou alloweſt Gods purpoſe receiueſt his coun⸗ 
ſel in time, thou ſhalt be comended therein leaue thy mourning theres 
foze ariſe goe thy way now into the citie to thine huſband: J wil not 
(quoch ſhe) J will not goe into the citie, but here will J die.

place there appeared a citie builded , then being mozejafraide, J called 
- fozthe Angel Uriel co vnderſtand this viſion, who pꝛeſently came vnto 
him, and tolde him the ſolution and meaning thereof:namelp, that the 
woman was Spon wherein there was no offering offered fo2 30. 
peeres ſpace, but after 30.pꝓecres it was built vp by Salomon, who ol⸗ 
fered offeringes, t ſo the barren citie bare a ſonne. The mhabiting of

In the Citie ol Nahim a Towne of Galilie, in the tribe of Ila⸗ 
char hard by Tyberias, there was acertapne widowe who hauing but 
vne onelx ſonne left her to comfort her after the death ol her huſband.ic 
pleaſed God that it fell ſicke and dyed, And as ſhe was following the 
Tonſe out of the gates ok the Citie to che buriall , ſo it was that Jeſus

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had compaſlion on her, and ſayde vnto her: Woman, weepe not, and

In Pathꝛos a Citie of Egypt there were certaine ſuperſtitious and 
Jdolatrous women of the Jewes, who when they heard the Pꝛophete 
Jeremy from the mouth ofthe L oꝛd pꝛeach vnto them there, e repꝛoue 
the fo their Idolatry, with many thꝛeatnings of Gods plagueg ts light 
bpon them, vnleſſe they did turne and repent in time. 

Theſe wicked women ſtanding by, ſet light by the thꝛeatninges of 
the Lode vttered by his Pꝛophet, and moſt impudently anſwered Je⸗ 
remias, ſaying: The woꝛde that thou haſt ſpoken vnto vs in the name 
of the Loꝛde, we will not heare it of thee. But we will doe whatſoe- 
uer thing goeth out of our owne mouth, as to burne incenſe to the 
Queene ofheauen, and to poure out dzinke offermges vnto her, as we 
haue done both we and our fathers, our kings and our Pꝛinces in the 
citte of Judah,and in the ſtreetes of Jeruſalem,foz then had we plenty 
of victuals, and were wel, and felt no euill. But ſince we left or to burn 
incenſe to the Queene ofheauen , and to poure out dzinke offerings 
= bdntoher,we haue had ſcarcenes of all things, and haue been conſumed 
eb dee be fumine,Axvwhen we burneincenſeto cheQuerns 
+ NS. 
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ofheatten, and powzed outdzinke offerings vnto her, did we make 
her cakes to make her glad, and powꝛe out dzinke offeringes vnto her 
without our huſbandes conſent $ as if they ſhoulde ſay, no wee did 
it by their ſufferance : where we may learne, howe great daunger it 
is loʒ the hulbands to permitte their wines to doe anye thing, wheres 
ok they bee not allured by Gods wooꝛde: fox if they doe, their wiues 
chereby will take occaſion to iuſtiſte their doinges, as theſe luperſti⸗ 
cious women here did: foꝛ which folly,+ wickedneſle in the wife, che 
huſband ſhal aſſuredly giue an account befoze God, who wil not onelie 
puniſh the women, but their huſbands alſo, which haue ſuffered this ſu 
perſtition aud errour in their wines without repꝛehenſion. 5 
Then che Pꝛophet Jer emp, perceiuing theſe Jdolatroug women te 
eſteeme religion by their bellie, and ſo greatlyto diſhonour God, by 
ateributing his woozkes to their Jdolles , and ſeeyng their extreeme 
madneſſe and impudencie that chey were fallen into, by declyning frõ 
GDD, to followe their owne fancies, euen to iuſtiſie their idolatry, 
and wickedneſſe in woozſhipping the ſunne, moone and ſtarres, ag ainſt 
GDD and his Pꝛophetes: The Pꝛophete J ſay ſpake againe vnto 
the women and their huſbanves , gaue them this aunſweare and 
ſayde : Þearethe woopde ofthe Loꝛde pee women, thus ſaieth the 
Lowe: Fozalmuchas pee and your wiues haue committed double e« 
uill in making wicked vowes , x in perkoꝛming the ſame ſpoken with 
pour mouthes, and fulfilled chem with pour handes ſaping; Me will 
perfoꝛme the vowes that we haue vowed , to burne incenſe co the 
Queene ok heauen, and to po we out dzinke offerings vnto her. Ther: 
foze beholde, J haue ſwoꝛne ſaith the Loꝛd, by my great name, that my 
name ſhall bee na moꝛe called vppon by the mouch of any man (02 wo⸗ 
man) in Judah in che land of Egypt, as to ſay, the Lozveliueth, yea 
beholde J will watche auer chem fo} euill and not fo2 good , and all 
the men, women, x childꝛen of Juda p are in Egypt, ſhalbe conſumed 
by ſwoꝛd, x famine til they be vtterly deſtroyed. ic. lere. 44. Alſo ler, 
ſaiech, ö in Babylon there were certaine ſuperſtitious & Jvolatrous 
women, and che menſtruous women , and they that lay in childbez 
came, and bꝛought giftes to the Idols of ſiluer, gold, and wood, x tou⸗ 
ched the ſacrifices offered to Adolles, whiche giftes ſo offered, the 
Bꝛieſts gaue vuto their wines to cloath them, and their childzen,and te

Pharaos daughter, after that her father the king of Egypt had 
moſte cruelly cauſed the Hebzewe women to caſt their men chil⸗ 
dꝛen into the water to be dꝛowned, vpon a tyme went downe to waſhe 
her ſelfe in the ſame Niuer whereinto their childzen were thzowen 
and as ſhe walked by the Riner ſide, ſhe eſpied an Arke oz Cradell ot 
wickar, lying among the bulruſhes, and ſent one of her maydes, that 
were there with her, to fetch it and dꝛaw it out of the water: and whT 
they bꝛought it vnto her ſee opened it, and when ſhee ſawe therein a 
fapꝛe young babe, and a man childe, and heard it crie and make pitious 
mone fo the mother and ſuſtenance: ſhee had compaſſion on it and 
ſaide: ſurely this is one of the Hebzues childzen. Then the childs ſiſter 
Miriam, ſanding a farre off, to watche what woulde become ofthe 
childe, ſeeing it ſo taken bp by women: ran vnto them, and not rcueas 
ling vnto them whoſe childe it was, ſaide to Pharaos daughter: ſhal Y 
goe and call vnto thee a nurſe of the Hebzewe women to nurſe the 
childe:yea ( quoth Pharaos daughter) goe. So the mayde went, and 
called Jochebed hers and the childes mother, to whom Pharaos 
daughter ſayde : Take this childe away, and nurſe it foꝛ mee, and A 
will rewarde thee» So the woman tooke her owne childe, and nur⸗ 
ſed it, and when the childe was growen, ſhee ought him vnto Phas 
raos daughter who called his name Moles, becauſe (ſayd ſhe) J dzewe 
him out of the water, and euer after ſhe tooke him as her ſonne:# ſo by 
Gods pꝛouidence, ſhe contrary to her fathers cruel comandement pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued him, who after ward became the deſtroyer ok her father pꝛeſer⸗ 
ver of Gods people. Exod. 2. 5. 6. 7. &c. 

There was another Pharaos daughter which was wife vnto Dae 
lomũ, foꝛ who he made a very ſtately & pzincely houſe like vnto p; foꝛeſt 
of Libanon, oꝛ Salomons poꝛch, into 5 which alſo in p peere p wozlde 
313 l. ſhe came from the citie of Dauid, i there dwelt after þ Salomd 
her huſband had finiſhed all his building, as ye map reade. 1. King. 7,

In the Citie ol Philippi a towne in Macedonia, chere was a certaine 
Mapden dwelling wich her miſtrelle, which mayden had a ſpirit ofdi⸗ 
uination and could geſſe afoze hand, and fozedeeme of thinges pat, pꝛe⸗ 
ſent, and to come, which knowledge in many thinges God permitted 
tothe Diuell, by meanes whereof this mayde gate her miſtreſſe much 
vauntage with diuining. And when on a time Paule and Splas were 
come into that Citie to pꝛeach Chniſt, and went to pꝛay, ſhe by chance 
met with them, and folowed them crying and ſaping: Theſe men are 
the ſeruants of che molt high God, which ſhew vnto vs the way of ſal⸗ 
uation. And thus did ſhe many dayes, but Paule at laſt being offended 
wich her, and grieued at the ſubtiltie of Satan in her leaſt by her con⸗ 
feſſion it might ſeeme that Satan and the ſpirite of God taught bothe 
one doctrine, he turned about vnto ß mapd e ſayde vnto the euill ſpi⸗ 
rite within her: Jcommaund thee in che name ofthe Low Jeſus Thiiſ 
that thou come out of her, and foxthwiththe ſpirite of diuination came 
out ofher in the lame houre. Nowe when her miltreſle ſawe that the 
hope of their gapue was gone, they foz very anger caught Paule # ys 
las, and dꝛew them befoze the rulers and there accuſed them, as Jewes 
and troublers of the Citie, pꝛeaching oꝛdinaunces not lawful fo2 them 
to obſerue. By meanes of the falſe and flaunderous repozt of this 
mapds maiſtreſſe and other, chat holy men Paule and Silas were con⸗ 
demned fo2 ſedicious men, beaten with roddes, and put in the ſtockes 
in pꝛiſon, where chey lay faſt locked in ſtockes and yꝛons till God deli 
uered chem. Act. 16.16. &c. | 
Phineas wife, 8 
Phineas wife being great wich child, and neere her trauell, when 
te heard the repoꝛt that the Arke of God was taken, and chat her father 
in law Ely the high Pꝛieſt ofthe Lozd, and her huſbande hes ſonne 
were both ſodainly dead: ſhe bowed oz ſetled her ſelfe to wardes her la⸗ 
bour, and trauelled with child, her paynes with that fright and feare 
came ſo ſoze vpon her, and about the time ofher death, as ſhe though 
ſozelabour. was a departing this life, the mydwiues and women that 
ſcoode about her comfoꝛted her ſaying: feare not, foꝛ thou haſt bozne a 
ſonne. But ſhe anſwered not, noꝛ regarded it: but to declare her great

tinent woman, caſt her eyes vpon Joſeph,and being incenſed with ins2- 


| | dinate luſt and loue towardes him: becauſe he u. s a very fayze man 
und welfauourd perſon,ſhee flattered him long, and at the laſt, contra- | 


ry to all womanly ſhamefaſtneſſe, ſhee deſired his company vnlawful 
Ip, and ſayd: Joſeph come and lie with mee. But Joſeph fearing God, 
refafed to ſatiſfieher requeſt, oꝛ to offer his maiſter that vilanie,and ſaid 


vnto her: beholde mp maiſter knoweth not what hee hath in the houſe 
with mee, but hath committed all that hee hath into mine hande. There 
is no man greater in his houſe then J. neyther hath hee kept any thing 
tom mee, but onely thee becauſe thou art his wife, ho we then can J do 
this great wickedneſſe, and ſo ſinne againſt God: 


Neuertheleſſe, his miſtreſſe continually tempted and allured him day 


py dap to incdtintcy: But pet Joſeph being euer pꝛeſerued by yfeare of 
SOod againſt her continuall aſſaultes and flatter ing pꝛomiſes, woulde 
in no wiſe con ſent to ly with her. No, noʒ bee ſo much as in her tõpanie: 
betcauſe he would as much as in him lay auoid 5 occaſtonof euill. Now 


when his miſtres ſawe ſhee coulde not pꝛeualle with him by flatterte 
and kayꝛe ſpeach: ſhee fell co open foꝛce and violence, and from thence 
to tyꝛannie and oppꝛeſſion. Foz when on a certaine dap, Joſeph entred 
into the houſe, euery bodie being from home ſaue ſhee, and went into a 
ſecrete place to doe his eaſement, ſhee lurking in a comer, watched his 
comming, and as hee paſſed by her, ſhee reached after him. andcaughe 


bin by che cloake, pulled him nill he will he unto eee 
þ vi 
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with mee: But Joleph being ſkronger then thee, from 
her, and leauing his cloake in her hande, hee ffedand got i 
ber as faſt as he coulde. Nowe when thee ſawe that he was fler and 
gone, and that her folly e wickednes would be bewmayed by his cloake 
that he had left behinde him in her cuſfodie: Shee ſubtillie deuiſed with 
her ſelfe that it was beſt fox her to bewaay him firft,to faue her honeftie, 
and ſo ioyning extreme impudencie and craft eo her incontinence and 
licencious life, ſhee cryed out, and called foꝛ her men in the houſe, and 
tolde chem, ſaying: Beholde my huſ bande hath bꝛought an Ebꝛew man 
into our ſeruice to mocke vs and to do vs villanie and ſhame, who came 
into mee here beeing all alone, and would haue lien and llept wich me, 
had not J lift vp my voyce and crped as loude as I could: but when he 
bearde me ſo crie, then fo haſte he left his garment behinde wich me e 
fled away and is gone out. Do ſhee layde vp Joſephs garment by her 
vntill her Low and huſband Potiphar came home. And then at his re⸗ 
turne, ſhee vp and tolde him alſo the ſame falſe tale of Joſeph,ſaying: 
The Ebꝛewe ſeruant which thou haſt bzoughe vnto vs, came into mee 
(in thine abſence) to mocke me and do me vilanie and ſhame. But as 
fone as J lift vp my voyce and eryed, he left his garment wich me, and 
fled out wich ſpeede. lhenPotiphar heard his wife thus repoꝛt of Jo⸗ 
ſeph his ſeruant, whom he ſo much loued and truſted: hee being too 
light of credence ſo ſone without further and better tryall, to beleeue 
the falſe and ſlaunderous repoꝛte ok his wife, beganne to ware wzoth 
with Joſeph,and now? cauſleſſe turned his good opinion of Joſeph in⸗ 
to ieloſie, his loue into hatred, and his truſt into tyꝛannie. Fo2 preſently 
bpon his wiues ſuggeſtion, he appꝛehended Joleph, and fo2 the har lot 
his wines lake, he caſt pooze innocent Joſeph in the pziſon, where hee 
lay fettered wich yꝛons in the ſtockes, and was very euil intreated fo? 
the ſpace ofthꝛee yeeres,vucill by Gods pꝛouidence, hee was delivered

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in wich the Loe: hee came in the peere of the wozlde.3 137. with a 
very great traine from the vttet moſt partes of the earth to Jeruſalem 
to pzoue Salomon with harde queſtions, and to knowe whether his 
wiſedome were ſo great as the repozte was: and hauing bought with 
her great and many pꝛeſentes to giue him, as namely much golde, pꝛe⸗ 
cious ſtons, and ſweete odours, ſhee came to Salomon and communed 
with him ok all that was in her heart: vnto whom Salomon declared al 
her hard queſtions, neyther was there any queſtion ſo hard pꝛopounded 
by her, but Salomon did reſolue and expounde it vnto her. Now when 
ſhee ſawe his wiſedome, his ſtately buildings, and the whole trade and 
goodly ozder of his houle in euery thing, ſhee was greatly aſtoniſhed, 
and ſaide vnto the king: It was a true repozte that J heard in mine 
bdbune lande of thy ſapings, actes, and wiſedome:Yowebett J belecued 
not this repoꝛt, till J came and mine eyes haue ſcene it, and nowe be⸗ 
holde J mult needes confeſſe that the one halle ol thy great wiſedome 
and pꝛoſperitie was not tolde mee, Fo? thou farre exceedeſt the fame 
that J heard of thee, and haſt moze wiſedome and pꝛoſperitie then was 
repozted, Pappie are thy men, and happie are theſe thy ſeruantes whi⸗ 
che ſtande befoze thee alwaye and beare thy wiſedome , Ble ſſed bee the 
Lowe thy God which loued thee, to ſet thee on his thꝛone of Jſrael ag 
king in ſtead of the Lozde thy God; becauſe the Loꝛde thy God loueth 
Iſrael foz euer to eſtabliſhe it: therefoze hach hee made thee king oner 
them to execute iudge ment andiuſtice,and to do equitie and righteouſs 
nes. Then ſhee gaue che king ſixeſcoze talents of gold, and all her pꝛeci⸗ 
bus ſtones, and ſweete odours that ſhee had bought, neither was there 
ſuch ſweete odo2s ſince, as the Queene of Sheba gaue vnto the king. 
And Salomon the king beſide that which ol his kingly liberalitte foz 
recompence of that treaſure which ſhe bought gaue vnto the Queene 
of Sheba euery pleaſant thing that ſhee aſked,and ſo ſhee returned and 
went with all her ſeruauntes home to her owne countrep. 2,King, 10, 
1, 2, Chron. 9.1. 
Thoſe fact, and not whoſe perſon, our Sauiour Chꝛiſt him ſe 
commendech and recited to condemne and rebuke the vnfaithfull 
Jewes that woulde not beleeue him without ſignes and tokens , ſap⸗ 
ing: The Queene of the South ſhall riſe in iudgement with this 
generation, and ſhall condemne it: Foz ſhee came from che vctermoſk 
partes of che earth, to heare the wiſedome of Salomon, and beholde a 


greater then Salomon is here. Math. 12,42, 
Luke 11.

And it came to paſſe as Jeſus ſaide theſe chinges, a certayne wo. 
man ofthe company lift vp her voyce, and ſayde vnto him: Bleſſed ig 
che wombe that bare thee, and the pappes which thou haſt lucked : but 
Chzilt perceiuing that ſhee omitted the chiefe pꝛayſe which was due vn 
to him, gaue her a pꝛiuie taunt,and ſaid; Yearather bleſſed arechey that 
beare the woꝛde of God and keepe it. ¶ Fo2 they are bleſſed in deede to 
whome hee communicatech him ſelfe by his wooꝛde. Luke 11,27,

[c Samaria a Cicte of Spꝛia adiopning to Judea, and the chiefel 


Cutie of the tenne tribes, There was a certayne pooze widowe whis 
che had been ſometime wife to one of the ſonnes of che Pꝛophetes: 
who in his life time being fallen in debt not by vnthyiftineſſe, but by 
the hande of Gad, died and left her verye pooze and not able to paye his 
creditoꝛs, who neuercheleſſe being very cruell towardes her, and coue · 
ting to haue her childꝛen lerue it out as flaues vnto them , when ſhee 
heard that Eliſha the Pꝛophet was come into the Citie Samarta,ſhec 
came crying and making great mone vnto him, and ſayde: Thy ſer⸗ 
nuaunt mine huſbande is dead, and thou knoweſt that thy ſeruaunt did 
feare the Loe, and the creditoꝛ is come tau take my two ſonnes to bee 
bis bondemen. Then Eliſha being mooued to pitie her miſerie, de- 
maunded ok her and ſaid, Nhat ſhall J doe fo? thee: tell mee, What 
haſt chou at home: Thine handmatde quoch ſhee,hath nothing at home 
ſaue a pitcher ofople,Goe thy way ſayde Eliſha and bozrowe as mas 
ny emptie veſſelles among chy neyghbours as thou canſt gette, and 
when chou commeſt homer haſt ut thy doꝛe vpon thee:powne out the 
oyle that is in thy pitcher into all thoſe emptie vellelles, till they bee all 
full. and then ſet them aſive. Sothe pooze widowe departed, and did 
as Eliſha bad her: And when che emptie veſlelles were all full, ſhce 
ſatde vnto her ſonnes,bzing mee pet an other veſlell, There is no moꝛe 
quoch they. and with that che ople in her picther ceaſed co augment and 
increaſe in the veſſelles. | 
After this ſhee went and tolde Eliſha the man of God, that ſhee had 
Done as hee bad her: Nowe goe ſayde Eliſha, and ſell the ople in the 
velſelles, and with the money that aryſeth thereof, pay thy ng

treditoꝛs. and them that thou art in debt vnto, and liue thou and thy chil⸗ 
den on the reſt. 2. King. 4. 1. cc. By which ſtoꝛxy, che holy Ghoſt docth 
gie vs to vnderſtande, that God neuer faplech to pꝛouide foꝛ his ſer⸗ 
nauntes, their wiues and childzen,if they cruſt in him, that his doctrint 
md pꝛofeſlion ſboulde be kept without flaunder. And that he ſuffereth 
his childꝛen many tymes to bee bꝛought to extreeme neceſſitie and po⸗ 
ertie, as he did this pooꝛe man and woman befoze he ſuccoured them, to 
he intent, that afterward being helped and reſtoꝛed by him againe, they 

might haue the moze ample cauſe to pꝛayſe his mercie. 

Then Benhadad king of Aram, had beſieged Samat ia ſo long, 

vntill the famine was wonderfull great: and that an Aſſes head was 
ſoulde foꝛ foureſcoze peeces of ſiluer, to eate fo2 want of victualles, and 
= the fourth parte of a kab of Doues dung was ſoulde foz fiue peeces of 
= ſiluer,co burne fo2 lacke of wood: Beholde, as Jchozam the vngodly 
king ot Iſrael was going vpon the wals ofthe Citie to looke vnto his 
i tfayzes, there cryed a certaine woman of the Citie vnto him, and ſaid: 
Helpe my Loꝛde O king, whoſe voyce being heard, the king began to 
ware angrie, and in ſtead of comfoztable woꝛdes he being moued, gaue 
ber repꝛochfull ſpeeches, (thinking in deede ſhe had called vnto him fox 
that which he had not, namely fo ſuſtenance and victuals, whiche as 
then was very hard foz him to giue, becauſe they were all ſpent) g ſayd 
vnto her: Seeing the Lowe doth not ſuccour thee, howe ſhoulde J 
> helpechee with cozne oz wine, oꝛ any other victual? fo; as thou knowef 
there is no ſuch thinges left among vs. Then the woman anſwered, 
= myLoweD king, Jaſkeofthee neither victualles, no} ſuſtenauce: 
therefoꝛe the king ſayd vnto her againe : Moman, then what aylech 
thee, and what wouldeſt thou haue ? O king quoth ſhee:there is a con⸗ 
ttouerſie betweene mee and another woman one ol my neighbours, as 

bout a bargayne oz couenant. Fo; wee made this contract oz couenant 

betweene vs, chat wee woulde eate our childzen, one one dap, and ano⸗ 
ther another day: ſo Jin good faich ſtoode to my pꝛomiſe, and killed 

mp ſonne and ſodde him, and we haue eaten him together: but this wo⸗ 

man nowe when the day came that we ſhoulde eate her ſonne, hee hath 

traftily conueped him away, and hid him from mee, eyther to ſpare his 
lte fox compaſſion and natural affection, oꝛ foz to ſatiſfie her own hun⸗ 
ger, and to eate him alone without mee, and ſo ſhce hath bꝛoken her cos 
= Rnenanc,and is departed from her pꝛomiſe, whereby Jam like to pe- 
iche fozhunger , vnlelle thou O [ing giue ſentence and 4 
F | | cauſe, 
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But 5 king abhoꝛring fo vnnaturall & wicked a contract oz bargaine, 
could in no wiſeratifie þ ſame, no alow therof, Foz what is moe hops 
rible thẽ to receiue into p belly again Þ childꝛẽ once bought vp x to bu: 
ry their bowels euen in their owne bowels, chereby making that their 
graue which was their nouriſhmen t. Therekoꝛe when the king heard 
theſe vnnaturall woꝛdes and cruell contract ofthe women, hee feeling 
the iudgementes ol God fallen vpon him and his people fo his wicked 
life, rent his clothes, and put on ſackcloth in ſigne of ſozrow and lamen⸗ 
tation. Fo2nowe was the curſe of God againſt the contemners and 
deſpiſers of his lawe perfourmed, which he thzeatned Leuit. 26. where 
he ſayth: Pee ſhall eate the fleſhe of your owne ſonnes,and the fleſhe 
of your daughters ſhall pe deuoure. Nowe J ſay , was fulfilled that 
heauie indignation and wꝛath of God againſt the idolaters and wicked 
people foꝛeſhewed by God in Deut. 28, where it is ſayde, chat the ene⸗ 
mie ſhal beſiege chee in al thy cities, vntil thine high & ſtrõg walles fal 
downe cc. And thou ſhalt eate the fruite of thy body, euen the fleſhe 


of thy ſonnes and thy daughters, which the Love thy God hath giuen 


thee, during the ſtege and ſtreightneſle wherein thine enemie ſhall in⸗ 


cloſe there. So that the man that is tender and exceeding dayntie a- 
mong you, ſhalbe grieued at his other, and at his wife that lyeth in 
his boſome, and at the remnant ok his childꝛen which he hath yet left, fo? 
keare of giuing vnto any of them ofthe fleſh ol his childꝛt᷑, whom he hal 


eate:becauſe he hath nothing left him in þ ſiege & ſtreightnelle where 
the enimie ſhall beſtege thee in allthy Cities. Yea, and the tender and 
daintie woman among pou, which neuer woulde venture to ſet the lole 
ok her foote vpon the grounde foꝛ her ſoltneſſe and tenderneſſe, hall bee 
grieued at her huſ bande that lyeth in her bolome, and at her ſonne, and 
at her daughter, and at her after byꝛth that ſhal come out from between 
her feete, and at her childꝛen which ſhee ſhall beare: fo; when all things 
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lacke, ſhee ſhall eate them ſecretly during the ſiege and ſtreightneſſee 


wherewith thino enemies ſhall beſiege thee in thy cities. 2. King 6. 
Samariteſſe, 


In þ ſame citie of Samaria called Sich#,there was a tertayn womi þ 9 
came about noone to dꝛaw water at Jocobs wel, where ſhee met Jeſus l 


fitting all alone vppon the welles mouth to reſt him, whiles his diſci⸗ 


ples were gone into the Towne to buy victualles. And when dee 
bad mawen her water, and filled her pitcher,Jeſus ſayde vnto her, wo ⸗ 


man giue mee dzinke, Powe is it (quothlhee) that thou being Aeg © 
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aſkeſt dꝛinke ol mee, which am a woman of Samaria$ Fo) the Tewes 
meddle not wich the Samaritanes:pea they eftecme the Samaricanes 
as wicked and pzophane, Then Jeſus ſpeaking of him ſelfe, whom his 
father had ſent to conuert this woman among other, ſapde vnto her: if 
thou kneweſt the gift of God, and who it is that ſayth to thee,Giue me 
dinke : thou wouldeſt haue aſked of him, and hee woulde haue giuen 


©] hee water of like, which is the loue of Godin his ſonne, powzed into 


our heartes by the holy Ghoſt vnto euerlaſting life. Rom. 5.5, 1. Iohn. 
DL 
Sir (quoth the woman) thou haſt nothing to dzawe with, and the 
well is deepe:from whence then haſt thou that water ot life? Art thou 
greater then our father Jacob, which gaue vs the well, and he himſelfe 
danke thereof, and his childzen,and his cattell : Pea ſaide Jeſus, whos 
ſoeuer dzinketh of this water, ſhall chirſt againe:but whoſoeuer dzin- 
keth of the water that J ſhall giue him, that is, of the Goſpel of Grace, 
ſhall neuer be moꝛe a thyꝛſt, dꝛyed bp,o2 deſticute. Fo2 the water that 
I ſhall giue him, ſhall be in him a well of water,ſpzinging vp into eucrs 
laffing life, Sir (quoth ſhee)giue me ofthat water, that J may not 
thirſt, neyther come hither to dꝛawe. Fiſk go(ſapd Jeſus ) and call thine 
huſbande, and come hither: J haue none quoch ſhee: Thou haſt well 
ſayde,(ſayd Jeſus vnto her) à haue no huſbande : fo? thou haſt had fiue 
huſbandes , and hee whom thou nowe halt is not thine huſbande: that 
ſaydeſt thou truely, Then the woman being liuely touched with her 
fault es, where befoze ſhee mocked and woulde not heare Chꝛiſt, nowe 
ſhee could ſay: Sir, I ſee that thou art a Pꝛophete, our fathers woꝛſhip⸗ 
ped in this mountayn: and pe ſap that in Jeruſalem is the place where 
men ought to woꝛſhip. Woman, ſaid Jeſus, beleeue me the houre com⸗ 
meth, when pre ſhall neyther in this mouncayne,no2 at Jeruſalem woe 
ſhip the father : yee woꝛſhip that which yee knowe not: Me wozſhippe 
that which we knowe. Fo? ſaluation is of the Jewes : but the houre 
commeth andnowe is, when the true woꝛſhippers ſhall wozſhtp the fas 
ther in ſpirite and truetb, foꝛ the father requireth euen luche to wozſhip 
him: God is a ſpirite, and they that wozſhip him, muſt wozſhip him in 
ſpirite and trueth. 
Annnowe well quoth the woman, that Meſſias ſhall come whiche 

is called Chꝛiſte, when hee is come hee will cell vs all thinges: J 


am euen hee ſayde Jeſus, that ſpeake vnto thee,

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And with that came his diſciples, who maruerled to ſee him talking 
thus with a woman: pet none of chem durſt lay vnto him, what aſkeg 
thou, oz why talkeſt thou with her? The woman then left her water 
potte, and went her way into the Citie, and ſayde vnto the men of Sa: 
maria, Come, ſee à man tit hath told mee all thinges that euer J did, 
is not hee the Chꝛiſt: Nowe manp dfthe Samaritans ofthe Citie, 
beleued in Chailt foz the ſaying ofthe woman, which teſtiſied, ſaying: 
hee hath tolde mee all chingegchat euer J did: And ſo went out ofthe 
Citie with her vnto Chzilt, and beſought him that he woulde tarrpe 
with chem, And at their requeſt hee abode there in Samaria two daieg, 
and many mo Samaritans beleeued in Chyilt : becauſe of his owne 
wooꝛdes, and ſaide vnto the woman, Nowe we beleeue in Chziſt, not 
ſo much becauſe of thy lying and repoꝛt o? teſtimonie that thou gaueſt 
. ofhim:but becauſe wee haue heard him our ſelues,and knowe that this 
is in deed the Chꝛiſt, che Dauiour of the woꝛld. Iohn 4, 


Samariteſſe Importunate widowe, 
As Jeſus paſſed thzough the middes of Samarie,to the ende that 
wee ouchtalwayes inſtantly to pꝛap, and not ware faint, oꝛ colde, ozco 


giue place inafflictions and daungers, hee put kooꝛth this parable ofa : 


impoztunate widowe vnto his diſciples, ſaping: There was a iudge 
ma cercayne Citie whiche keared not God, no2 renerencedman. And 
there was a widowe alſo in that ſame Citie, which came vnto him ſay⸗ 
ing: Doe me iuſtice againſt mine aduerſarie, who pleadeth againſt 
mee. And the iudge woulde not foz a time, but delaped her from day to 
day: pet after ward he ſaide within himſelfe, Though J feare not God, 
no2 reuerence men, vet becauſe this widowe troublech mee, J will doe 
ber right, leaſt at the laſt hee come and make mee wearie with her im» 
poʒtunacie. Meare nowe what che vnrighteous iudge layth vnto the 
widowe. And ſh ill not God auenge his elect, which cry day and night 
vnto him : Pea though he ſuffer long foꝛ them, and ſeeme ſlowe in re⸗ 
uenging their wꝛonges, J tell you hee will auenge them quickly: but 
e the ſonne ol man commeth,ſhall he finde faich on the earth: Luk. 
18,1. c. 
Samſomt wife. 


DODamlons wife was daughter ofa Philiſtine, dwelling in Cim⸗ 
nah a Cutie in the tribe of Juda. And when at her marriage —_ 
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day her huſbande had pꝛopounded this ridell: Out ofthe Eater came 
meate,and out of the ſtrong came ſweeteneſſe, and pꝛomiſed her friends 


then ſitting at the table, chat ifthey coulde reade and interpꝛete this his 
ridell within ſeuen dayes of the feaſt, hee woulde giue them 30. ſundzy 
ſuites of apparell to weare at ſolempe feaſtes dayes: But it they coulde 
not declare noꝝ finde it out, that then they ſhoulde giue him 30. ſuites oꝛ 
changes ofrapment as coſtly, Becaule her friendes coulde not within 
the firſt three dayes expounde this ridell, on the fourth day they came 
and thzeatnedher,ſaping : Entiſe thine hul bande that hee may declare 
vs the ridell, leaſt wee burne thee and thy fathers houſe with fire: haue 
pee called vs to pour feaſt to impoueriſhe vs, is it ſo in deede $ Mith 
that Samſons wife being afraide went vntoher huſbande, and wepte 
befozehim, ſaying : Surely huſband thou hateſt mee, and loueſt me 
not. Fo2 thou halt put foꝛth a ridell vnto them which are my countrey⸗ 
men and haſt not tolde it mee, Beholde quoth Sampſon, J haue not 
tolde it my father noꝛ my mother, and ſhall J tell it hee: Then his wife 
fromthe fourth day vntill the ſeuenth , wept ſtill vnto her huſbande 
while the feaſt laſted, to knowe the ridell. And when the ſefknth dap 
came, he bp and tolde her the meaning of his ridell, becauſe ſhee was ſo 
impoꝛtunate vpon him, And when ſhee had learned it, ſhee went ſtraite 
wapes and tolde it to her friendes and countreymen. So when the ſe⸗ 
uench day of the feaſt came oz euer the ſame was ſet, they came to Sã⸗ 
ſon and declared vncohim his ridell, ſaying: what is ſweeter then hos 
nie: And what is ſtronger then a Lion: O well quoth Samſon, if pee 
had not plowed with my heyfer, that is, vſed the helpe of my wife, yee 
had not founde out my redell. And lo being very angry with his wife, 
that ſhe had heereby cauſed him to looſe the wager, hee was by her folly 
mooued firlt to take vengeance on the Philiſtines , and pꝛeſently went 
and ſlue 30. ofthem in one of the fiue chiefeſt Cities called Aſhkelon, 
and ofthe ſpoyle of them, gaue change of garmentes to them that had 
expounded his ridell.So when he had thus robbed Peter to pay Paul, 
be foꝛſooke his wife & her friends, x went backe to his father Wanoahs 
houſe in Joʒah. And in the meane time, his wife was giuen to his comes 
panion whom he had vſed as his friend: but within a while after, Sam⸗ 
ſon came backe againe to Timnah, chinking to haue viſited his wife, & 
lien with her, and when he ſawe chat her father had giuen her to another 
and would not ſuffer him to go in to her, ſaying : I thought that thou 
hadſt hated her,cherefoze gaue J her to tbp companion, Js not her you

ger liter fap2er then ſhee ? cake her J pꝛay thee in ſteade of the other. 
Samlon then by his wiues facher being thus moued againe the ſecond 
time to take vengeance on p Philiſtines, ſaid: Now am J moze blame» 
leſſe then the Philiſtines, therekoꝛe will J do them diſpleaſure, and bee 


auenged on them. And with that he went and got 300. wilde Foxes, x ; 


turned them tayle co taple,andput a fye bꝛande in the mids betweene 

the two taples,and when he had ſet the firebzandes a fyze, hee ſent the 
Foxes into the ſtanding cozne of the Philiſtines: and ſo burnt vp both 
the rikes of coꝛne and hay that were reaped and gathered, and alſo 
the ſtanding coꝛne in the fteldes , with all the vinepardes and Oliues. 
Ulhich fact ſo grieued the Philiſtines when they vnderſtoode who did 
it, and wherefoze, that fo2 feare of daunger that els might come vnto 
them , and not foꝛ loue of Juſtice, like wicked men in like malice and 
ſpite, they came vp ta Timnah to his father in lawes houle, and there 
burnt his wife that had foꝛſaken him, and her father, and all chat they 
had with ſtre likewiſe, Therfoze in reuenge of which vilanie done this 
vnto his wife, Samſon pet againe the thirde time went to be auenged 
on the hiliſtines, and ſlue them hoꝛſemen and footemen with a migh · 
tie plague.ludg. 14. 15. Sarepteſſe. 

In Sarepta a towne in Spꝛia, oꝛ citie in don: There was a cer⸗ 
fain widow dwelling, who in the time ofche great famine that the was 
in the citie æ countrep, in p yere ofthe woꝛld 3 220. by Gods pꝛouidẽce 
on a time went out ofthe gats to gather ſtickes to make a fire to dꝛeſſe 
her meat, who when Eliahß pꝛophet God had ſent thicher ſaw,he cal⸗ 
led her vnto hun x laid, bꝛing me J pꝛay thee a litle water in a veſſell, p 
A map dꝛinke. And as ſhe was going to fet it he called to her, and ſaid: 
bing me alſo J pꝛay thee a mozſell of bead in thine hand. As the Low 
thy God liueth ( quoth ſhe) J haue not a cake, but euen an handefull of 
meale in a barrell, and a litle oyle in a cruiſe, and behold J am gathe- 
ring a kew ſticks fo2to go in # dꝛeſſe it fo me & my ſonne, that wee map 
tate iti die, foꝛ there is no hope of any moꝛe ſuſtenance the famine is ſo 
great. Thẽ Eliſha ſaid vnto her, feare not woman, come, do as thou haſt 
ſaid:but make me thereofa licle cake firſt of all, and bʒꝛing it vnto me, e 
afterward make foꝛ thee e thy ſonne. Foz thus ſaith the Loꝛd God of 
Ilrael, The meale in the barrell hall not be waſted, neither ſhall the 
ople in the cruiſe be diminiſhed vnto the time that the Loꝛde ſend rayne 
vpon the earth, and ſo take away the dꝛought which was the cauſe ofthe 
famine, So ſhee went and did as Eliah bad her, g the did agent 
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and her houſe fo2 a certapne time, euen till hee had rapne and foode on 
the earth. The barrell of meale waſted not, no2 che ople was ſpent 
out of the cruiſe,accopding to the wozde ofthe Loꝛde which he ſpake by 
the hande of Eliah:where we lee that God receiueth no benefite fo the 
be ok his ſaintes and ſeruaontes : but he pꝛomiſeth and perfozmeth a 
moſt ample recompence to the giuer fo2 the ſame. 

Atter all this, God to trie whither this widowe had learned by his 
mercifull pꝛouidence to make him her onely ſtay and comfoꝛte: ſtroke 
her ſonne chat hee fell ſicke, and his ſickneſſe was ſo ſoꝛe, that there was 
no bacath left in him. Then ſhee being very ſozowfull ſayde to Eliah, 
what haue J to doe with chee, O thou man ol God: art thou come vn⸗ 
to mee to call my ſinnes to remembꝛaunce, and to ſlay my ſonne$ when 
Eliah heard his hoſtes thus burden him, he (being afrayde leaſt Gods 
name ſhoulde haue been blaſphemed and his miniſterie contemned, exe 
cept God ſhoulde haue continued his mercies as hee had begunne them 
to wardes her, eſpecially while hee there remapyned ) ſayd vnto her: Giue 
me thy ſonne, aud with that tooke hun out or her armes and boſome, 
E carried hun vp into his chamber where he lay, and layde him vpon his 
owne bedde: And then called vnto the Loꝛde by feruent pꝛayer, and 
ſayde: O Lowe my God, haſt thou puniſhed alſo this widowe with 
when J ſotourne by killing her ſonne : So hee ſtretched him ſelfe vp⸗ 
on the childe thzee times, and called vnto the Loꝛde, ſaying: O Loꝛde 
my God, J pꝛap thee let chis childes ſoule come into him agayne. And 
the Lowe hearde the pꝛayer of Eliah, and the ſoule of the childe tame 
into him agapne, and he reuiued. Then Eliah bzought the child down 
out of his chamber into che houſe, and deliuered him to his mother, ſay⸗ 
ing:beholde thy ſonne liueth. Nowe Jknowe ( quoth ſhee) that 
thou art the man ot GD D, and that the woꝛde of the Loꝛde in chy 
mouth is true: ſo harde a thing lit was fo2 her to depende on God, 
except thee ſawe and was confirmed by a mpzacle. 1. Kinges 17. 
9. &c. | 
Of this widowe our Sauisur Chiiſte ſpecially maketh mention 
in Saint Luke, where hee ſayeth: J tell vou of atrueth, manye wi⸗ 
dowes were in Iſrael in the dayes ol Elias, when heauen was ſhutte 
thee peeres and ſire monethes , and when men dyed thꝛough the 
great famine that was diſperſed ouer all the lande: but vnto none of thẽ 
was Elias lent, ſaue vntoa certaine wivowe in Harepta, a Citie of 
Spdon, Fo; vnto him God laide, vp n to 1 


' 
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which is in Spdon, and remaine there:foz beholde J haue commaun⸗ 
ded a widow there to ſuſtayne thee. 1 King. 17. 9. which example Chyiſt 
among other bought foꝛth vnto the deſpiſing Lewes, to ſhewe chem 
that God oftentimes pꝛeterreth the ſtraunger to them of the houſhold, 
and that foz their pꝛide and diſdaine, the grace of God ſhoulde be taken 
krom them, and giuen to other. Luke. 4.25. 26. 
Sylomiteſſe. | 
In Silo a citie in Canaan, in the tribe of Ephꝛaim, it was a tuſtome 
and maner among the maidens and virg ins. once euer peere to go and 
meete altogether in a certayne place on: the Noth ſide of Bethell, 
there to daunce and ſing Plalmes and ſonges of Gods woꝛkes among 
them ſclues without the companie ok men. And when on a time the 
Ilraelites in the quarrell of the Leuites wife, that was moſt vilanoully 
- abuſed in her bodie to death by certame wicked men ofthe Beniamites 
as pe map read in her ſtozy, had almoſt deſtroyed all the whole tribe of 
Beniamin their bꝛechꝛen, man, woman, and childe in battell, and againſt 
theſe fewe that were left had made a raſhe vowe, and othe among them 
ſelues, that none ſhould euer after giue his daughter to any of the Ben. 
iamites to wife in deteſtation of the fact committed againſt that harlot 
the Leuites wife, They being very ſozv therfozc, partly fo2 the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uation of that tribe, and partly fo2 the keeping ofthat othe, deuiſed ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe ſecretly this meanes how to marie thoſe vi. hundzed Benia⸗ 
mites that were left, vnto certaine of their daughters. And firſt chey des. 
uiſed, that becauſe none of the inhabitatants of Jabiſh Gilead, were at 
the making of that raſhe othe , therfoze they thought their daughters 
might ſafely be giuen vnto the Beniamits to wiues, & therevpon ſent 
an hoſt of twelue thouſande valiant men of Jſrael, co deſtroy the Citie 
Jabiſh,man,woman,and childzen with the ſwozd, fo? their diſobedience 
in not comming to the Parliament oz making of that othe, with this 
charge, onely to reſerue the virgins vnſlapne that had neuer lien with 
men, Who lacking the citie accoꝛdingly, and killing all the males and 
women that had lien by men, there founde fourehundzed mapdens vir⸗ 
gins, that had knowne no man by lying with any male, and thoſe they 
bꝛought vnto the hoſt & congregation to Siloh: who pꝛeſently ſent fox 
che Beniamits, gaue them wiues of thoſe virgins ſo farre as the nũ⸗ 
ber would reach vnto. But when they ſaw that they had not yndugh fox 
chem, and that there lacked yet 2. hundꝛed moe, then they tooke thought 
ſaping,how ſhall we do foz wiues to the renmant. foꝛ p women or — 
| N 
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{amin are deſtroyed, the inhericance ofthe tribe of Beniamine be re⸗ 
ſerued g pꝛeſerued g not deſtroyed, And yet we may not giue thẽ wines 
ok our owne daughters, becauſe we haue ſwoꝛn, curſed be he p giueth a 
wife to Beiamin:therfoze thus at laſt they further deuiſed, ſaying vnto 
o remnãt ol 5 Betamits. Behold there is a feaſt of Loꝛd, euerp pere in 
Sploe in a place which is on p Noth ſide of Bethel, & on » eaſt ſide of 
Sichem & on the South of Lebonah, Now therkoze, goe pour way, & 
lye in wayte in the Utneyards,and when pee ſee that the daughters of 
Sploe come out to daunce in daunces, then come pee out of the Uines 
pards and catch pou euery man a wife of the daughters of Sploe, and 
get you into your owne land of Beniamine. And when the mapdes fa⸗ 
thers, oz their bzeth2en come vnto vs and complayne, we wil ſay vnto 
them: haue pittie on them fo2 our ſakes,becauſe we reſerued not to ech 
man his wike in the warre, and becauſe pee haue not geuen theſe pour 
daughters vnto them hicherto, ve haue ſinned, And the childzen of Be⸗ 
iamine did ſo, and tooke wines of them that daunced accoꝛding to their 
number, that is to ſay two hundꝛed virgins, and ſo returned with them 
to their inheritance, & repayzed the cities and dwelt in them. And thus 
was that tribe of Beniamine reſtozed and pꝛeſerued, notwithſtanding, 
their raſh othe which they made. But note, that although the Jſraclits 
hereby thought coperſwade men that they kept their oth by vſing theſe 
pꝛetie deuiſes, vet befoze God ſurely it was bꝛoken, and ſo a great and 
double ſinne in them, firſt to make ſo raſh an oth, and then ſo ſubtlely to 
beake it. Iudg, 21.

In Sunem a Citie ofthe tribe of 4ſachar nigh vnto Nahim, there 
dwelt a woman of great eſtimation, who when the Pꝛophet Eliah 
came into the citie, conſtrayned him to eate & dzinke with her, and as he 
paſſed by, he turned into her houſe and did eate: Then this noble Lady 
oʒ Gentlewoman being very deuout, godlie, charitable, and full of hos 
ſpitalitie, eſpecially to thoſe, that were of the houſhold of faith, ſaid vn⸗ 
to her huſband: Behold, J know now þ this is an holy man of God, that 
paſſeth by vs continually, let vs make him a little chamber J pꝛay thee 
with walles, which map bee ſeperated from the reſt ofthe houſe, that 
he may moe quietly and commodioully, giue him ſelfe to ſtudie pꝛai⸗ 
er, e let vs ſet him there a bed, y a table, and a ſtoole, and a candleſtick, 
that he may turne in thither whenſoeuer he commeth vnto vs, and take 
ic fo2 his furniſhed lodging: which N e 1 
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ned in thither to this vertuous womans houſe: who moſt courceouſly 
entertapned him, and lodged him in y ſame new chamber, which ol pur. 
Poſe ſhe had made foꝛ him; and as he lay there Elias ſaid to his ſeruant 
Gehazt, call me vp this Shunamiteſſe, when ſhe came and ſtoode be⸗ 
foꝛe him, he like y ſeruant of God to ſhew himſelfe not vnthankfull fo 
the benefites he recetued at her hands, ſayde vnto her: Nowe beholde, 
ſich chou haſt had all this great care fo2 vs: what ſhal we doe foz thee $ 
Is there any thing to be ſpoken fo) thee to the king Jehozam, oꝛ to the 
captayne ofthe hoſt : O no (quoth ſhe) J dwell among mine own peo⸗ 
ple, as ifſhe would haue ſayde, Jam content with chat, þ God hath ſent 
me, and can want nothing, that one man can doe fo2 another, and ſo 
went her way.Uhen ſhe was gone,Eliſha turning to his man Gehazi 
ſayde vato him, what is then to bee done foz her + Then Gehazikno- 
wing p ſhe had neuer a child, which was then counted a great repꝛoche 
vnto her, was therefoze deſirous, that his maiſter ſhoulde pzape to God 
fo2 her, þ ſhe might be fruicfull, and aunſwered his maifter ſaying: In⸗ 
deed ſir, ſhe hath no ſonne, e her huſband is old, Then call her vnto me 
againe (ſaid Eliſha: )ſo ſhe being come, as ſhe ſtood at y dooze, Eliſha 
ſaid vnto her at this time appointed accoꝛding to the time of life, thou 
ſhalt embꝛace a ſonne: Oh my Loꝛd (quoth ſhe) thou man of God doe 
not lie vnto thine handmapd: ſo p woman conceyued and bare a ſonne 
at that ſame ſeaſon, accoꝛding to the time of life that Eliſha had ſayde 
vnto her. And when the child was growen, it chanced that he went out 
in che hot harueſt time vnto his father and the reapers in the fielves : 
where feeling his head ake laze with the heat ofthe lonne, be cried this 
vnta his father, and ſayd: O my head, O my head, and withthat his fas 
ther commanded his ſeruant to beare him home to his mother , who 
lapd him in her lapp, but ere noone her child died as he lay in her lappe. 
Then ſhe went vp and layde him on the bed of Eliſha the man of God, 
E ſhut the voozevpon him, e went out to call her hulband, and ſaid, ſend 
with me J pꝛay chee one of thy men, and one of thy Aſſes , foz J will 
haſten e rid ta the man of God and come agayne: wherfoze wilt thou 
goe to him to day ſaid her hulbãd:ſith it is neither new moone noꝛ ſab⸗ 
baoth day, foꝛ at ſuch times the people are wont to reſoꝛt to þ pꝛophets 
fo doctrine t cõſolatidõ. But ſhe anſwered,all ſhalbe well: ſo ſhe ſadled 
an Alle, wẽt towards mount Carmel, where the mi of God was, and 
ſaid to her ſeruãt, dziue apace & goe foꝛ ward ſtay not foꝛ me to get vp. 
except I bid thee:⁊ when the mi ol God ſaw her coming a farre ol, he 


ſhed by her pꝛocurement, on a day as Eliſha came againe þ way, he tur 
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ſaid to Gehaʒi his mã, behold the ephunamiteſle is cõming ponder , gee 
now J lap 4 meet her, & aſke her it ſhe, her huſbad,# her child be all in 
good health: e ſhe anſweredyea, we are in health. do when ſhe came to 
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t mã of God vnto the moſicaine,ſhe,in coke of humility & toy, þ ſhe had 
met with him, caught him by his feet: which when Gehazi ſawe, he wẽt 
vnto her to tlnuſt her away, but his maiſter the mã of God ſayde, let her 
alone, fon her ſoule is vexed within her, y loꝛd hath hid it frõ me, hath 
not told it me. Then ſhe ſaid vnto him: O chou mã ot God , did J deſire 
aſone of thee my loꝛdꝛe did not J ſay vnto thee wh? thou of thine own 
accoꝛd pꝛomiſedſt me one, thou ſhouldeſt not deceiue methow be it lo, 
p child p Jobceined is dead: which newes, whX Eliſha heard, he turned 
him ſtraight waies to his man Gehazi, & ſaide:ariſe,gird thy lopnes, E 
take my ffaffe in thine hãd, make al poſſible ſpeed, p nothing map let 
thee by the way, go thy way, lay my ſtaffe vp6 the face of d child. So 
be went in al haſt & did ſo:but al this not withſtãding, che mother ofthe 
child was impoꝛtunate vpd Eliſha,to goe himſelf vnto her child, ſaid: 
As the Lozdliuech,s as thy ſoule liuech, I wil not leaue thee vntil thou 
m with me thine owne ſelfe:wherupon Eliſha thẽ aroſe, g went hint 
lfe with her, who met his mi Gehaʒi by the way returning from the 
child, p told him how he had layd the Backe vpon the face of the childe: 
but he neither ſpake noꝛ heard fo? all that, neyther was he as yet awa⸗ 
ked. Aherfoze Eliſha wẽt fo ward on his iourney with the mother of 
the child, when he came into the womãs houle, & entred into his own 
chamber oꝛ lodging, behold there he found the child dead, & layd vpon 
his bed. The cauſing euery body to depart, he ſhut the dooze vpon him⸗ 
ſelfe, che dead child, x pꝛayed heartily vnto the Loꝛd foꝛ the childs life, 
After pꝛayer he went vp # lay vpon the child, and put his mouth on the 
childes mouth, e his eyes vpon his eyes, and his hãds vpon his hands, # 
ſtretched himſelle vpon him, ſo p at the laſt the fleſh of the child waxed 
warme. Thẽ he went from him & walked vp e down in the chaber, # 
after went vp bpon the bed & ſpꝛead himſelfe vpon the child agayn the 
ſecõd time, x then the child neeſed vii. times together, e opened his cies. 
—— 2 —.— called to his mã e bad him 
tal þ Shunamiteſſe his mother: who being come vnto him he laid vnto 
her, heere, take thy ſonne, & with that foz top & reuerence, ſhe fel downe 
— — e. vp her ſonne & 
went out, and Eliſha returned to Gilgall. 
Alter ches, when the great famine was in the land 3 
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that Eliſha came againe into this Shunamites houſe, whole ſonne he 
had reſtoꝛed to life, and finding her now a widowe,fo2 her huſband was 
dead, hee pꝛopheſied vnto her the dearth ofſeuen peeres to come, c wil 
led her to pꝛouide fox her ſelfe in time, ſaping: vp and goe thou and 
thine houle, and ſoiourne where thou canſt finde a commodious place 
to dwell in, and whereas is plenty, koꝛ the Loꝛde hach called fo a Fas 
mine and it commeth alſo vpon che land fo? the ſpace of vii. veeres. And 
the woman aroſe,and did after che counſell of the man of God, # wenne 
boch ſhee and her houſhald, and loiourned in the land of che Philiſting * 
ſeuen yeeres. And at the ſeuen yeeres end ſhe returned out ofthe lan?ʒ 
of the Philiſtines, home to Sunem her owne citie and countrie, But 
ſo it was,p in her abſence other naughty couetous perlõs, had takt her 
houſe x lands from her, x kept her out of her own poſſeſſions by foꝛce 
and diſſeaſon: whereuppon ſhe then pooꝛe widowe vꝛged though this 
wꝛong, to come by her owne lawfully, tooke her ſonne with her, ann 
went out to complaine vnto che king Jehozam againſt choſe intruders: 
and being come into the kings pꝛelence, ſuch was the woonderful pzxo« 
uidence of God, that ſhee there found Gehazithe ſeruauut of Eliſhathe © 
man of God, talking with the king, x (as it fell out,) pꝛeparing an en 
trance indeede vnto her ſute, fo: the king being very deſirous to heare 
of Gehaz i of all che famous Actes , and greate miracles done by | 
Eliſha his mailter, amongeſt all other chinges Gehazitolde him 
bowechat he had reſtoꝛed one dead to life:and as he ſpake theſe wozdes, 
the woman knowing that he meant her ſonne, and wiſely taking ſo 
good oppoꝛtunity offered, with that ſtept boldly vnto the king, and cal» 
led vpon him foꝛ her houſe and land, wꝛongfullytaken from her: whom 
when Gehazt beheld and ſaw that ſhe was his maiſters hoſteſſe, of whõ 
he ſpake, he pꝛeſently ta conſirme his tale , and fozmer repotte, ſayde 
unto the king: Py Low O king, this is the very ſame woman whom 
5 I ſpake off, and chis is her ſonne whom my maiſter Eliſha reſtoꝛed fro 
death to life. And when the king aſkedthe woman whether that were 
ſo 02 no: ſhe aunſwdred that it was moſt true, and that ſhe was the wos 
man indeede,and the ſame was her ſonne, that was reſtozed to life by 
Eliſha, Then the king without any further delay vpon thetroth of p 
matter known, appoynted her an Eunuthe,ozone amongſt his chiefelt 
officers,and commaunded him to put her in poſſeſſion of her owne . 
gayne, andtoreltoze all that washers, together with all the fruitcs, 
and p2ofices ofher landes, ſince the day ſhe left the citie 02 ny 
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nen vutill the time ol her returne, and ſo ſhee wagiuftly reftozed co 
that which was wzongfully withholden from her, to her comfozt, and$ 
glozy of God. that ſo graciouſly woughe in the heart of the king to dot 
her that good turne.

T choiteſſe, 
Jn Tekoah a citie of Juda,ſometimes built by Rehoboamking of 
Ilrael, and being fire mples diſtant from Bethleem , there dwelt a 
certapne ſubtile oz wiſe woman, whom Joab Dauids captaine ſens 
fo: to Jeruſalem , of purpoſe to vſe her foz ameanes toreconctle Abſs- 
lom , nowe out of Dauid the king his fathers fauour, and a baniſhed 
man fo killing his bother Ammon, chat had deflouredhis ſiſter Tha⸗ 
mar: And when ſhe was come, he being alſo a very ſuttle man, taught 
her what to ſay, and how by wap of a parrable oꝛ darke phꝛaſe of ſpeech, 
ſhe ſhould deſcribe vnto the king, the death of Ammon by Abſolom, & 
bow ſhe ſhould beſt perſwade the king to reconciliation, ſaping: p2ap 
theeſquoth he vato her) now put on mourning apparrell, and annoynt 
not thy ſelfe with oyle, but fayne thy ſelfe to mourne and to be as a wi⸗ 
dowe woman, that hach now long mourned fo} the death of her huſbãd, 
and goe to the king and ſpeake vnto him after this manner. So the 
woman (being thus taught her leſſon befoꝛe by Joab what to ſay) wẽt 
dilguyſed vnto king Dauid, and falling pꝛoſtrate befoze his feete vpon 
her face on the ground, did her obeyſance and ſaid: Helpe O king,. ſaue 
me deſolate woman, oz els J periſh, The king ſeeing her in that woful 
plGight. ſaid pꝛeſently vnto her agayne: woman, what apleth thee # O 
my Low ( quoth ſhe)J am indeed a widowe woman, whoſe huſbands 
is lately dead: and thine handmayde had two ſonnes, who ſtroue and 
fought ſo long together in the ſield, till the one flue the other, becauſe 
there was none to part them. And now beholde, the whole family is ri⸗ 
ſen againſt thine handmayde, and call vpon me, ſaying: Deliuer vs him 
that hath ſlayne his bother, that he may be put to death fo2 that his fact 
accoming to the law, in reuẽge ofhis bzothers death, which if J ſhould 
do, thẽ would they deſtroy the heire alſo of mine huſband: & ſo they ſhal 
leaue to myne huſbande, neither name, no; poſteritie vpon the earth, & 
foʒ that cauſe O king, A am come to begge mercie & pardon of thee, 
daz my ſonne that is let. The king thinking her requeſt but ons 
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ble moſf graciouſly by and by ſaide vnto her, woman, goe home to thy 
boule, and take no thought foꝛ thy ſonnes ke, fo; J will giue a charge 
concerning him, that none ſhall hurt thee noꝛ him. Het the woman to 
be further (atiſfted , ſaid vnto the king: O my Low,D king this trel⸗ 
paſſe as touching the bꝛeach ofthe law, whiche puniſheth blood with 
blood, let it bee on mee, and on my fathers houle: J onely will beare 
the blame, but let the king ano his thꝛone be guiltleſſe. J warrant thee 
G the king) if any man touch thee 02 thy lonne, being him to mee, 


if he doech but ſpeake againſt chee, he ſhall neither ſpeake noz touch 
ther any moze , Pet the woman ſubtilly pur poling to vage the king to 
bynd his pꝛomile with an oth foz moze aſſurance, ſayde againe vnta the 
king: O, but J pꝛay the let the king remember a ſwearebySLochy 
God chat thou wilt not ſuffer many reuengers of blood to deſtroy, leaſt 
they flap my lone, And with þ the king ta put her out ol al doubt [ware 
vnto her ſaping:as the Lozd liueth, womã, there ſhal not one haire of 
thy ſonnes head fall to che earth noz periſh. | 

Then the woman hauing thus farre pzeuapled with the king, was 
bold vpon this aduauncage gotten in playne ſpeecheco open her mea · 
ning vttered in chat parrable, and ſayd: J pay thee O king, nowe let 
thy handmaid ſpeake a woꝛo to my Lo the king: ſay an ( quoth he: O 
Wherefoze then/quoth ſhe) haſt thou thought ſuche a thing againfk the 
people of God? Dꝛ why doth the king as one þ is faultie , ſpeake this 
thing, Eqiue contrary ſentence againſt thy ſonne Abſolom, that thou 
wilt not be reconciled, and bzing him agayne chat ts baniſhed frd thee , 
F02 as thou knoweft we mult all dye, and we are as water ſpilt vppon 
the ground, which cannot be gathered vp againe, neycher doch GOD 
ſpare any perſon: yet doth he appoynt meanes not to caſt out frd him, 
che mm that is expelled, but hach pꝛouided wayes (as Sanctuaries) ta 
ſaue them oft tymes, whom man iudgech wozthy death. Now. becauſe 
the people haue made me afrapd, and that J thought they woulde haue 
killed myne hetre,cherfoze J thine handmayd deuiſed this with my (elf. 
Now will J goe and ſpeake vio the king fo2 the life of my ſonne: Jt 
may be that the king wil hauepiccievpon a widowe & perfoꝛme the re. 
queſt of his hand m de: fo} the king verely( thought Y) is mercifull, 
wil heare che humble ſuce of a wido we, and deliuer his handmayde out 
ok che hand of many reuengers of blood, and of the man that woulde 


deſtroy mee together with my ſonne from che inheritaunce of GOD 
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1 TheſeuenthLampeof Virginitie. & gog 
grktatly vpponthy clemencie, am come to ſpeake oftheſe thinges vn ·

The king now percepuing her dzift, that it was done by the ſubtil⸗ 
tie and deuiſe of Joab, demanded further ofthe woman this queſtion, 
ſaping; woman, hyde not from me J pꝛap thee, the thing that J ſhall 
aſke thee: Js not the hand of Joab with thee in all this? And haſt thou 
not done it by his counſell and aduiſeꝛ As thy ſoule liueth my Loꝛde 5 
king (quoth ſhe) J will not turne to the right hand noz to the leſt from 
ought that my Love the king hath ſpoken,oz demanded: fo2 euen th 
ſeruant Joab indeed bad me ſay as J haue ſayde, and hath put all theſe 
woes in the mouth of thine handmayde : yea and to the intent that J 
ſhould change the fozme ofſpeech by ſpeaking rather in a parable, chen 
plainely: It was thy ſeruaunt Joabs onely inſtruction and deniſe that 
hath done thisthing:but my Lozd the king is wiſe,cuen accoꝛding to 5 
wiſedome of an Angel of God,to vnderſtand al things þ are on 5ᷣ earth, 
neither ci any hide oughtfrd thee , Soß king graunted the woman of 
Tekoah hir requeſt,+ cauſed-Joadby & by to ſende fo Abſolom from 
baniſhmt̃t home to his own houſe: but partly to couer herby his father⸗ 
ly affecti5,+ partly to ſhew ſome part of iuſtice towards his ſõne Abſo⸗ 
lõ to pleaſe p people, he yet cõmanded Abſols to keep his houſe, ę᷑ noc 
ta come to 5 court fo} a ſpace, æ this was he by this womãs meanes res 
cociled into his fachers fauour agayn, as ye map read at large. 2.54, 14. 
Thebiteſſe, 

In Thebez a city in Canany,there was a certapn womã, who (when 
Abimelech z vſurper qblooddy king belieged the citye, and tooke it) 
weennt vp together with other men & women into a ſtronge towꝛe withs 
unthe lame citie, there to ſaue themſelues as long as they might, And 
when Abimelech himſelfe fiercely came to batter downe this Towze, 
2s he ſtoode harde by the dooze of the ſame to haue ſet it on ſtre, pur⸗ 
poſing to haue burnte all the people therein: This woman beeing 
moꝛe couragious then the reſt, tooke vp a peece ot a mylſtone & caſt it 
done from che top ofthe Towꝛe, which by Gods iuſt indgement fell 

directly vpõ Abimelechs head, bake his bꝛayn pan al to peeces:wher, 
upon Abimelech perceiuing htmſelfe to be woũded to death by p had of 


a lilly womã in a great furie ul mxnd x deſperate rage. called halt to 
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bis page that bare his harnelſe, and ſapde, Dꝛam thy ſwozd, & ſlay me⸗ 
p men lay not hereafter of me to my repzoch,behold,a woman — Abi⸗ 
melech. And wih that his page as deſperately dzue out his lwoꝛde, and 
thꝛuſt his maiſter quite thozow,ſo that he pꝛelently died. This God 

a milerable death, tooke vengeance on this tyꝛant euen in this life, x 
by the feeble hands of a weake womã ta the pꝛeſeruation or his people, 
e the terrour of al tpꝛants, that opꝑꝛeſſe them. Gloꝛꝑ be to his immoꝛtal 
name therekoꝛe for euer. Iudg. 9.50.53. a. Sam. 1 1.21. 


The ten Virgins, 

Dur Sauiour Chyilt, to teach vs that it is not ſufficient fo) vs to 
baue once geuen our ſelucs to follow him, but that we mult continue e 
Perſeuere vnto p end without faynting oz fapling in the mydway, ee to 
the end he might warne euery man to make pꝛouilion in time, to watch 
fox his ſadayn comming to iudgement, put fozth this ſimilituve of x. vir 
gins in che Goſpel after S. Mathew, ſaying: Thekingdome ok heauen 
Halbe likened vnto x. virgins, which tooke their lampes, aud went 
to meete the bzidgrome co doe him honour (as the manner then 
was ) And fine of theſe were wiſe ,and ſiue fooliſhe . The fooliſhe 
tooke their Lampes, but tooke no ople with them: but the wiſe 
cooke oyle in their veſſels with their Lampes:nowe, whiles the byide- 
groome tarried long, all lumbered and ſlept, x at midnight there was 
a crye made, ſaying: behold the bꝛidegrome commeth, goe out to meete 
bim. Then al theſe virgins aroſe and trimmed their Lampes, g the foo- 
lich ſayd to þ wile; giue vs of your ople,fo2 our Lampes are out x quẽ⸗ 
ched:but che wiſe aunſwered, ſaying ; we feare leaſt there will not bee 
ynough fo2 vs and you too, but goe pou rather to them that ſell and buy 
fo your ſelues. And whiles they went to bux, beholde, thebzidegroome 
came in the meane while, and they that were ready went with him to þ 
wedding, and the gate was ſhut. Alter warde came alſo the other Uir⸗ 
gins, ſaping: L ond, Loꝛd, open to vs, but he an wered, and ſayd: verily 
I lay vnto vou, J know pou not, watch therefoꝛe, and let your loynes be 
girt about, and your Lampes burning, pea take heed, watch, c pape, 
fo2 ye know neither the peere, day, time, noꝛ houre, when the ſonne of 
man wil come to iudgement: watch therefoze A lay, watch 4 Pap. Mat. 
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taine other women not mencioned in & crip- 


ture, but gathered out of the third booke of Machabees, 
and Ioſephus, and other autentical Authors, worthy to be 
read of all godly men and women for the affinitie : 4 
baue with ſome part of the Scripture, 


2 Lexandra (called alſo Caſſanda) was the daughter of 
Q Puamus, and the wife of Alexãder king of the Jewes, 
K who in the 27. ytere ot his raigne, which was the third 
ol his ſicknes, made an expedition into the land of Po⸗ 
9) ab, agaimſt a certaine citie called Ragaba, to get it by

bis wife Alexandꝛa the Queene (like an honeſt and louing wife) went 
with him, fearing leaſt he hould dye by the way. And as hee encamped 
bimſelfe againſt the citie, and vrged it ſoze with aſſaultes; his ſic kneſſe 
increaſed vpon him moze and moꝛe. Uher foze, his wife perceiuing þ 


be was like to die, wept bitterly befoze him, and ſapde: To whom ſhal 
I be ſo bold as to ſhew my face when thou art once dead: ſeeyng thou 
haſt wought ſuch miſchiefe againſt the Phariſies, whom all the lande 
kauoureth, and following their traditions,obey their inſtitutions, Jf 
they ſhalbe diſpoſed to wieek thẽſelues vpon me a thy poung childꝛen: 
fo; that vou in your merrie mood, did hang vpon the gallous 800. ot þ 
kt Phariſtes in Jeruſalem they ſhall haue ayde of all that dwell in 

e land. 

The king anſwered, weepe not, no ſhew any reſemblance. of pen» 
ſiueneſſe, 3 will cell thee what thou ſhalt doe, and ik thou wilt followe 
my councell, thou ſhalt pꝛolper and raigne, thou and thy childꝛen, as 
thou wouldeſt deſire, Be it that J die, there is no man inthe woꝛlde 


need knowe thereof: tell thou euery man therefoꝛe, that aſke foꝛ mer, 


that J am ſicke, and will not that any man tome at me. In the meane 


while annoynt e ſeaſon me with balmes, fight with a courage againſt 


this citie, till thou winne ir, and then returne to Jeruſalem with tope: 
and beware thou put on od 118 a 02 
, mes

foxce.At which time, becauſe he was very ſick q weake, 
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bzing me into Jeruſalem. and lay me vppon a bedde like a ſicke man: 
and after call together the chiefe of Phariſies, bꝛing thẽ where J am, 
& ſpeake vnto them gently in this ſoꝛt, Alexander hath been euer your 
enemp, A know it very well, wherefoze take him it ye lift,# caſt him 
into the fire, oꝛ to the doggts, oz burie him, it ſhalbe at your chopſe. J 


know well they are pitiful men, x ſo ful of mercte,that they will burie 
me honourably, and ſhall appoynt ſome one of my ſonnes whom they 
like beſt, to be king. 

The Queene did thercfoze as ſhe was inftructed of the king. And 
when ſhe had wonne Ragaba,ſhee toyfully returned to Jeruſalem ; af- 
ter that gathered togeather the eldersof the Phariſies,and ſpake to thẽ 
as the king had aduiſed her. The Phariſies hearing that the king was 
dead, and that his bodie was in their handes to doe withall what they 
liſt, they aunlweared the Queene, God foꝛbid wee ſhoulde doe this vn⸗ 
to dur Loꝛde the annoyntey of G © D. Bee was the king and high 
Pꝛieſt: what though he were a ſinner, pet his death ſhalbe an expiatid 
fo? him of all his iniquities. Therfoje we will bewayle him, x mourne 
fo hun: pea, we will carrie his coffin our ſelues vppon our neckes 
burie him as it becommeth a kings Maieſty, and ſo they did, The time 
that he raigned, was xxbii.peeres. 

After him raigned his wife Alexandꝛa in his ſteede : for the Phari⸗ 
ſies after they had finiſhed che ſcuenth day of the mourning, they com⸗ 
mitted che kingdome vnto her. Shee had two ſonnes by che king, 
the elder was called Pircanus, the other Ariſtobulus. Pircanus 
was a tuft man and a righteous: but Ariſtobulus was the ware 
riar, and a man of pꝛoweſſe: Beſides that of a familter and louing 
countenaunce, hee fauoured alſo the learned men, and followed 
their infkruction , But Pircanus his elder bzother loued the Pha⸗ 
rites. Dna tyme therefoze when the Queene ſate inthe thꝛone of 
her kingdome , ſhee called the Auncientes of the Phariſies befoze 
ber, honoured them, and commaunded toreleaſe and ſette at liber⸗ 
tie all ſuche Phariſies as the king her huſbande and her father in 
lawe, had caſt in pꝛiſon: and taking the Phariſies by the handes, 
thee commaunded all Iſraell to obey their ozdinaunces « Then 
made ſhee Hircanus her ſonnehighPyieft, and Ariſtobulus Liefete- 
naunt ot the warres, She ſent alſo to all the landes that her huſ- 
bande and father in lawe Yircanus hay ſubdued , and —_— 
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the noble mens ſonnes koꝛ the pledges, whiche ſhee kept in Jeruſas 
lem , So the Loe gaue vnto the Queene quietneſſe from all 
that were vnder hir ſubiection : ſhee gaue alſo the Phariſies au⸗ 
thozitye ouer the learned ſozte, putting them into their handes, to 
oꝛder at their pleafure, Mhereuppon ſtraight wayes they founde 
one Dogrus, a greate manne amongeſt the learned ſozxte , whome 
they flewe , and muche people beſides of the Auncientes of chat ſect, 
lo that the Sectarpes were in greate diſtreſſe. They gathered themes 
ſelues together therefoze, and came to Ariſtobulus the Liefetenaunt 
of the warres, and with him they came to the Queene, ſaping vnto 
ber, Thou knoweſt che enmitye, that is betweene vs and the Pha⸗ 
riſies , whiche hate thy huſbande and father in lawe, yea, andchy 
childꝛen alſo: Tee were his men of warre chat went wich him in all 
bis affap2es, and apded him: nowe thou haſt geuen vs into their 
bandes to bee mur dered and baniſhed out ofthe lande. That will Par⸗ 
tam king of Arabia doe, when hee heareth this, chat wee ſhall fozſake 
thee : Yee will come and reuenge him of all the battell that thy hul⸗ 
bande fought againſt him: Yea, the Phariſies will take his parte, 
and deliuer thee and thy childzen into his handes, that there ſhall not 
bee left vnto Pircanus the king, and his ſonne Alexander thy huſbad, 
any name 02 remnant at all. 

The Queene gaue them no woozdeto aunſweare, whereat Ariſto⸗ 
bulus her ſonne was angry, and letted not to vtter to his mothers fate: 
but ſhee woulde not heare him, 

Mherefoze Ariſtobulus counſelled the Sectarics to goe 
their wayes and departe out of Jeruſalem , to chooſe them Cities 
in the lande of Juda, where they might dwell with their honoure, 
and not to ſuffer chem ſelues to bee flayne vnder the 'Phartſies 
handes, Mherefoze, departing from Jeruſalem, they dwelte in che 
Cities of Juda. Not long after this, it foztuned the Queene fell 
\ ſore ſicke, that ſhee was like todye +: Whereof , when Ariſtobu⸗ 
ius hearde, hee feared leaſt che Phariſies woulde make his bꝛo⸗ 
ther Yircanus king, and at lengthe appzehende him: wherefoze 
hee fledde awaye by night to che Cities of the Sadduces to bee their 
. heade, and make warre vppon his bzocher. , if hee woulde pꝛeſume 
to raygue. ee came therefoze to the Pꝛince of the Sadduces, cal⸗ 

led Galuſtius,who was a good manne of warre. And after he hadde 
gathered a ſtronge arnne of the Saduces , his mother the 

£2 Queene 
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Queene ſent vnto him, hee ſhoulde recurne vnto her, which he would 

not doe, but rather went to warre vpponthe nations that dwelt about 

_ — he wanne twentie Cities, and gotte him greaterenowne 
erebp* 

Nowe as the Queene his mother wared ſicker and ſicker, the 
chiefe Phariſies came vnto her with her ſonne Hircanus , weeping 
befoze her, and ſaying: howe they were afraive of her ſonne Ariſta 
bulus, who if he ſhoulde come into Jeruſalem and cake it, hee woulde 
deliuer them vp into the handes ol the Sadduces. Unto whom ſhee 
aunſweared, J am as you ſee at the poynt of death , not able to 
talke muche with vou: There is heere in my houſe greate treas 
ſure, that my huſbande and my father gathered, and their Pa⸗ 
rentes kinges of the poſteritie of Chalmonani, take that vnto pou, 
and make my ſonne Yircanus king ouer you, Af Ariſtobulus will 
perturbe him and make warre agaynſt him, yee may wage men of *' 
warre therewith and ſuccour him as you thinke good . And even © 
with this thee fapnted and dyed, and was buried amongeſt her peo © 
ple, after ſhe had reigued nine yeeres ouer Jſrael, Ioſephus fol, 21. | 
22,23-24475- F-3) 

. There was another woman of this name called Alerandza, 
whiche was the daughter of Hircanus the king of Jſrael, and ſonne 
to the afozenamed Alexandza : and when ſhee hearde that her father 
Ptrcanus was taken pziſoner,depziued of his kingdome, and ledde a 
wap captiue by Antigonus into Perſia, ſhee with her daughter Pas 
rimp that chee had by Alexander che ſonne of Ariſtobulus her vncle, 

went towardes Rome, where bythe way Yerode mette with her and 
her daughter, and bought them agayne into the lande of Jſraell : 
where hee cooke Parimp her daughter to wife , and ſolemnized 
the marriage with her in the mount of Galilee, fo} there the chtefe 
ofall Jſraell dwelt ,and ſo became king of Jeruſalem, After warde, 
when her father ircanus| was releaſed and came home to Jeru⸗ 
ſalem , Perode her ſonne in lawe came out to meete him, eme 
braced him, and killed him: after bzought him into his houſe, 
and feaſted him, daylie calling him his father befoze all menne, 
albeeit in his hearte hee conſpired to murder him : And that 
knewe Alerandza his daughter and mother in lawe to Herode, 
who opened it vuca Yircanus her Father . nen, 
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not credite her at the firſt, till on a time hee perceiued the matter 
cleare to be ſo: then deuiſed he how to flie to Maloc king of Arabia, but 
befoze he could get away, Herode ſo handled matter, that he was ac⸗ 
cuſed put to death wꝛongfully, by this meanes Yerod was the bets 
ter eſtabliſhed in his kingdome. 

After hee had thus diſpatched Pircanus his wiues pꝛogenitour, 
father of Alexandꝛa his mother in law, and had depoſed Haniel from 
the office of che high Pꝛieſthoode , andpyeferred his wiues bꝛo⸗ 
ther Ariſtobulus to that dignitie, Thich he did to quiet his wife, 
and to fulfill his mother in lawes mpnde , Notwithſtanding this, 
Alexandza his -wiues mother was not content no ſatiſfied , fo2 
the deach of her father was ſuch a greefe : but alwayes ſpake ſnap- 
piſhly to the king, that hee committed her to ward. Then ſhe wꝛote 
to Cleopatra Queene of Egypt, and wife to Marcus Antonius a 
Noble man of Rome,declaring vnto her all che miſchiefe that Ye- 
rode had done to the poſteritie of Chaſmonanie, and deſiring her of 
ayde. To whom Cleopatra made this aunſweare,ifchou canſt finde the 
_ to come to me ſecretly,thou ſhalt perceiue what J will doe foz 
chee. 

& Then Alexandza had read the letter, hee ſent to Ariſtobu⸗ 
lus her ſonne the high Bꝛieſt, chewing him that ſhee woulde flye 
to the Sea Japho , and from thence woulde take ſhipping in- 
to Egypt, perlwading him alſo to flie with her. e will ſayth ſhee) 
make two coffers, one oz mee, another fo2 thee ; and wee will with 
rewardes allure our ſeruauntes to carrye vs out pʒiuilye, wheres 
by wee map flye to ſaue our liues. This their deuiſe was peccey- 
ued of one of Herodes ſeruaunces , who fooxthwith made the king 
pztupe vnto it. The king commaunded his ſeruaunt that bewzaps 
ed them, that when they did conueye their coffers, they ſhouldebzing 
them to him, whiche the ſeruaunt div, So when the coffers were 
bought to the kinges pꝛeſence, hee cauſed them tobeg opened, and 
tooke out Alexandꝛa and her ſonne Ariſtobulus, to whome the king 
ſpake ſharpely, andrebuked them ſoze. But Alexandꝛa aunſweared 
him againe as ſhoꝛt, inſomuche that the king moued with anger flig 
awape from her into his chamber, ſaying : It is better to ſitte ſo⸗ 
licarye in a coꝛner of the houſe, then with a bawling oz ſcoulding 
woman in an open place. The W * 
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out wardly no great diſpleaſure whatſoeuer he did inwardly, 
But a peere after, the king fearing ſoze þ the Iſraelites woulde in 
the ende reſtoze the king dome vnto Ariſtobulus, and the childzen of 
their fathers he perteyuing euery mans heart to be ſo inclined to Art: 
ſtobulus fo: his vertue and godlineſſe lake, wickedly deuiſed, and ſecret⸗ 
ly concluded at a feaſt made to Ariſtobulus, and all his Nobles. that cer 
tayne of his owne ſeruants beeing diſpoſed to goe and ſwimme in Joz- 
dan: ſhoulde deſire Ariſtobulus the young man, to goe and bathe with 
chem in Joꝛdan, and chen and there to dꝛowne him. So Ariſtobulus cõ⸗ 
tinting ſwimming with the kings ſeruants till ſunne ſetting, when it 
began to be darke, they do wned him amongſt them. Mherok when ty⸗ 
dings came to the court, ę it was wel knowen that he was dead: all the 
people made great lamentation fo2 him, but chiefly aruny his ſiſter, 
and Alexandꝛa the young mans mother, ſhe could in no wiſe be comfop 
ted. Nea, and although ſhe ſawe the king himſelfe alſo co weepe , and 
make great mone, to it repented him that he had done ſo wicked an att: 
pet all the people knew wel iuough that ỹ thing was pꝛocured by hun: 
Inſomuch chat Alex andꝛa his mother in law, letted not to tel it him to 
his fact, that he was the murtherer of her huſbande and her father, and 
now laſt of all ot her ſonne: to whõ the king aunſweared neither good 
no bad. 

From chat day fozewardes there was perpetuall hatred betweene 
Alexandꝛa and Parimp, and Riparim the mother of Herode and Sa⸗ 
lumith her ſiſter, that came of baſe and ſeruile blood. After this, Salu⸗ 
lumith on a time perceiuing that the king deteſted Marimp, tooke oc⸗ 
caſion to accuſe Parimy ot treaſon, and that ſhee woulde poyfon the 
king her huſband; which che king too lightly beleeuing to bee true, at 
her falſe repoꝛt, commaunded Parimp to be bzoughtfoozth, and to be 
beheaded in the citie. And as ſhe was bought faoꝛth vnto the market 
place of the citie, all the women of the citie followed her: Alexandꝛa 
ber mother alſo curſed and rated at her ſaying, come out, thou þ haſt 
abhozred & conſpired agamſt the Loꝛd. Alexandza wept alſo, as though 
it had byn fo} the wickednes that her daughter had committed thinking 
ſurelp to pleaſe the king by that meanes, and to bleare his eyes, if per⸗ 
aduenture he might ſuffer her to line til ſhe might haue oppoꝛtunity to 
on him: but all would not helpe, foꝛ Marimp foꝛ al this was gullt⸗ 
beheadded, and put to death by the king her hulband, as you may 
reade moꝛe in her hiſtoꝛy.

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Then the king repenting him ol her death foz loue of her, he fel ſick, 
and being at deaths dooze: Alexandꝛa his mother in law, ſought meanes 
howto popſonhim: which being vttered to the king, he tommanded to 
app2chend her & to kil her, which was doneaccowingly, Do was A- 
lexandza alſo beheadep and put to death, as appearech in Ioſephus.ſo. 
35.38.40. 4 1.42.45. 46.56. 
Anna, of this name there haue bin many noble women, one was a 
ewe, wife of Elcana and mother of Samuel, as yee may readein the 
Scripture:auocher was an old widow, & pzopheteſle in Jeruſalem in 
Chꝛiſtes time, c. þ 3. was daughter to Jſachar,of 5 tribe of Leui, 
as Damaſcen ſaith,of tribe of Juda,# was married to Joachim of 
ſame tribe, which being long barren,at laſt ought fooꝛth pᷣ bleſſed vir 
gin Mary, after the death of Joachim ſhe was married to Cleophas, 
and after his death to Solome. Cooper in his dictionary. Damaſcen. 
Alriſtobulus wife the Queene vpon a falſe repozt geuen out againſt 
her good bzother in lawe Antigonus,commaundedhim to be cruelly 
put to deach in p2iſon without knowledge ofthe king her huſbands and 
bis others mynd which cruell murder e blooddy fact ol bers haſtened 
her huſbands death ſpeedily,fo2 being very ſick befoze,now fo2 thought 
died. loſeph,tol,1 T7. + | 
Afterward, when her ſonne Alexander fled to Alexandyzta,and there 
was narrowly beſieged & purſuedby Gabinius a Romain with a ſtrõg 
army: ſhe like a good mother went fozth to Gabinius weeping, and bes 
ſought him þ he would not deſtroy her ſonnt: ſo fox her ſake Gabiniug 
ſpared her ſoune Alexander, did him no harme. Ioſeph.tol,30, 
Arſinoe was the daughter of Ptolome, & ſiſter toPhilopater, who 
going co warres againſt Antiochus w her other Philopater, as they 
fought fiercely together, Arſinoe wẽt diligẽ tly about her m?, weeping 
pitifully with her haire about her ſhoulders, e deſired thẽ thep woulde 
belpe her. e fight valiãtly, pꝛomiſing to giue vnto euery of their wiues 
e chülmt if he had the victozp, 2. pounds of gold. Thus by her meanes it 
came to paſſe þ their enimies were ouerthzowen, c her bother ye

Beronice,who was ſiſter vnto king Agrippa,whe ſhe came by chance 
to Jeruſalemof deuotion to viſite the holie place: & awe one Flo- 
rus meſident aud captayne of the Romaines, molt grecuoully and vi9- 
lently co oppreſſe the people ofthe * and foz payment of ble 
e - | | 
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tions and tollage to ſlaye manye ofchem , euen at the entraunce of 
the Temple, Shee came foozth weeping vnto Fiozus that furious 
wꝛetche, and beſought him to bee fauourable and ſpare the people, 
fo2 ſhee pitted them bery greatly: but Flozs relented nothing. But 
when ſhe was departed from him, he flouted and mocked her, although 
lhe were the kings ſiſter, and that in the temple of the Loꝛd to her great 
dilcomfozt, Afterward Eliaſar, the ſeditious people hauing gotten þ 
rule of the citie Jeruſalem, & not only furiouſly ſet a fire, the king A- 
grippas houſe and all therin, but Beronices houſe alſo the kings ſiſter 
they burnt to the graund, a deuided the ſpoyle amõgſt them, as pee map 
reade in Ioſephus fol. 64.68. 4 
Cleopatra Queene of Egypt, wife vnto Marcus Antonius a 
noble man of Rome, hauing recepued letters of ayde from Alexand)a, 
made this comfoꝛtable aunſweare agapne in another letter: Jfthou 
canſt finde che meanes to come to me ſecretly , thou ſhalt percepue 
what J will doe fo thee. After this Marcus Antonius her huſband, 
being made next vnto the Emperour Auguſtus, and ſent by him to 
warre vpon the kings ofthe Meſt countries, as hee that raigned in E« 
gypt, nowe by his wines Cleopatras pꝛouocation, hee rebelled againſt 
Octauian Auguſtus his maiſter, and mave warre with him both 
by Sea and by land, and ioyned in league with Herode king of the 
Fewes, But at the laſt her huſband being ſlain, and dead by Octauians 
hoſt comming by ſhip to the Iſle of Rhodes , Herode eſcaped, x hauing 
reconciled him ſelfe to Oetauian: Then they went both together to⸗ 
wards Egypt to be reuenged vpon Cleopatra, as ſhe that was the only 
cauſe of her huſbands conſptracie and rebellion by inciting him there 
vnto. But (ſaith Jolepus)that wicked woman, when ſhe ſaw her city to 
be ouertome put out her moſt pꝛecious apparrel, x ſitting vpd y thzone 
ofher kingdome, commaunded a Uiper to be bꝛought vnto her, which 
a[ſoone as ſhe had ſuffered to ſting her bꝛeſt, ſhe died. Ag Octauian Aus 
guſtus came to the place, & ſaw her ſit there, he reioyted that he might 
be reuenged or her & cõmanded to thzult her from her thzone,but wh 


they came to her & found her dead, it diſplealed Octauian the Emperoꝛ, 


and grieued him very loꝛe. Ioſph. 40. 44. [ 

Debo)as (ſaith Joſephus) a pꝛaphiteſſe, by her paper bjought to 
paſſe great health in Jſraell, ſo did divers other ruſt and godly wo⸗ 
men, which by their papers obtepned many thinges at Gods hand. 10- 
ſephus fol,184.

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Hyrcanus wife the Queene being a widowe, was baniſhed from 

7 - Jeruſalemby her owne ſonne Ariſtobulus, together with Alexander 
ber poungeſt ſonne, loſeph fol. 17. | 
55 Haſmonais maide being very well beloued of one Herod the 
ſeruant alſo of the ſaid Haſmonai, that killed her maiſter, and the whole 
kamilie faue this maide whom he loued, and vſurped the kingdome ouer 
Aſrael:Tthen ſhee (awe that her maiſter and all his familie were dead,

pp and lapde in hon, and ſo pꝛeſerued her fo} the ſpace of ſeuen pecres, 
Nea there were that ſaide he had carnall copulation with her after ſhee 
1 was dead, ſo beaſtly he doted in loue towardes her. Reade Joſeph, 
bol.

f Iulius Cceſars mother being wife to one ofthe Senatozs of Rome, 
and dping in the birth and trauel ol him, they therefoze that were about 
her, ſtraightwayes tipt her bodie, and gat the childe out aliue, whome 
they named Julius:and becauſe his mother was cut, they called him 
Caealar, and lo her childe was called Julius Ceaſar: and in pꝛoceſle, her 
4, oy came to be an Emperour of Rome, as ye map reade in Foleph, 
ol.2 15 ki 4 | "it 

loſephes mother, wife of Gozton the pꝛieſt, when ſhee hearde the 
/ Sedicious ſound a Trumpet, and goe about to take Joſeph her ſonne, 
and co put him in pꝛiſon with her hul bande Gozion his father, ſhee alſo 
being kept in Shimeons houſe as pyiloner: # very olde euen 85. peeres 
” ofage:aſked what the cauſe was of that hurlie burlie. They tolde her 
that the ſedicious iſſued out at that ſhout of the Trũpet againſt Joleph 
her ſonne to take him. When ſhee heard that, by and by ſhee ranne out 
ofthe houſe that Hee was kept in, and clymed vp the walles, as luſtily 
Zs though ſhee had been a young girle of fourteene yeeres olde, tare 
ber haire, and cryed out, weeping, and ſaying befoze all them that were 
pzeſent : Is my hope then come to this + could J euer haue looked that 
AA chold haue ouer liued my ſonne, & that J ſhould not be ſufferedcoſee 
him, and to bur ie him? J had truſted hee ſhoulde haue buried mee, and 
that he houlde haue been a helpe to mee in mpne age, and when my 
whole familie by the ſedicious was almoſt made away and extingu 
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A doeꝰ when J baue none left to comfozt mee of all my childzen that J 
bar e, foꝛ betweene the ſedicious and the Gentiles our enemies, they 
haue llayne eighteene ſonnes that J had, and what ſhall J doe nowe 
from 1 but couet death : Foz J deſire not to live nowe any 
longer, And howe ſhoulde Jrecepue any conſolation, when J ſee my 
ſonne dead, and J can nat bury him Lode that I might die by and 
by. Foz Jcan not liue anpe longer, ſince my ſonne Joſeph is 
dead, 
Shee went vp pet further vppon the walles till ſhee came co the 
turret where her hulbande Gozton was in pꝛiſon, and ſtretcht out her 
bandes towardes heauen, crying with a loude voyce: O mp ſonne 
Joſeph,my ſonne where art thou? come and ſpeake vnto mee, and 
comfoꝛt mee. The ſedicious hearing her, laught her to ſcoꝛne: but the 
Romanes when they hearde her, and knewe of Joſeph that it was 
bis mother, they wept and lamented her caſe, and many ofthe Jewes 
alſo that were in Jeruſalem : but they were fapne corefrayne it, leaſt 
they ſhoulde be perceiued of Schimeons cruell cutchvates. 

Then Jolephs mother ſayde co the ſedicious that wereby her bp« 
on the walles, why doe pee not kill mee alſo, whiche bare Joſephmy 
ſonne', and nurſt him with theſe bzeſtes : Pee enemies of che Lowe 
bane murthered him with other iuſt and righteous men, why kill yet 
not mee alſo: G O D be wdgee betwixt mee and you that haue killed 
my ſonne giltleſſe. 
The ledieious anſwered her, Canſt thou not if thou liſt, tumble 

dowwne ouer the wall and die? wee will giue thee good leaue, When 
chou haſt done ſo,the Romanes ſhal take thee vp, and burie cheehonou- 
' rablie, becauſe that thou art Joſephes mother, who is their friende. 

Shee anſwered, howe ſhoulde J doe this euillvnto mee lelfe, co 
kill meeſelfe, and conſtrayne my ſoule to goe fooꝛth ofmy bodie, be⸗ 
foze chat GDD doe call it if J ſhoulve dot ſo, I ſhoulde haue no hope 
leſt in chewozlde to came, fo2 no body will bury them whom they per⸗ 
eiue to haue killed themſelues. Theſe and ſuch like while ſhee rea · 
ſoned wiſely,che ſedicious hearde, and mocked her: Wlherefoze ſhee 
wepce the moze aboundantly : ſochat the Romanes and other godly 
menne hearing her wiſevome,coulde not abſteyne from weeping. 
Joſeph when ee hearde gocher peaks ann, 
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and appzoched tothe wall, accompanied with moſt valiante Romanes. 
codefenve him from the arrowes ofthe Jewes, and ſpake to his mo⸗ 


cher: 

Feare not my deare mother, noz take no thought foꝛ mee, fox 
J haue eſcaped the handes of che ſedicious: G O D hath not ſuffered 
mee to come into their handes, TWherefoze I haue heard the woꝛdes 
of theſe wicked counſellours that aduiſed thee to kill thee ſelfe, and 
thine an were agayne to them whiche befoze chou gaueſt them , J 
knewe thou wouldeſt anſwere, 

GO D fozbidde J ſap, GD:D fozbidde that Joſephes mother 

and the wife of Gozton, ſhoulde conſent to the counſell of the wicked. 
Wlherefoze (mp deeremother) bee content, and beare the yoke of 
the ſedicious patiently , and humble thy ſelfe befoze them. Neuer 
ſtriue againſt the miſeries and calamities of this time, whiche thou 
canſt not alter noz remedie. Foz they ſhall periſhe, but wee ſhall ſtand 
and continne, loſeph.1 87 ,206 5207. | 
Jolephus touching his wife in his O2ation made to the Jewes 
when hee was at Rome,ſayth thus: Although J bee intheRomaneg 
Campe, pet Jam not abſent from you, fo2 my dearely beloued wife 
is with you, the wife of my pouth, whome J can not ſet lightlyby at 
this pꝛeſent, although J neuer had childꝛen by her, but rather loue her 
molt enty2elp,becauſe ſhee came ofa moſt honeſt and godly houſe, 
My deare father and mother are alſo with pou, very aged perſons? 
fo: my father is at thts day an hundꝛed and thee peeres olde , and mp 
mother foureſoze and fiue 2 but the peeres ol my lyfe are very few an 
euill, c. Read Ioſeph. fol. 1 89. 187. | 


Kiparim was the wife of Antipater, and mother of Herode king ol 
Jeruſalem & @alumith her daughter, who were both deadly enemies 
to Alexandꝛa, as you map reade in the ſkozp of Alexandʒa. Ioſeph, fol,

Marimi was the daughter of Alexander, and Alexandꝛa, and wife 
ol herode king of Jeruſalem, whom he married in the mounte of Gas 
lilee, being the chiefeſt cicie ok all Jeruſalem,as pe map read in the ftog 
rie of Alexana. This Parimi ha a Mother whole 2 

| . 
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Ariſtabulus koꝛ whome ſhee made earneſt ſuite vnto Berode, and lay 
ſoꝛe vpon him fo2 to pꝛomote him to the high Pꝛieſthoad after the death 
of Hircanus : but erode her hulbande woulde in no wiſe graunt her 
requeſt, but made a ſtranger on Hantel high Pꝛieſt. Notwithſtan⸗ 
ding when hee had once diſpatched Mircanus his wiues pꝛogenitoꝛ, 
father of Alexandza his mother in lawe: chen hee depoſed Haniel, and 
pꝛeferred his wiues bꝛother Ariſtobulus to the dignitie of high Bꝛieſt⸗ 
hood, being but a childe. And this he did at his wiues requeſt, to quiet 
her fo) the death of her father, whom a litle befoze hee moſt wickedly 
had put to death, Det afterwarde, ſuch was his pꝛiuie malice to his 
wiues ſtocke, that this Yeradep2ocured the ſayde Ariſtobulus to bee 
cruelly dzowned by Herods ſeruãts. Ot whoſe death when Marimi bu⸗ 
derſfoode certaynely: ſhee greatly bewayled his death, and coulde in 
no wiſe be comfozted, and from that day fozwardes could neuer abide 
Aiparim her mother in law, noꝛ her ſiſter in lawe Salumyth that came 
of baſe and ſeruill blood. Fo2 Marimy caſt in their teeth to their faces, 
that chey were not ofthe ſeede of Jſrael :but pzophane,vnholy, and of 
baſe byzxch, Notwithſtanding , Herode loued Parimi as his life, 
wheretoꝛe hee woulde neuer diſpleaſe her as long as ſhee liued, noꝛ ſay 
ſo much to her, as why layeſt thou ſo to my mother and ſilter $ whiche 
bis hot loue was after warde turned to hate, fo2 when Herode went af- 
ter Octauian the Emperoz and his maiſter againſt whom he had con- 
ſpired and rebelled with pꝛeſentes to be reconciledwnto him as hee ſet 
ko wardes, hee called Joſeph his bzother in lawe, and commaunded 
him that if Octauian the Emper our put him to death, as hee doubted, 
then he ſhoulde poyſon Marimi his wike, koꝛ ſayde Herode : it is not 
ſeeinelp fo kinges, that any meane and baſe man ſhoulde marrie with 
akinges widowe, and ſleepe with her vpon a kinges bedde. | 
So when Herode was gone on his tourney in the meane while 
Joſeph her bzother in lawe, dilcloled vnto Parimi all that che king 
her huſbande had commaunded him, and how that ik it ſo foꝛtuned, him 
to be put to death by Auguſtus the Emperour , that he ſhoulde pop- 
ſon her: Wherevpon Marimi conceiued a greater hatred towardes 
ebe king her hul bande, inſomuch. chat when the king was returned in 
ſafetie, ſuund, and wich honour alſo from Octauian Auguſtus the Em⸗ 
perour, and that all his men and whole houſholde retoyced greatly, 
Marimi onely ſhewed no good countenance ok gladneſſe, no not when 
che king him ſelke tolde howe greatly he was magniſted and = 
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of Octauian: but alwayes ſhee was ſadde, Salumith the kings ſiſter, 
perceiuing that Marimi ſo vexed the king, ſhee tolde him howe Joſeph 
her hulbande had lien with Marimi while he was with Auguſtus. But 
Verode ( ſay what ſhee could) gaue no credite to her wozdes, knowing 
that ſhee enuied Mar imi, and ſpake ol malice, vntill at lengh he aſked 
the cauſe of Warimi, why ſhee reiopced not as other did when he retur⸗ 
ned in ſafetie from Auguſtus, but was euer ſadde, whiche ſhewed her to 
haue ſome rancoꝛ and malice in her heart towardes him. Shee aun⸗ 
ſwered, chou haſt ſaide heretofoze,that thou louedſt mee abone all thine 
other wines and concubines : pet thou diddeft will Joſeph thy ſiſters 
huſbande to poyſon mee. Then Herode heard this, hee was excee- 
dingly abaſhed that Joſephhad diſcloſed his ſecrete, and beganne to 


miſtruſt with him ſelfe that which Salumith had befoze told him, that 
hee had ſlept with his wife in deede, and vpon that had detected that ſe⸗ 
crete, therefozehe departed out of his place in a great anger and rage. 
Whereby @alumithperceiued that he deteſtcd Marimi, and therefoꝛe 
thee accuſed her further, ſuboꝛning falſe accuſers and foꝛgers of lies, to 
wicneſle that Marimi woulde haue poyſoned the king, whereof thee 
had diuers pꝛeſumptions alſo by her countenaunce. Shee added moꝛe 
ouer,ifthou(ſaith ſbee co che king) let her ſcape thus;ſhce will ſpeedily 
deſtroy thee,and bereaue thee of thy kingdome. The Lawe giueth this 
counſell,tfany man goe about to murder thee,p2enent hun, and ſlap 
him firſt; with this and ſuch like wowes, ſhee ſo moued the king, that 
he commaunded to bꝛing Mar imi fooꝛth, and to be beheaded in the high 
ſtreete ofthe citie. And as ſhee was bꝛought fooꝛth vnto the markette 
place ofthe Citie, all the women ofche Citie followed her: Alexandꝛa 
her mother alſo curſed and rayled at her, ſaping: come out, thou that 
haft abhozred thy huſband, and conſpired againſt thy Loꝛd, which ſhe did 
not of malice but of pollicie to paciſie the kinges wath againſt her 
daughter, whom ſhe knewe to be innocent of chat fact x mong fully ac⸗ 
cuſed, as in 5ᷣ ſtoꝛy of Alexandꝛa appeareth. But Marimi thus going to 
execution, held her peace, c loaked neither to the right hande,noz to the 
left, noꝛ pet feared death any thing, knowing. that ſhee was innocent in 
deede and thought, and therefoze God woulde render her a good re⸗ 
warde in the woꝛlde to tome. Ulherefoze ſhee bared her necke with ⸗ 
out feare, and they cut off her head ſhedding the innocent blood. But 

God made no delay in puniſhing the ſame: foꝛ there fell a ſoze plague | 
and peſtilence in the houle ol erode, ſo that his chickelt —_— = 
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Noble women and concubines died ſozethereofs PYeathzoughott all 
Judea raigned the peſtilence vehemently : which affliction all Iſrael 


knewe well inough chaunced vnto them fo2 the blood of Marimi. 

They crped therefoze vnto the Loꝛde, ſaying: wilt thou fo2 the 
offence of one man, deale ſo cruelly with the whole congregation; And 
che Loꝛde tooke pitie therefoze vppon the Lande, and withdzewe the 
plague fromthe people at their earneſt petitions, The king repen · 
ted him alſo, that hee had ſo raſhly ſhedde the innocent blood of ſo deere 
a wife without cauſe, and loue ot her ſo grew in his heart, that he was 
ſicke and at deathes doze koz griefe ofminde, This Marimi had by 
Derode two ſonnes che one called Alexander, che other Ariſtobulus. 
Read moꝛe in Alexandꝛa her ſtoʒte. Ioſeph. fol. 3 5. 40.42.43. 44.45. 
46.56. | 

Miriam, was a certapne notable riche woman at Jeruſalem of a 
Noblehouſe , her dwelling was beyonde Jowane : who when ſhee 
percepued the warres to growe moꝛe and moꝛe in the eymeofUaſpaſi- 
an the Emperour, and the ſiege at Jeruſalem to be very great & ſoze, 
ſhee came vp wich her neighbours to Jeruſalem, bzinging with her 
not onely her men ſeruauntes and women ſeruauntes , and all her 
whole familie: but alſo her goodes and riches, which were very great. 
When the hungar was grieuous at Jeruſalem,and the ſedicious went 
from houſe to houſe to ſeeke meate , they came alſo to this womang 
houle, and cooke away from her by foꝛte all that euer ſhee had, #left her 
nothing remayning. By this meanes ſhee was oppꝛeſſed with verye 
great hungar, ſo that ſhee wiſhed her ſelfe out ofthe wozlve, but her 
time was not pet come to die. Therefoze that ſhee might flake her 
bungar, and ſuſtaine her life, ſhee beganne to ſcrape in the chatte and 
duſt to2 beaſtes dounge, but coulde finde none. 

Shee had one ſonne,* and when ſhee ſawe the famine ware greater 
and greater vpon her,ſhee layde aſide all womanhood and mercie, and 
cooke vpon her an hoꝛrible cruelty, Fo when ſhe heard her boy weepe 
andaſke fo meate, which ſhee had not to giue him, ſhee ſayde vnto him: 
hac ſhall Jdoe my ſonne? Fo2 the math ol God hath inuironed the 
whole citie, in euery comer thereof famine raignech : without the citte 


ehe (woe killech vp all, within we ſtand in feare of the ſeditious: our 


enemies pꝛeuaile without, in the Towne are fires, burninges, and — 
ine 
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k̃annot keede thee my ſonne. Nowe therefozemy ſonne, if J ſhoulde 
> die fo hunger, to whome ſhoulde J leaue thee being yet a childe? F 
bhoped once, that whẽ thou ſhouldeſt come to mans ſtate, thou ſhouldeſt 
haue ſuſteined mine age with meate, dꝛinke, and cloth, and after when 
Ã ſhoulde die, to bury mee honourablie, like as J was minded to burie 


thee, il chou ſhouldeſt haue died befoze mee: But nowe my ſonne thou 
art as good as dead alreadie. Foꝛ J haue no meate to bzing thee vp 
with all: becauſe of this great famine and crueltie ofthe enemies both 
mithin and without. If thou ſhouldeſt die nowe amongſt other, thou 
4 Too haue no good no; honourable tombe as J woulde wiſhe 
M herekoꝛe J haue thought good to chuſe thee a ſepulchze euen mpne 5 
owne bodie, leaſt chou ſhouldeſt die, and dogges eate thee in the ſtreets, 
I will ctherefoze bee thy graue, and thou ſhalt bee my foode. And 
fo that, chat if thou hadſt liued and growne to mans ſtate, thou oughteſt 
by right to haue nouriſhed mee: Nowe feede mee with thy fleſhe,and 
withit ſuſteyne mine age befoze that famine deuoure thee, and thy bo⸗ 
dy bee conſumed. 

Render therefoze vnto thy mother that whiche thee gaue bnto 
thee, koꝛ thou cameſt of her, and thou ſhalt returne into her. Fo2 A 
will bzing thee into the ſelfe ſame ſhape in the which the bꝛeach ok life 
was bꝛeathed into thy noſtrelles: Fozaſmuch as thou art my welbelos 
ued ſonne, whom J haue loued al wayes withall my ſtrength, bee theres 
foze meate fo2 thy mother, an ignominie and repꝛoch to the Sedicious, 
that by violence haue taken away our foode. Wherefoze my ſonne 
heare mp voyce, and ſuſtayne my ſoule, and my life, and goe to thy 
ende that is determined fo2 thee by mp handes, thy lotte bee in the gar⸗ 
den of Eden and Paradiſe: bee thou meate fo2 mee, and a rebuke and 
ſhame to the Seditious , that they may bee compelled to ſay, Lo a 
woman hath killed her anne, and hach eaten him, 

So when ſhee had thus ſpoken to her ſonne,ſhee tooke the child, 
and turnyng her face away, leaſt ſhee ſhoulde ſee him dye, ſhee killed 
him with aſwoozde, and after cutte his bodie into certayne peeces, 
whereof ſome ſhee roaſted!, ſome ſhee ſodde, and when * had eaten

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The ſauour ofthe fleſhe roſted when it came out into the ſreetes to 
the people, they ſapde one to another: ſee, here is a ſmell of rolimeatt: 
N hich thing came to the knowledge of the ſedicious at length, who 
went into the houſe ofthe woman, and ſpake roughly vnto her, why 
ſhouldeſt thou haue meate to lite with, and wee die foz hunger 4 The 
woman then made them an anſwere , andſapde vnto them: Bee not 
dilpleaſed,J beſeeche pou, with pour handmaide fo this, fo2 you ſhall 
lee I baue reſerued part fo you, Mitte you downe therefoze , and A 
will bzing it vou, that you map taſte thereof, fo it is very good meate. 
And by and by ſhee layd che table, and let befoze them part ofthe childes 
fleſhe, laying: Eate J pꝛay you, heere is a childes hande, ſee heere his 
foote and other partes, and neuer repoꝛte that it is any other womans 
childe but mine oune onely ſonne that pee knewe with mee, bim J 
bare, and alſo haue eaten part, and parte J haue kept foꝛ you, Which 
when ſhee had ſpoken, ſhee burſt out. and wept, ſaying: Oh my ſonne, 
my ſonne, howe ſweete waſt thou co mee whiles thou pet liuedſt, and 
nowe at thy death alſo thou art ſweeter to mee then honte, Foz thou 
baſte not onely fedde me in this molt grieusus famine , but thou halt 
defended inee from the wꝛath ofthe ſedicious, wherewith they were 
incenſed towardes mee, when the ſmell of the meate bꝛought them in⸗ 
to my houle? Nowe therefoꝛe are they become mp friendes, fo2 they 
lit at my table, and J haue made them a feaſt with thy fleſhe, 

Alter ſhee turned her to the ſeditious , and badde them eate and 
ſatiſſie them ſelues, Fo2 why ( (aide ſhee) ſhoulde yee abhozremy 
meate which Fhaue ſet befoze you's Jhaue ſatiſfted my ſelf therewith, 
lwhy therfoze do you not eate ofthe fleſhofmy ſonne : Taſt and ſee how 

weecemy ſonnes flethe is, J dare ſap you mill ſap it is good meate. 

Ulhat needeth pitie? Ought yee to bee moze moued therewith then 
a woman: It pee will in no wile eate of the ſacrifice ofmy ſonne,when

| The Jewes hearing this matter, were wonderfully ſmitten into 
ſaddeneſſe: Pea, euen the goucrnours of the Seditious beganne to 


ſtoupe when they heard of this,ſo that they all in a maner deſired death, 
they were ſo amazed at this hozrible acte, Many therefoze of the com- 
mon people ale out in the night fooꝛch of Hicruſalem with all cheir 
ſubſtaunce to the Romanes campe, and ſhewed Titus ofthis : who 
wept thereat, and was ſoꝛy fo2 the matter exceedingly, holding vp his 
bandes to heauen, and crying, Thou Lowe God ofthe wozlde, God of 
this houſe, to whome all ſecretes are knowen, whiche alſo knoweſt mp 
heart. that I came not againſt the Citie as deſirous of warres, but ra- 
ther of peace,. which J euer offeredthem : but pet the Citizens theres 
of euer mozercfuſed it, although J ofrentunes intreated them. And 
when they deſtroped one another by their ciuill diſcentien, J woulde 
haue deliuered them, but J founde them alwaycs like moſt fierce and 
truell beaſtes, nothing ſparing them ſelues: And this miſchiefe is 
come nowe ſo farre that a woman hath eaten her owne fleſhe , being 
dʒziuen thereunto by moſt extreeme neceſſitie.

J haue 
heard alſo of a certayne king oftheirs (called Gefta) who the ſame day 
bee went foꝛwardes to the warres, made a vowe to God that he would 
offer a ſacrifice, if hee ſhoulde haue good ſucceſſe in his warres : And 
whenhee returned ſrom the warres, hee offered to God * — 
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daughter, and ſo perkourmed his vowe that he had vowed vnto God. 
And hereby J knowe they are men of a ſtubbozne ſpirite: fo2 what ſo 
tuer it giuech them in their heades to doe, that they thinke muſt needes 
bee done, and chey are a noughtie people, and moſt heynous ſinners, 
UWrherefoze except thou wilt veliuer them vnto mee, J will giue ouer 
the warres. Foz J will not be flayne with chem without all iudge⸗ 
ment. 

Chen Titus had thus ſayde, hee battered the wall of Pieruſa⸗ 
lem wich an pꝛon Ramme, and caſt it downe: Then came kooꝛch ma- 
ny of the Nobles of the Saduces vnto him, and made peace with him. 

Pheroras wife hauing had a vyall of poyſon, whiche Antipacer 
bought as hee went to Rome. and lent vnto her hulſ bande to keepe foz 
him till his returne: In the meane while her huſbande Pherozas dp» 
ed. And when Antipater came home agapne from Rome: Pherozas 
wife and hee fell at variaunce, inſomuch that ſhee obiected vnto hym, 
that hee was the cauſe that her huſbande Pherozas was baniſhed the 
kinges pꝛeſence, the ſoꝛrowe whereof was his death. On the other 
ſide Antipater went about to accuſe her, ſowing diſcozde betweene her 
and the king, to ſturre him agaynſt her, Mee ſubozned alls a certaine 
Eunuche oꝛ gelded perſon to goe vnto Her ode the king, and enfourme 
him, howe that at what time as hee tooke diſpleaſure with Þberozas 
his bꝛother, and baniſhed him his pꝛeſence, Pheroꝛas pꝛocured a ſtrong 
poyſon, and gaue it to his wife, commaunding her to deſtroy the king 
therewich, The king hearing this was wzoth with the Eunuch, and 
ſayde: I ſearched foꝛ that venome long agoe, when it was noyſed that 
my houſholde ſeruauntes woulde haue giuen it mee to d2inke , but J 
coulde not finde the ching to bee true: Pea J haue been too raſhe in 
ſuch matters. Foꝛ I put my wife Marimito death without a cauſe, and 
Alexandꝛa my mother in Lawe, wich my two childꝛen. 

When Antipater hearde that the king credited not the Eunuche, 
hee made ſuite to the king to ſende him to Octauian the ſeconde tyme: 
fo2 hee was afrapde foz the viall that was in Pherozas wines 
houſe, 

Hee had written alſo with his hande, howe that hee ſent it, inten⸗ 
ding therewith to poyſon the kings ſonnes childꝛen: but hee chat pies 
pareth a pitte fo other, okt times kalleth into it him lelfe, and Au 
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The ſeuenth Lampe of Virginitie. 319 
the king to ſende him, hee let him gor. | 
. After this the king commaunded to make ſearche,ifthe Eunuches 
woozdes were true 02 no: Pe ſent firſt foꝛ Pherozas houſholde ſcr: 
uauntes, examined them whether euer they coulde percepue that Phe⸗ 
rogas was in minde to hurt him: They all ſware no. 

Then che king commaunded to ſcourge them very ſoze : but 
they confeſſed nothing, although ſome dyed vnder their handes in the 
examination, Some he oꝛdered with diuers kindes of tozmentes, 
of ſome hee cauſed to plucke out all their teethe. And as hee had 
ſcourged a certaine woman ſeruaunte whiche had beene verye 


truſtie coPherozas , at length when ſhee coulde no longer ſtande fox 


ſtrokes, ſpee cryed out and ſaydez ¶ The holy and bleſſed God reuenge 
bs of Noſtios the kinges wife, which is che cauſe ofthis, The king 
hearing theſe wozdes,badde let her alone,ſhee will diſcloſe all, Then 
ſpakeſhee, Antipater made feaſtes euerp foote fo thy bother Phe» 
rozas and him ſelfe : And as they eat and dꝛanke, they deuiſed howe to 
poylon thee, eſpecially when as Antipater was going to Octaui⸗ 
an, 


Fox they ſapde, except wee deſtroy him hee will deſtrop vs, as her 
hath done all the childzen ofthis houſe, MWozeouer, hee loucth the 
childzen ok his ſonnes that were put to death, whiche growe apace, 
and it is poſſible hee may alter his minde, and make one of them king, 
Antipater alſo ſaide to thy bother, The king makes as though hee 
bee were much my friende: but J truſt him not. Mee gaue me ( ſaych 
bee) an hundzed pounde weight of golde , but all that ſatiſſteth not 
mee. 

Alben che king heard this, hee told howe he had giuen Antipater 
this golde ſecretly. The woman ſapde mozeduer, There is yet a vy⸗ 
all ot ſtrong poyſon in my miſtreſſe houſe, that thy ſonne ſent out of 
Egypt: Mich that the king ſenc ſtraightwayes to Phero)as wife, 
that ſhee ſhoulde bzing him the vyall of poyſon her owne ſelfe : but 
when thee eſpied the kinges Eunuches come to fetch her whether ſhee 
woulde o2no,ſhee gate her vp to the toppe ofthe houle , and caſt her 
ſelfdown headlong to kill her ſelf; becauſe ſhe would not ſee the king, 
no2 abide his tozments; Pet ſhee died not thereof  Wherevpon the 


kinges meſſengers bzought her in a * » and ſec her 
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befoze the king: Then hee conkeſſed vnto him, howe Antipater his 
ſonne had conſpired with Pheroꝛas his bꝛother to kil him with a ſtrõg 
poyſon that her had bought in Egypt, and ſent it to Pheroꝛas her hul⸗ 
bande to keepe, when hee went co Octauian: And howe that Pherozas 
being at the point of death, repented him thereof, charging that wee 


ſhoulde neuer giue that venome to Antipater , but pomme it out vps 


on the grounde, that the king might not bee popſoned therewith: and 
A did, as he badde me, caſt it out all, ſaue a litle that J kept in the glaſſe 
bottome: Fo2 J euer feared that which is nowe come to paſſe. Then 


at the kinges commaundement the viall was bzought foꝛch befoze him, 


and there was a litle ofthe venome left, wherefoze they gaue better 
credite to her wooꝛdes: ſo the king was content, and bad his phiſitt- 
ons heale her, and ſhee recouered.loleph. 5 5. 56.57. 


Pheroras maide ſeruaunt that diſcloſed the treaſon of Antipater 


to poyſon his father king Herode: of her read next befoze in Pheroꝛas 
wines ſtozie, and howe ſhee was handled befoze ſhee woulde confeſſe i, 
Fc. loſeph 56.57. 

Roltios was one of the wines of Herode king of the Jewes, and 


the mocher of Antipater that woulde haue poyſoned his father: as pee 


map reade at large befoze in Pherozas wiues ſtozie. Ioſeph. 


56 2 
Salumith was the daughter of one Antipater and Ryparim his wife, 
and ſiſter to Pherozas and Perode, which Salumith came but ofbaſe 


blood: of her malice and ſpitefull dealing towardes Marimi, reade 


moꝛe at large in the ſtozte of Parimt. loſeph. 25. 42. 43. 44+ 
45. 

Schimeons mother and wife were killed both by the ſayde Schi⸗ 
meon, the mother firſt, leaſt ſhee ſhoulde entreate him foꝛ the childzen 
and bee ſoꝛy fot their ſakes. Then his wife came running ok ber owne 
accoꝛde, and helde her necke downe to the ſwozde, leaſt ſhee ſhoulde be 
conſtrayned to ſee her childzen die: and laſt of all hee flue him ſelfe: as 
pee may reade moꝛe at large in loſeph. fol. 72. 

There was another woman that was the wife ofa cruell Cuttes 
thꝛoate amonge the Jewes, called Schimeon: who lining like an out⸗ 
lawe, and his wife dwelling in Jeruſalem, at the laſt ſhe fled out ofthe 
Citie, wich her men and women ſeruauntes cowardeg her . 
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feare leaſt ſhe ſhould be ſlayne fox her huſbandes cruelties ſake if hee 
ſhould haue tarried at Jeruſalem, but as ſhe paſſed by where Jehochas 
nan lay in ambuſhment foz to take her huſband her he tooke 4 bzought 
againe to Jerulalem not a little pꝛoude of ſuch a pꝛay, thinking nowe 
we ſhall haue Schimeon at our pleaſure, ſeeing we haue his wife our 
puiſoner: hee louech her ſo entirely , that hee will doe fox her ſake, 
whatſoeuer we will haue him, This came to Schimeons eare, who had 
taken at that time many of Jehochanans men, and cutte of their right 
hands, ſending them lo with ſhame to Jeruſalem to their maiſter. Yee 
ſent mozeouer Embaſſadours to Jehochanan, willing him to ſend him 
his wife, in ſuche ſoꝛte that ſhee might come to him with all that was 
herg, oꝛ if he refuſed to doe it, he ſhould be the extreemelier handled, fox 
he would take the towne ere it were long, and to Jehochanans ſhame 
cut ofthe hands and legges of all them that did inhabite it. 2 
hearing this, was ſoꝛe afrapde and all they that were with him, and 
therefoꝛe they ſent him his wife, whereupon Schimeon kept him ill 
without the Towne, and playde the tyꝛant without, as faſt as Jehocha⸗ 
nan did within, raurlhing the Iſraelites wiues befoze their faces, ſheds 
ding innocent blood vnmercifully. loſephus 134. 

Ioſephus repoꝛteth that at the ſiege of Titus and Uelpallan againſt 
Teruſalem, the men ſouldiers were ſo ſcant and deſtroyed, that the wo⸗ 
men were faine to defend the walles, where it chaunced that a greate: 

ſtone ſhotte by the Romatnes, hit a woman wich childe with 
ſuch a violence, that it paſſed thzough her bodie and 
carried the child with it by the ſpace ol 
halle a 228 
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
